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To Whine Is to Love Again 

Navigating the maze of Palin punditry

An old friend called yesterday. I was late 
for something (I’m almost always late for 
something), so I had to go. I promised to call 
her back later that day. Of course, I forgot. 
Memory, never one of my strong suits, has 
evolved from spotty at best to a completely 
unreliable mist. Short-term, long-term - any 
and all kinds of memories are now shrunken 
and free-floating, with precious few connec- 
tions among them. 

I have no extensive comments on the eco- 
nomic crises or any insight into the campaign 
for the presidency except to step back in 
awe at the imposing, multistoried, ornately 
detailed Babylonian facade that pundits have 
created almost entirely by weaving together 
different strands of fictions untainted by 
any facts. Compared to their historic and 
ambitious, empire-emulating, architectural 
achievements, all I do is whine. 

The power and the glory, the magnificent 
ambition, and the all-too-pedestrian disgrac- 
es: It isn’t that there aren’t many things of 
substance to say, but that the sound of my 
feet walking drowns out the sound of my 
voice talking. It’s not just my elephant-heavy 
footsteps that make it hard to hear, but that 
the expansive sound of the events roaring over 
us each day is as loud as if we were standing 
next to Niagara Falls. The effort to be heard 
over such a swift and mighty roar is almost 
certainly futile and not worth the effort. It is 
hard to think when you are shouting, while 
sometimes the white-water-rapids run of cur- 
rent events becomes so intense you can’t 
make out the sky for the rain, the day for the 
night, the thunder for the braying. 

When so much is happening so quickly, 
trying to keep track of the media onslaught 
can find one slipping into a self-reflexive, mul- 
tilayered narrative wherein the media itself 
is too much of the story. This provides little 




clarity, usually obscuring the map’s already 
almost worn-away images. 

Instead, I’ll just whine. 

Without embarrassment, the significant 
right-wing American media have been tak- 
ing their favorite bogeyman - mainstream, 
liberal (far-left) media - to task for distorted 
reporting on the Republican vice-presidential 
candidate. Lou Dobbs actually wondered out 
loud, as he denounced the darkest 
mono-shade of liberal coverage of 
Sarah Palin, as to whether this 
reaction from liberals was (and 
he dared not say the word but 
did strongly imply it) “sex- 
ist!” As truly and wickedly 
funny as Tina Fey has been on 
Saturday Night Live, her parody 
doesn’t come close to the stun- 
ning audacity of Dobbs’ completely 
inauthentic indignation. 

The horrid, scarring, sexist, bigoted, 
unprecedented slander being heaped upon 
her is all the consequence of bias and big- 
otry, these fair and balanced pundits of the 
far right insist. 

I would say “Grow up” if I didn’t figure 
they know exactly what they are doing as they 
try to manipulate, massage, and excite their 
listeners. Palin is getting the same amount 
of coverage as almost any vice-presidential 
candidate - if not less, due to the fact that 
she has been so unavailable for interviews. 
The “attacks” on her are for the most part 
relatively mild reporting of her often truly 
stunning gaffes. 

Two points here. As I wrote last week, 
right-wing commentators all use almost the 
exact same words. As part of their report- 
ing on the imaginary, fantastical tale of this 
assault on Palin, “unprecedented” is a key 
word and concept.

The blatant hypocrisy here is so overwhelm- 
ing as to create new schools of dark comedic 
humor. At their best, right-wing coverage of 
and comments on Hillary Clinton and Nancy 
Pelosi ooze out of the molten, dead center in 
hell, while almost none of the comments on 
Palin get close to even the farthest outer circles. 
Recently, right-wing sources have been kinder 
to Clinton, but only because they are happily 
using her as a weapon with which to 
beat on Obama. If the mainstream 
media’s most extreme negative 
comments about Palin had been 
compared to the daily barrage 
against Clinton or Pelosi from the 
right, they would have sounded 

r practically radical-feminist. 

The best defense is a strong 
offense; whether or not there is a 
widespread media assault on Palin, by 
indignantly reporting the story over and over 
(and over and over), right-wing pundits are 
positioning her as a real earth mother whom 
the elite establishment is attacking because 
her common decency and pronounced moral 
position are anathema to them: the witch 
hunts of Salem, directed at this one poor 
hockey-mom target. 

Homer’s epic tales of the Trojan War had 
their roots in oral traditions; they were tales 
told over and over. Compared to the bogus, 
immoral moralizing of right-wing pundits, 
Homer seems as simplistic as Horatio Alger. 

I realize the belief that Eskimos have 50 dif- 
ferent words for snow has been disputed, but 
just entertain the concept. The pundit com- 
munity has hundreds of words for villain/traitor, 
which they fling around wildly and recklessly. 
Then, in actions that simply can’t be satirized, 
they puff up their chests to denounce the liberal 
far-left media for doing the same thing. Only 
that wing of the media is mostly innocent; it is 


not spewing nor dealing in the same innuendo 
and two-dimensional, black-and-white, hero- 
and-villain categorizing as the right. 

I’m guessing the memo went out toward 
the end of last week, but maybe even later 
than that, as it was only at the beginning of 
this week that the right-wing talking heads 
got lined up in a row. Then, one after another, 
they noted that Joe Biden was making a lot 
more gaffes than Palin, but the evil, liberal, 
Wicked Witch of the West media was ignoring 
his and just reporting on hers. 

Biden has a long and honorable record as 
an elected representative. His gaffes are just 
that: mistakes. Palin has not only offered a 
truncated history but is being shielded from 
reporters as though she were Princess Diana 
returned from the dead. Biden’s verbal mis- 
takes do not amount to any kind of noticeable 
percentage of what we know about him. In 
Palin’s case, her mistakes represent an over- 
large slice from her biographical pie chart. 

The right-wing press denies its own power as 
it creates fictions about what kind of coverage 
is going on in other “media.” These guys have 
entered the woods in Jorge Luis Borges coun- 
try - except where he carved out gentle, rolling 
natural paths of metafictions and complex 
bibliographic mysteries, they’ve brought in 
enormous, powerful earth-moving equipment. 

Every day, right-wing talking heads fire 
shotgun blast after shotgun blast of self-com- 
posed and ludicrous assertions against other 
media, shattering the ceiling of even distantly 
reasoned coverage. When it starts raining, we 
all know who complains the loudest about 
being wet. 

The stunning innovations that these pun- 
dits have brought to dark comedic stand-up 
would pale against their performances of 
magic if they only were just a bit more blatant 
about them. Talk about misdirection! ■

IT WAS NOT AN ACRIMONIOUS SPLIT! 

Dear Editor, 

I read in your article “an acrimonious split from 
manager Tom Bunch” and don’t see it as that 
[“Out of the Mouths of Children,” Music, Sept. 26]. 
From 1983-1990, I promoted the majority of the 
Butthole Surfers shows in Texas. They were one 
of the greatest live bands the planet Earth has 
or will ever see. I was lucky enough to see them 
more than 100 times. In 1990, I started to man- 
age them and stated before that it was like herding 
cats. I managed them until 1999. Seventeen years 
of dealing with one of the wildest and strangest 
groups of people I have ever met. I knew what I 
was getting into and accepted it wholeheartedly. 
I also managed Paul Leary’s producer career and 


Gibby Haynes’ side project with Johnny Depp. 
After 17 years of dealing with Gibby on a daily 
basis, I had enough. The last four years I man- 
aged them, Gibby was not capable of showing 
up for anything. He usually just didn’t show up, 
and if he did, he wasn’t able to perform. This 
was sad for me to see and be involved with. 
Many of the projects I set up for Gibby were 
friends and business associates of mine, and 
he kept blowing off projects (movies, recording 
sessions, interviews) or would show up so high 
that he couldn’t do his part. I told Paul and 
Gibby in 1999 that I didn’t want to manage 
them anymore and that I would be happy to 
help them tie up their business and find a new 
manager.

The sky hasn’t fallen. 

I suspect you already know that, but roughly a 
week ago we were being assured by the the White 
House, the Treasury, the Federal Reserve, and the 
congressional leadership that if Congress did not 
act immediately to avert economic disaster, the 
credit markets would freeze and the stock 
market would collapse. Congress did not 
act - indeed, long past Treasury Secretary 
Henry “Leave Everything to Me” 

Paulson’s putative deadline, a biparti- 
san House rejected the Bush-Paulson 
plan, as tinkered by the Democratic 
and Republican leadership. 

The credit markets did not freeze, 
and, despite a dramatic one-day drop, the 
stock market did not collapse. 

That is not to say that we’re out of the woods, 
nor that we can afford to be cavalier about what is 
certainly a dangerous financial situation for all of 
us, not just Wall Street. Like most people, I hope 
to be able to retire some day, and my family’s 
financial future rests largely on invested pension 
funds accumulated in various jobs over the years, 
now put thoroughly at risk because of complex 
and faulty financial schemes pursued by the same 
high-stakes gamblers who are demanding that you 
and I stop the roulette wheel and pay their tab.

As likely as not, by the time you read this, the 
Senate millionaires will have come to Paulson’s 
rescue, the House GOP rank-and-file (predictably 
bribed by a tax cut) will have been whipped into 
fine, and a bill not much different from the one just 
defeated will pass. You and I will be the proud own- 
ers of many billions’ worth of currently 
unmarketable assets, and the interna- 
tional stock traders will cheerfully 
return to making money on our 
money. The credit markets we all rely 
on, however, will not appreciably 
thaw, because nothing will have been 
done to fix the underlying economic 
predicament - the collapsing national 
housing market - and we’ll stumble 
along until the next crisis, or the next admin- 
istration, which will have to pick up the pieces.

> FENNELL GETS 10 YEARS 

Former Georgetown Police 
Sgt. Jimmy Fennell (pic- 
tured) on Sept. 26 was hand- 
ed a 10-year sentence in the 
pen by District Court Judge 
Burt Carnes after pleading 
guilty to charges of kidnap- 
ping and improper sexual 
conduct with a person in cus- 
tody. Fennell was accused of sexually assaulting 
a woman in October 2007, after he’d answered a 
call for police service at her home. Fennell was 
previously engaged to Stacey Stites, who was 
murdered in 1996. Another man, Rodney Reed, 
was convicted and sentenced to die for the 
crime, but Reed maintains his innocence, and 
his supporters suggest that Fennell was a far 
more likely suspect - Fennell was angry with 
Stites after finding out that she was having an 
affair with Reed, they argued, and the police 
never fully investigated Fennell as a possible 
suspect in the case. (For more, see “Who Killed 
Stacey Stites?”

> AFD UNDER FIRE On Tuesday, black community 
leaders convened a press conference at City Hall 
to denounce the Austin Fire Department for 

discriminatory hiring practices and to announce 
the filing of a lawsuit by Nona Allen, the only 
African-American female firefighter at AFD. Allen 
accuses the city of relegating her to a bare- 
bones locker room while the white, male firefight- 
ers enjoy relative luxuries such as couches, 
video games, and vending machines. Allen also 
said she’s had to routinely remove 300-pound 
weights mysteriously placed on a desk and chair 
where she studies. AFD brass had excused the 
lapses as “miscommunication,” according to 
Allen. Akwasi Evans, editor of East Austin’s 
Nokoa newspaper, called for reinstating the “con- 
sent decree,” which had mandated 20% of the 
cadet class be African-American and 20% 
Hispanic. The decree expired in 1982, causing a 
dearth of minority hiring that endures. “Something 
has to be done about that right now,” Evans said 
- during current contract negotiations, preferably. 
Austin NAACP President Nelson Linder noted the 
irony that this “progressive city” has demonstrated 
a longtime “lack of enthusiasm” for ensuring equal- 
ity at AFD. Though invited, city officials did not show 
at the press conference. - Patricia J. Ruland

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> SO MANY BONGS, SO LITTLE SPACE How and where criminal-case evi- 

dence is stored was the topic of discussion Sept. 25 during the second 
meeting of the state’s new Criminal Justice Integrity Unit, created by 
Court of Criminal Appeals Judge Barbara Hervey as a way to get stakehold- 
ers together to discuss how to fix Texas’ much maligned criminal justice sys- 
tem. On Thursday, members heard from cop-turned-consultant John Vasquez, 
president of the Texas Association of Property and Evidence Inventory 
Technicians, who called evidence storage the “redheaded stepchild” of most 
police departments. Departments around the state are plagued by problems 
in evidence storage, Vasquez said, citing reports that money, drugs, guns 
(30 this year from the Houston PD alone), and other weapons have been 
stolen from facilities all over Texas. Departments need better training and 
controls on evidence to correct the problems, he said. Indeed, APD’s admin- 
istrator over evidence, Ed Harris, told the committee that figuring out where 
to put the stuff is a major headache (taking up the most space in APD’s evi- 
dence storage is marijuana-growing equipment, he said). Evidence storage 
is, of course, no small matter - especially storage of DNA, which may be 
needed years after an initial arrest and conviction. - J.S. 

> KEEPING AUSTIN’S ENERGY AFFORDABLE When a house in Austin is 

sold, an energy audit and energy-use report to buyers may soon become 
mandatory, while actual improvements to the home’s energy efficiency 
will remain voluntary. That’s the nutshell version of the final Energy 
Efficiency Retrofit Task Force recommendations now making their 
way toward City Council. (For the full report, see www.coolaustin.org.) The 
report goes to the Electric Utility Commission Oct. 20, the Resource 
Management Commission Oct. 21, then to council in November. 
Remaining in the report is a recommendation that divided the task force 
(largely due to pressure from the Austin Board of Realtors and other 
real-estate interests): It’s for “mandatory back stop” provisions, which 
state that if voluntary program participation isn’t sufficient, then mini- 
mal upgrades (made by the purchaser within one year) would become 
mandatory.

> GREEN WATER TREATMENT PLANT UPDATE A slightly clearer picture 

of Project Green - the major Trammell Crow/Constructive Ventures 
redevelopment of the Green Water Treatment Plant site Downtown - 
emerged Sept. 24 at the first “Urban Workshop” of the Congress for 
New Urbanism’s Central Texas chapter. Presenters Tim McCabe, for 
Trammell Crow, and Sue Edwards, for the city, said it will take about a 
year to craft their master development agreement. Only minimal design 
work will proceed before the deal is inked. The developer has promised 
Gold LEED certification for all buildings, community design charrettes for 
the public open spaces, affordable housing funds, and bike/pedestrian/ 
transit/ roadway improvements. McCabe said by February 2010, con- 
struction of underground parking should begin; building construction 
starts could take another 18 months or more. Asked if the city would 
invite community input in coming months, while the property is still city- 
owned, Edwards said the city couldn’t require any more of the developer, 
given the extensive public-benefit requirements established by City 
Council. Still possible: a voluntary, developer-hosted community conver- 
sation, inviting Austin’s best and brightest to suggest (nonbinding) ways 
to optimize the project’s potential. Why not? - K.G.

Convening the City Council meeting last Thursday, a 
stuffed-up Will Wynn announced he had a “serious 
enough ear infection” that he might have to hand the 
reins over to Mayor Pro Tern Brewster McCracken, 
reportedly of sound hearing. Alas, Brewster let us know 
his hearing’s “never been the same after the Ted Nugent 
concert in eighth grade.” Mike Martinez got in on the 
yuks, offering his abuela’s home cure to suck out the bad 
juju with a tunneled newspaper and a candle. To which 
Wynn replied he held out hopes for the “lemon and whis- 
key side. Which I’ve been trying.” 

The dais suddenly seemed occupied by Rat Pack extras, 
like one of those plotless Vegas features starring Old Blue 
Eyes, Sammy, Dino, and company, and littered with cam- 
eos, flourishes, and asides to other subjects. 

The biggest real news of the week occurred after the 
meeting: the arrival of Emily Austin Shade-Sh 
Council Member Randi Shade’s 7-pound,

Sept. 26, by C-section. The Hustle [Ed.: 
and the whole News department] wishes 
baby Emily, Shade, and her partner Kayla 
long happiness and good health, and the 
council member a speedy recovery. You 
have a head start , if you are among the very 
young at heart . . . 

As for the meeting itself, the first major 
cameo came from Save Our Springs Alliance Director 
Bill Bunch, urging the council to reconsider or postpone 
the allocation of $4.5 million for engineering of the 
Jollyville transmission line from long-planned Water Treat- 
ment Plant No. 4. “It was not an emergency then,” when 
first presented, said Bunch; “it’s not an emergency now.” 
However, after some echoing questioning of staff by Laura 
Morrison, the spending item was adopted unanimously. 
Well , did you ever ...? 

Next ready for her close-up was ACLU Austin head 
Debbie Russell. Ostensibly signed up to speak about jail 
booking arrangements between the city and the county, 
she used the opportunity to discuss the “citation option” 
she’s advocated for personally and as a member of the 
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Public Safety Task Force. As already approved by the 
Texas Legislature, cities can issue tickets and citations 
for minor misdemeanors like pot possession, which 
Russell points out would save millions of dollars in book- 
ing costs. Wynn remarked that in recent discussions with 
Police Chief Art Acevedo, the top cop was “very optimis- 
tic” about working with Austin’s surrounding areas (e.g., 
Travis County) in giving police citation discretion. Some 
came runnin ' ... 

Also on the police front came a center-stage perfor- 
mance from City Manager Marc Ott, who usually assumes 
a smaller, supporting role on the dais. He was there to 
oversee ratification of city contracts with the police and 
EMS departments. While calling the contracts “balanced” 
and “a win-win set of circumstances for both the city and 
our two unions,” he continued, “these are in my opinion

wanted the Bush bill to be carried primarily 
by the Republicans.) In his floor statements, 
Doggett had spoken strongly against the 
take-it-or-leave-it posture of the draft three- 
page bill, and even more strongly of the crisis 
atmosphere promoted by Paulson and the 
White House and their insistence that if the 
bill is not passed as is, certain disaster will 
follow. To Doggett, it was all too reminiscent 
of the standard Bush operating procedure. 
“Like the Iraq war and the PATRIOT Act, this 
bill is fueled by fear and hinges on haste. . . . 
Action or inaction - that’s a false choice; it is 
a matter of never seriously considering any 
alternative to just giving $700 billion to the 
same Bush administration that has done so 
much to create this crisis and for whom the 
vultures have now come home to roost.” 

A few days later, Doggett didn’t have much 
reason to change his mind - “all these 
[threats of disaster] are designed to build 
fear” - although he was quick to acknowl- 
edge “a very serious financial challenge that 
needs prompt attention.” What continues to 
bother him and other opponents is that the 
current bill retains its initial structure: grant- 
ing billions for transfer to investment firms 
and enormous power to the Treasury, with- 
out sufficient taxpayer equity or adequate 
oversight. As he put it on the floor: “Not 
even Avon and Mary Kay can compete with 
the cosmetics in this bill. This 100-page bill: 
three pages of what Secretary Paulson would 
do, 97 pages of what he could do, plus 
excuses for approving the first three pages.” 
Unless the newly proposed Senate bill chang- 
es significantly from that pattern, he said, 
he’ll likely oppose it. “As long as it does not 
get Wall Street to pay the costs and leaves the 
taxpayer unprotected, I’m inclined to vote 
against it,” said Doggett. 

Asked why he thought House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi and other Dem leaders support 
the Bush proposal, he said: “They don’t want 
to be held responsible if things [in the 


economy] turn bad, but they also want it to 
be Bush’s bill, so they haven’t changed it 
very much. ... I understand their logic, but I 
don’t agree with it.” The result might well be 
described as the worst of both worlds. 

Never Again 

Assuming some sort of massive bailout - 
still the accurate and damnable term - pass- 
es, where will it leave the rest of us? While it 
might be gleeful to watch the mighty falling, 
whatever happens we can all expect a harsh- 
er job market, tighter credit, fewer opportu- 
nities to alter or improve our circumstances. 
That’s if we’re lucky, and the whole eco- 
nomic house of cards doesn’t domino and 
collapse in the next year. 

But once we do, in fact, save the well- 
padded behinds of these pinstripe hustlers 
and well-manicured con artists, never again 
should we listen to them when they whine, 
“We can’t afford it.” Much more than pre- 
dictable stock and credit markets, this coun- 
try needs a decent, universal health-care 
system; a rebuilt national infrastructure; 
sound, permanently funded public educa- 
tion; decent and affordable housing for 
every citizen; expanded and affordable high- 
er education for any qualifying student; and 
massive investment in renewable energy and 
environmental protection. And that’s just 
for starters. 

During the past eight years, thanks to the 
current regime in Washington, we’ve spent 
trillions on two unnecessary wars that con- 
tinue to devour blood and money, and we’re 
now about to spend $800 billion or so on 
fixing a mess made by greedheads who for the 
last decade have aspired to make King Midas 
look like St. Francis. If we’re required to save 
their sorry asses, we should at least never let 
any of them tell us, ever again, that we can’t 
afford to spend the money to build a country 
fit for ordinary citizens to live in. ■

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In case you haven’t noticed, 
voter registration ends this week 
- on Monday, Oct. 6, to be 

exact. If you don’t sign up by 
then, you’ll be left out in the 
cold on Nov. 4 while the rest 
of us are taking part in the 
most exciting election to come 
along in decades - how will you 
explain that to your grandkids 
someday? How embarrassing! 

Actually, what could be really 
embarrassing is if you show up at the 
polls on Election Day thinking you’re reg- 
istered ... only to find out that you’re not. 
It could happen, you know. According to 
Travis Co. Clerk Dana DeBeauvoir, 


“Thousands of people every election 
think they’re registered and find out 
they’re wrong on Election Day.” 

Tax Assessor-Collector Nelda Wells 
Spears recommends that all voters take 
care of three things before Monday: 1) 
Register to vote if you haven’t already, 

2) update your address if you’ve moved 
since the last election, and 3) double- 
check your registration - just ’cuz. 
Luckily, most of this can be accom- 
plished online. 

Go to www.traviscountytax.org to verify 
your status or to print out a registration 
form (you can also call 854-9473). If 
you’re a Travis Co. voter who’s moved 
within the county, you can update your 


address at www.state.tx.us/NASApp/sos/ 
SOSACManager (you’ll need your voter reg- 
istration certificate number, which can 
be found with your voter verification info 
atwww.traviscountytax.org if you don’t have 
your certificate). For voting assistance or 
to apply for a mail ballot (applications 
must be made by Oct. 28), go to 
www.traviscountyelections.org or call 854-4996. 

If you’re a Hurricane Ike evacuee, you 
still need to register to vote by Oct. 6. You 
don’t have to be in your home county to 
register; if you are still displaced on 
Election Day, you can cast a ballot by mail, 
or you can register as a Travis Co. resident 
and vote here.

Public Input 


No Exceptions for Ike-Displaced Voters 


A request by several citizen groups to 
extend the voter-registration deadline in coun- 
ties hit by Hurricane Ike appears to be 
going nowhere. Last week, Houston Votes, 
the League of Women Voters of Texas, and 
other groups asked Gov. Rick Perry to use 
his emergency powers to extend the Oct. 6 
deadline (to register for the Nov. 4 election) 
by another week in the 29 counties declared 
disaster areas in the wake of Ike. “Many 
Texans already have lost all their posses- 
sions to Hurricane Ike; they should not also 
lose their right to vote this November,” said 
Fred Lewis of Houston Votes, a collaboration 
of nonprofits registering people in Harris Co. 

The governor’s office responded that they 
would consider such a request only if it 
came from county officials, and thus far, it 
has received none. “The secretary of 
state’s office has been in touch with those 
counties that were impacted, and they’re 
not getting any indication that there are any 
problems,” said Perry spokeswoman 
Allison Castle. “There’s still plenty of time 
to register, and you can do that from any- 
where; you don’t even have to be in your 


home county. You can 
go to the secretary of 
state’s website [www.sos. 
state.tx.us/elections/voter/ 
reqvr.shtml], fill out and 
print a registration form, 
and stick it in the mail.” 

The Chronicle con- 
tacted a few voter reg- 
istrars in affected coun- 
ties, and they agreed - 
although, notably, we 
were unable to contact 
officials with Galveston County, the hardest 
hit. Officials with Waller, Brazoria, and 
Jefferson counties said they planned no 
such request, and George Hammerlein, 
director of voter registration in Harris 
County, said: “We’re on top of it. There 
was plenty of time before Ike to register, 
and in the weeks after. ... There is still 
plenty of reaction time.” Hammerlein said 
that even at emergency supplies stations 
after Ike, registration cards have been 
made available.

Gomez to Lead Cap Metro Board 


Margaret Gomez was elected chair of 
the Capital Metro Board on Monday. She 
is a Travis Co. commissioner representing 
Precinct 4. Austinite Gomez said she will 
focus on mobility and strive to build stron- 
ger regional consensus on how Cap Metro 
should move forward. 

Capital Metro is currently facing multiple, 
complex issues that impact all of Central 
Texas as it strives to add regional rail ser- 
vice, raise fares, resolve labor disputes, 
facilitate land-use and transportation plan- 
ning (e.g., transit-oriented development), 
and expand its services as demand rises 
with gas prices. As a county commissioner 
since 1995 and a Cap Metro board mem- 
ber (most recently as vice chair) since 
1997, Gomez has rarely been known for 
visible leadership or out-front activism 
on issues; she characterized herself as 
more of a careful researcher and quiet 
consensus-builder. 

Asked for her leadership vision for 2008- 
09, Gomez said, “I’m committed to the 
original purpose for the creation of Capital 
Metro in 1985, which is to be sure we 
move people around safely and consistent- 
ly.” She said she would stress legislative 
issues, proactive planning, and the budget 
impacts of the larger economy. Her high- 
est priority as board chair: “I really want 
to be inclusive of all the people in the 
community, so we don’t leave anybody off 
the bus.” 

The board represents both urban and 
suburban/regional perspectives. Mike 


Martinez had sought the influential chair 
position, promising to bring strong leader- 
ship to resolving labor and other issues 
and to championing Austin’s needs. He 
had taken a more activist stance than 
Gomez on the need to implement changes 
at the transit agency. But prior to the 
vote, fellow City Council Member 
Brewster McCracken had thrown his 
support to John Cowman; the Leander 
mayor sought to give stronger representa- 
tion to Williamson Co. interests and sup- 
ported a comprehensive regional solution. 
(McCracken said Martinez, unlike 
Cowman, had never talked to him about 
becoming chair.) With the backing of 
CAMPO board appointee John Trevino, 
Gomez became the centrist choice for 
serving out the last year of the chair 
vacancy created by Lee Walker’s resigna- 
tion. The final vote was 6-1, with only 
Cowman voting for Cowman. 

The vice chair spot went to Jamie 
Jatzlau; the Manor City Council member 
edged out Martinez by one vote. Elected 
secretary was Mike Manor, the new 
CAMPO appointee. That leaves the city of 
Austin - which provides some 90% of the 
agency’s financing, through sales tax financ- 
ing - without a formal board leadership 
position. On Oct. 1, the board was sched- 
uled to hold a three-hour retreat to discuss 
goals, long-range planning issues, and 
pressing matters such as the opening date 
for its Red Line MetroRail service.

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The Pecan Street Project 

Austin and AE form high tech partnership 
for the next "big challenge in clean energy

Can the city of Austin become a savior of 
the nation’s energy future? 

That’s the lofty goal announced for a new 
clean-energy initiative dubbed, for local flavor, 
“the Pecan Street Project.” After six months 
of quiet brainstorming, the futurist project 
gained stature last week when City Council 
resolved to work with partners to develop a 
next-steps plan. The mission: “To make the 
city of Austin into America’s clean energy lab- 
oratory - a place for researchers and entre- 
preneurs to develop, test, and implement the 
urban power system of the future.” 

To initial participants, such as the 
Austin Chamber of Commerce, 

Austin Technology Incubator, 
and the national Environmental 
Defense Fund, that scope makes 
the project tremendously exciting. 

To skeptics, Austin’s proposed 
national preeminence may sound over- 
reaching. Yet three short decades ago, few 
would have predicted that Austin would 
become such a high tech center - more than 
3,300 tech companies employing more than 
100,000 people. 

The partners say Austin is an ideal real- 
world lab due to its constellation of industry, 
semiconductor, supercomputing, and software 
players. Strong local support for green power 
and clean tech is another plus. And factor in 
Austin Energy’s singular status as 
the only city-owned utility in the only 
U.S. state not subject to federal regu- 
latory controls (which the participants 
say would unnecessarily delay such 
innovations). 

Spearheading the project is Mayor 
Pro Tern Brewster McCracken, 

backed by Austin Energy General 
Manager Roger Duncan. (The City 
Council serves as AE’s board of 
directors, and the mayor is board 
chair; it should not go unnoticed that 
McCracken is a presumptive mayoral 
candidate for May 2009.) Joining 
McCracken in sponsoring the council 
resolution were Randi Shade and 
Laura Morrison, the other members 
of the Council Committee for 
Emerging Technologies and 
Telecommunications. 

“At this point, it’s too early to say 
how this would shape up, but the ulti- 
mate goal would be to create some- 
thing like Sematech,” observed Shade, 
who was involved with the 2001 
launch of the Austin Clean Energy 
Initiative. The Sematech consortium was 
instrumental in transforming Austin into a 
high tech city, starting with just 13 members 
in the early Eighties. 

“There are some really great folks who are 
part of the conversation,” observed Morrison. 
Power partners on board include UT-Austin 
and the IC2 Institute. Representing UT have 
been Michael Webber, associate director

for UT’s Center for International Energy and 
Environmental Policy, and Marcia Inger, chief 
development officer for the Texas Advanced 
Computing Center. Representing 1C 2 is Isaac 
Barchas, director of the Austin Technology 
Incubator, which has helped start more than 
150 tech companies locally since 1989. 
Championing local economic development 
opportunities is Jose Beceiro, director of 
clean energy at the Austin Chamber of Com- 
merce. (For more, see www.austin-chamber.org/ 
dobusiness/theaustinadvantage/energy.html.) 

The Environmental Defense Fund, an advo- 
cate for solutions to global warming, 
decided to make the Pecan Street 
Project a national initiative, after 
being invited to the table by 
McCracken and Barchas. “They’ve 
convinced us and others to put in 
resources to try and make this hap- 
pen,” said EDF’s Texas Director Jim 
Marston. EDF’s New York, California, and 
Washington, D.C., offices are contributing staff 
experienced in partnering with corporations (e.g. 
FedEx) and electric utility issues. EDF brings 
relationships with key corporate leaders - such 
as Jeff Immelt, the CEO of General Electric - 
established through its U.S. Climate Action 
Project. The nonprofit will not be compensated 
by the city or AE: “Our client is the environment 
and global warming,” explained Marston. 


The Four Initiatives 

The Pecan Street Project has outlined this four-part plan: 

1) Create a consortium: The city of Austin will help ere 
ate and fund a new local, public/private consortium devoted 
to the research and development of clean energy technolo- 
gies and distributed generation systems. It will thus work to 
reduce energy consumption, air pollution, and greenhouse 
gas emissions. 

2) City as lab: Austin Energy will open its grid to entrepre- 
neurs and researchers to test a few megawatts of their proto- 
type technologies - after ensuring they pose no threat to our 
energy system’s safety and reliability. 

3) Create business model: As the consortium develops 
a new distributed generation system for clean energy, Austin 
Energy will correspondingly develop a new profitable business 
model for the utility’s services. 

4) Show the world how it works: Austin will become 
the first city to test-drive the new system and business model. 
As a result, we’ll enjoy energy savings that will - in theory - 
prevent the need for an entire new power plant. 


A TOTAL REINVENTION 

As cities seek sources of power other than 
petroleum and coal, clean energy sources 
such as wind and solar represent the great 
hope. The most daunting technical question 
is how to store and distribute alternative 
energy on the massive scale needed to 
power a city. A primary goal of the Pecan 



Street Project is to advance the technology 
and infrastructure by offering Austin Energy’s 
grid as a real-world lab for the development 
and testing of prototypes. The idea is for 
Austin to jump-start innovation while promot- 
ing an economy-stoking local industry sector. 
On the smart-generation side, the push is for 
new solar technologies (such as thin-film 
photovoltaics sprayed on buildings) that can 
vastly increase the solar power collected 
daily. Equally important, states a Pecan 
Street Project info sheet, is “a total re inven- 
tion of how energy is distributed and stored.” 
Historically, energy has flowed in 
only one direction, from a central 
power plant to consumers. Under 
the new model of distributed gener- 
ation, energy will flow both ways. 
Potentially, most consumers can 
generate small modules of energy - 
via on-site rooftop solar panels, for 
example, or recharged and plugged- 
in electric cars - near the point 
where the power is needed. Excess 
energy could be provided back to 
the grid - that is, a city’s overall, 
integrated system for electricity dis- 
tribution. But as Roger Duncan 
emphasizes, this “total reinvention” 
will in turn demand a whole new 
business model for electric utilities. 
As the distinction between consum- 
ers and producers dissolves, how 
will AE charge for its services so as 
not to go bankrupt going green? 
That’s a challenge as imperative as 
the technological one. Duncan is on 
the national forefront of trying to 
solve it. To date, the city-owned util- 
ity has been a huge municipal profit 
center and an irreplaceable funder of city 
initiatives. For 2008-2009 alone, $95 mil- 
lion in excess profits was transferred from 
AE to fund the municipal budget. If those 
profits diminish or vanish, taxpayers will 
need to make up the difference - or lose 
corresponding city programs and services. 

Lest “reinventing the grid” sound like 
hyperbole, it’s worth noting that Silicon 


Valley is working on the same challenge. 

The concern of major corporations: protect- 
ing the long-term reliability of the energy 
resources needed to run our chip-powered 
nation (and their products). On Sept. 17, 
Google and GE announced a partnership to 
“focus on improving power generation, trans- 
mission and distribution - a combination of 
technologies that could be known as the 
‘smart grid.’” (See release posted at www. 
googleblog.blogspot.com; for news on corre- 
sponding green-grid philanthropic invest- 
ments, see www.google.org.) Google announced: 
“We’ll start by working together in Washington, 
D.C. to mount a major policy effort to enable 
large-scale deployment of renewable energy 
generation in the United States. We’ll also 
work on development and deployment of 
the ‘smart’ electricity grid. ... Finally, we’ll 
collaborate on advanced energy technolo- 
gies, including technologies to enable the 
large-scale integration of plug-in vehicles 
into the grid.” 

McCracken and other project members 
have been anticipating this announcement 
since the spring. The council member for- 
warded the news with a wry note: “Now if 
they could just find a utility to partner with 
them ... a progressive public utility that could 
offer access to the grid and didn’t need any 
federal regulatory approval to start work. 
Anyone know where we might find a utility 
like that?” 

For now, as Morrison emphasized, Pecan 
Street is just a research project to which the 
city has dedicated no new staff or funds. 
Marston and others said they hope to 
announce consortium partners at the Clean 
Energy Venture Summit 2008, to occur 
Dec. 2-4 at the AT&T Executive Education 
and Conference Center. A completed busi- 
ness plan could take another nine months. 
“There are a lot of moving pieces; that’s the 
hardest part,” Marston acknowledged. As for 
devoting scarce Environmental Defense Fund 
resources: “It’s a little scary, but it also has 
the potential of very high reward. It will have 
some bumps along the way. But it’s got such 
potential, it’s worth the risk.” ■ 
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Making It, Weirdly DIY pedicab hits the street 

Projects in various stages of completion litter the back yard 
of Luke Iseman’s East Austin home. A homemade, battery- 
operated welder, five 4-by-4 planters crowned with PVC pipe 
(to funnel gray water, someday), and indecipherable mounds 
of scraps surround the centerpiece of the yard, an enclosure 
housing two chickens. They’re the lone survivors of a flock of 
more than 20, Iseman says, which suffered rapid attrition at 
the teeth of raccoons and other predators. 

Iseman, shirtless and tanned, motions to a motorcycle lean- 
ing against the house: “It’s electric,” he says. “I built it myself.” 

“It worked for 40 seconds,” teases Iseman’s girlfriend and 
housemate, Amanda May. “We have it on tape.” 

“No, it worked for 10 minutes,” Iseman retorts. 

Iseman and May are uber do-it-yourselfers. Their concept of 
DIY goes beyond tiling a bathroom or painting a bedroom. 

They aspire to make just about everything they need to live. 

For instance, they’re working toward food independence. The 
planters, filled with a special mix of soil, are slated to grow 
all of the couple’s fruits and vegetables. A new flock of chicks 
maturing in a back room of the house will supply eggs. And 
they intend to plant an “edible forest” behind their house. 

They’re also inventors. May says she holds the patent on a 
clear bra strap. (However, she says due to legal complica- 
tions, she’s not been able to profit much from her invention.) 

Iseman invented a bike-alarm stun gun. The device, when 
activated via cell phone, looses electric pulses through a sto- 
len bike’s handlebars to shock the bike nabber’s hands. 

And they’ve also launched DIY careers of sorts. May, an 
accountant, and Iseman, who worked in business development 
for a local dot-com, quit their day jobs months ago in favor of 
more independent work. May started the Purple Fig Clean- 
ing Company, which uses only natural products, and Iseman 
opted to pedal for an Austin pedicab company. Their goal is 
to work fewer hours so that they have time to invent and 
build things. 

A couple of months ago, Iseman decided to strike out on 
his own as an independent pedicab driver. As an indy, he could 
rake in $400 or more per weekend without having to pay a fee 
to use a pedicab. Naturally, he planned on building his pedicab 
himself. To that end, Iseman consulted websites that provide 
patent-free design plans and instructions posted by other 
DIYers. (One such site, www.instmctables.com, offers how-to help 
on items ranging from Halloween costumes and chocolate 
mousse to stereo speakers and solar panels.) That’s how 
Iseman learned to build the welder and the electric motorcy- 
cle. But the sites lacked plans for a pedicab. Iseman was 
undaunted. He would simply design one from scratch. 

Pedicabs seen on the streets of Austin are constructed, like 
bicycles, of welded tubes of steel or aluminum. Lacking weld- 
ing skills (he’s learning), Iseman chose another path. He 
bought scrap Telespar perforated galvanized steel tubing from 



a local road-construction company. 

(Telespar is used to erect stop signs.) 

He fashioned a frame from the tubing, 
bolted it together, suspended (with 
springs) a swath of Army-surplus canvas 
for a seat, hitched the frame to his bike, 
and called it a pedicab. The pedicab 
cost Iseman $300 to build, compared to 
$2,000 or more for a manufactured one. 

Then he went to have it inspected. 

The city’s Public Works’ Transporta- 
tion Division’s Ground Transportation 
Section inspects and approves all new 
pedicabs that operate on Austin’s 
streets. Usually the inspection is a rou- 
tine affair that takes just a few min- 
utes. Enter Iseman and his homegrown 
contraption. Iseman’s assigned inspec- 
tor, Michael Bradburn, was not 
impressed. He failed Iseman’s pedicab four times. 

Steve Grassfield, transportation regulation manager, rat- 
tles off a list of violations found on Iseman’s pedicab during 
the four inspections. The sharp edges of the steel tubing 
were exposed (Iseman later covered the edges with blue 
foam padding). There was no front or rear lighting. The bolts 
lacked locking washers or nuts. The required slow-moving 
vehicle sign was hung upside down. The seat was unsafe. 
During one riding inspection, Grassfield says, Iseman 
stopped quickly and Grassfield was thrown from the seat and 
onto the pavement. 

Eventually, Iseman fixed all of those problems, but his tires 
became a sticking point - one that threatened to bring down 
the entire pedicab industry in Austin. Bradburn told Iseman 
that he needed bike tires that could bear 1,000 pounds. 
However, a weight requirement for tires is not listed on the 
pedicab inspection sheet provided by the city. In fact, the list 
doesn’t mention tires at all. (“It doesn’t say anything about 
flying off the seat, either,” Grassfield responds. “You have to 
use a little common sense here.”) 

Iseman couldn’t find a bike tire rated for 1,000 pounds, so 
instead, he called around town and found out what brand of 
tires are commonly used by pedicab services (Maxxis 
Hookworms, which are rated at 200 pounds) and bought a 
pair. Still, Iseman says, Bradburn insisted on the weight rat- 
ing information. Meanwhile, Bradburn joined the Austin pedi- 
cab Yahoo group in search of information about tires. When 
word got out that the city might require 1,000-pound ratings 
on tires - which would require operators to buy a new set of 
tires for every pedicab in the city - the online community 
began berating Iseman (not Bradburn) for putting the entire 
industry at risk. 


“It’s all good and cool to be a rebel and all that, to let your 
freak flag fly and all, but you are quite likely putting the entire 
Austin industry at risk by trying to get that piece of sculpture 
passed as a legit people carrier,” wrote Yahoo poster Billy 0. 
“How many people are you willing to hurt in order to get the 
city to do it your way?” 

A frustrated Iseman felt that Bradburn had insisted on the 
arbitrary weight rating and wouldn’t pass his pedicab because 
the inspector was prejudiced against his homemade contrap- 
tion. “He didn’t like it just because it was DIY,” Iseman says. 
“He thinks I’m some goofball guy he can scare away.” 

“Boy, was he wrong!” May laughs. 

In Iseman’s mind, the city should be supportive of his ini- 
tiative. He reused materials, he’s encouraging pollution-free 
transportation, and he’s generally contributing to Austin’s 
cherished, keep-it-weird culture. “Talk about the creative 
class!” Iseman says. 

Grassfield, who fielded my call to Bradburn, says that the 
inspectors were just doing their jobs - making sure the pedi- 
cab was street-legal and safe. “This is the first homemade 
pedicab we’ve had,” Grassfield says. “We gave [Iseman] plen- 
ty of opportunity.” 

After input from anxious pedicabbers on the Yahoo group, 
Bradburn relented on the 1,000-pound requirement and 
deemed the Maxxis Hookworms suitable. “I received and 
researched enough info, and we have determined the pedi- 
cabbers can continue using the tires they have always been 
using,” declared Bradburn in a Sept. 2 post. 

On the fifth inspection, on Sept. 8, Grassfield passed Iseman’s 
pedicab, unleashing the first (in recent memory, anyway) home- 
made, city-sanctioned pedicab onto the streets of Austin. 

It’s not pretty, but it works. - Laurel Chesky

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tpj Campaign Complaint Leads Back to wilCo 


On Sept. 17, public interest nonprofit 
Texans for Public Justice announced it had 
filed criminal and civil complaints against 
Texas 3rd Court of Appeals Chief Justice 
Kenneth Law, alleging illegal and unethical 
fundraising practices and calling for $235,000 
in penalties. TPJ’s criminal complaint, now 
under review by Travis Co. Attorney David 
Escamilla, alleges Law did not renew a 2002 
treasurer’s designation with the Texas Ethics 
Commission, as required, until Jan. 22, 
2008, almost seven months after he began 
raising “tens of thousands of campaign dol- 
lars in violation of Texas law.” The complaint 
also claims that Law accepted a $1,000 
donation from the Washington-based 
KochPAC (affiliated with Kansas-based 
Koch Corp.) but did not comply with dis- 
closure statutes for out-of-state PAC 
contributions. 

In all, TPJ’s complaints (the civil 
complaint is filed with the Ethics 
Commission) cite six apparent violations: 

• accepting approximately $66,850 with- 
out a designated campaign treasurer; 

• not filing a sworn declaration of intent 
to comply with expenditure limits; 

• reimbursing himself for an estimated 
$21,575.81 in campaign expenditures 
without having officially indicated the 
expenses were subject to reimburse- 
ment; 

• accepting $10,000 (twice the legal 
limit) from one donor (Harold Simmons, 
the energy tycoon who helped pay for 
the “Swift Boat” attacks against John 
Kerry and is now involved in similar 
attacks on Barack Obama); 

• accepting the KochPAC donation with- 
out full disclosure; and, 

• failing to provide “name, employer, or 
job title” of 47 contributors. 

As it happens, one inadequately 
identified contributor was Williamson 
Co. Commissioner Lisa Birkman, and the 
WilCo connections raise additional ques- 
tions about potentially improper influence 
on a case heard by Law’s court. Austin 
attorney Bill Aleshire, who is representing 
Constable Gary Griffin in a lawsuit against 
the county commissioners (which alleges 
the Commissioners Court violated the Texas 
Constitution by eviscerating Griffin’s 2005 
budget in midyear), believes Law’s cam- 
paign finance trail reflects an institutional 
conflict of interest. Aleshire pointed out 
that County Attorney Jana Duty, who repre- 
sented the county in the lawsuit, and 
Sheriff Janies Wilson, who testified 
against Griffin, helped organize a Dec. 13 
fundraiser for Law (see “Appeals Court 
Rules Against WilCo Constable,” Dec. 21, 
2007). The fundraiser was announced in a 
letter signed by Duty and Wilson (among 
others) and dated Nov. 28. That was the 
same day Law, writing for a three-judge 
panel, upheld a WilCo district court’s grant- 
ing of summary judgment against Griffin 
and in favor of the county. 


To Griffin, the financial connections between 
the Law campaign and county officials provide 
evidence of apparently unethical conduct and 
potential collusion. “They didn’t hold a Law 
fundraiser on the steps of the courthouse,” 
Griffin said last week. “They held a ‘Gotcha, 
Gary Griffin Party.”' According to Texans for 
Public Justice, on Dec. 10, Birkman also 
made a personal contribution of $100 to 
Law’s campaign, even though the case was 
still live because Griffin had 30 days to file a 
motion for a rehearing in Law’s court (he did 
so on Dec. 11). Griffin commented, “If I’d 
said, at any time, ‘Hey, let’s contribute to 
Law’s campaign,’ Aleshire would have had my 



head examined” - on the presumption that a 
contribution would be seen as an attempt to 
influence the court. Apparently, the county offi- 
cials had no such misgivings. 

On Sept. 17, the court withdrew its Nov. 28 
ruling and replaced it with a new opinion, 
drafted by Law, that reaffirmed the summary 
judgment for the county and overruled 
Griffin’s motion for a rehearing. In this deci- 
sion, Law acknowledged that “each elected 
county official has a delegated sphere of 
authority that cannot be invaded” - the exact 
basis of Griffin’s claim - but continued, “In 
the case of a constable, however, that sphere 
is fairly narrow.” The revised opinion reaf- 
firmed WilCo’s claim that the Commissioners 
Court may alter a constable’s budget, year- 
round, “in the public interest.” Aleshire, who 
said he will soon file a petition for review 
with the Texas Supreme Court, strongly dis- 
agrees: “If commissioners can chop an elect- 
ed official’s budget midyear ... there is no 
remaining ‘sphere of authority.’ The court’s 
opinion creates a little group of five court- 
house boss-hogs from whom no one is safe.” 


Noting that Law’s second ruling occurred the 
same day TPJ announced its complaints 
against the judge, Griffin commented wryly, 
“What goes around, comes around.” 
Commissioner Birkman did not respond to 
requests for comment. In an e-mail response, 
Duty answered angrily, shrugging off the 
apparent conflicts of interest as common- 
place among lawyers. “Not that any of the 
facts below will ACTUALLY be reported accu- 
rately,” she wrote, “but ... I did not ‘plan’ a 
fundraiser for Judge Law, I was simply asked 
to be a sponsor, which means my name [was] 
listed on the invitations as being on the host 
committee (i.e., that I am a supporter of his). 
Lawyers help judges raise money all the 
time. How about you do some investiga- 
tive reporting by taking a look at other 
Judges’ financial supports and I guaran- 
tee that you will find TONS of lawyers 
(even lawyers who have pending cases) 
on the judges’ contributors lists. It is 
very common. I have no personal knowl- 
edge about the allegations against 
Judge Law, as this is not my case, it is 
David Escamilla’s case.” 

Law’s spokesman, Brian Roark, dis- 
missed the TPJ allegations as “political- 
ly motivated.” “Apparently, the allegation 
that some contributions may have 
exceeded the legal limit is based on 
incorrect conclusions,” Roark wrote to 
the Chronicle (apparently referring to 
the contribution from Simmons), “result- 
ing from the fact that a contribution 
was listed twice on the same report, 
even though there was only one contri- 
bution. This is a clerical type of error 
and not a legal violation. Innocent mis- 
takes ... will be corrected if they have 
occurred. ... Contrary to the insinua- 
tions by political opponents, this politi- 
cally motivated complaint does not 
relate to public funds in any way.” 

On Sept. 23, the Ethics Commission notified 
Law that he must respond to the complaint 
with any admissions, denials, and relevant 
documentation within 10 business days. 
Meanwhile, Travis Co. Assistant D.A. David 
Escamilla announced he would be appointing a 
special prosecutor in the case, to avoid any 
appearance of partiality. (Escamilla is support- 
ing Law’s Democratic opponent, Woodie Jones.) 

TPJ Executive Director Craig McDonald 
commented that while only Law may be held 
legally accountable for fundraising impropri- 
eties, the “deep, intertwined web of conflicts 
of interest involved in the whole affair” is rep- 
resentative of a larger problem, even echoing 
Duty’s shrug that this kind of fundraising is 
commonplace. “What happened in WilCo was 
clearly unethical, with public officials raising 
money for a judge who’s ruling on a case in 
which they are involved, but, sadly, this hap- 
pens day in and day out.” How elected judg- 
es are placed in office must change, he 
said, adding, “We need to get money out of 
the courtroom.” - Patricia J. Ruland

Pedaling Climate 
Change Awareness 

Jake Stewart was the only Texan among the 
120 participants in last week’s Brita Climate 
Ride, a 300-mile bike trip from New York City to 
Washington, D.C., meant to raise money and 
awareness for addressing climate change. Fittingly, 
Stewart manages the city of Austin’s Climate 
Protection Program. “It was a great event full of 
energy that ended with all of the riders rolling into 
the capital, urging the U.S. Congress to adopt 
meaningful climate change legislation. Among 
other lawmakers, Congressman Lloyd Doggett was 
there to greet us and gave a barn-burning speech 
to the group,” Stewart said. He recalled riding 
through Amish country and Valley Forge and 
camping out in George Washington’s barracks. “It 
was a great recharge to gather with other commit- 
ted folks from around the U.S. on this critical glob- 
al issue,” he said. News of last week’s successful 
Regional Greenhouse Gas Initiative, the nation’s 
first carbon cap-and-trade auction encompassing 
10 Northeastern states, tells us that “just because 
the federal government isn’t moving doesn’t mean 
we have to wait,” said Stewart. Citing 500 other 
cities that have taken climate action, he said, “I’m 
convinced that any real progress will come out of 
the local model.” - Daniel Mottola 

Houston Rail 
Ranking Dispute 

Does Houston really have the No. 2 rail transit 
ridership in the U.S., as City Council Member 
Brewster McCracken stated at a recent Rail 4 
Real meeting? After several anti-rail readers wrote 
to complain about that claim, we checked: Per 
track mile, the answer is yes, at least according to 
Wikipedia: Boston has the nation’s highest light 
rail ridership per mile at 9,550 per mile per day. 
Houston comes in second at 5,307 riders per mile 
per day. (Wikipedia’s information for Houston is 
based on a daily ridership of 39,800 on a starter 
system of 7.5 miles; more recent ridership has 
approached 45,000.) Meanwhile, Metro Magazine 
ranks Houston’s ridership at No. 1, based on riders 
per rail car. A Houston MetroRail spokesperson 
said the system had 11.7 million boardings in 
2007 and 5,333 boardings per track mile on 
weekdays. The $324 million MetroRail starter line 
opened in 2004. In June, Houston started building 
a 30-mile light-rail expansion; the traffic-plagued 
city is actively planning a $3 billion commuter-rail 
system to serve five corridors. - Katherine Gregor

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INNOCENCE PROJECT SEEKS JUSTICE 


If Lubbock court officials had paid any 
attention to a letter they received in 1995, 
Timothy Brian Cole might still be alive. 
Instead, Cole died in 1999 from an asthma 
attack while in prison for a rape that, it turns 
out, he did not commit. 

Now, on behalf of Cole’s family and the vic- 
tim of the 1985 Lubbock rape, Michelle 
Mallin, Innocence Project of Texas Chief 
Counsel Jeff Blackburn is asking a Travis 
Co. judge to order a court of inquiry to inves- 
tigate the Cole case, to find out how and why 
the justice system failed to find the person 
actually responsible for Mallin’s rape. Indeed, 
as it turns out, the actual rapist, Jerry 
Johnson, came forward in 1995 (after the 
statute of limitations had expired) to confess 
that he was the rapist. He wrote a letter to 
now Lubbock Co. Judge Jim Bob Darnell, 
who in 1986 was the assistant D.A. who 
prosecuted Cole. Darnell ignored the letter, 
says Blackburn. At press time, Darnell had 
not returned our request for comment. 

It wasn’t until last year, when Johnson 
wrote to the Lubbock Avalanche Journal and 
then to Blackburn at the Innocence Project, 
that an investigation into Johnson’s claim 


began. Blackburn says that students work- 
ing with the project discovered “serious 
flaws” in the state’s case against Cole, 
including serious problems with the eyewit- 
ness identification procedures that prompt- 
ed Mallin to finger Cole as her attacker. 
(Eyewitness identification is a major culprit 
in wrongful conviction. Of the men so far 
exonerated by DNA in Texas, 82% were false- 
ly fingered by an eyewitness.) 

Johnson is currently serving two consecu- 
tive life sentences for other rapes also com- 
mitted in Lubbock in 1985. “In 1995, if any- 
one had listened to Jerry Johnson, Tim Cole 
would still be alive,” says Blackburn. Cole, 

38, died in 1999 from an asthma attack 
caused by dust while working in a prison cot- 
ton field. 

The Texas Constitution guarantees that 
crime victims will be treated with “fairness 
and with respect for the victim’s dignity” by 
the judicial system, Blackburn argues, but for 
Mallin and Cole that has not happened - 
which is why he believes the courts should 
open the case for review. “This is an extraor- 
dinary case that demands an extraordinary 
remedy. Because Mr. Cole is dead, he cannot 


assert his innocence 
through the normal pro- 
cedures allowed by 
law,” Blackburn wrote in 
the petition filed in 
Travis Co. last week. 

“Ms. Mallin has a right 
to a judicial determina- 
tion of who the perpe- 
trator was so she can 
finally gain some clo- 
sure to this matter. The 
citizens of this state 
have a right to have the 
real perpetrator ... 
brought to justice,” he 
continued. “The citi- 
zens of this state also 
have a right to know 
what went wrong in this 
case and why.” 

So far, however, that argument hasn’t 
worked. Blackburn originally filed the petition 
in Lubbock; it was denied without explanation. 
He is now hoping that the Travis Co. bench 
will grant his request. “In Texas, when a coun 
ty won’t fix a problem, what do you do?” he 
asked. “You go to the capital.” 



Mueller Revisits Affordability and Density 


In at least one respect, the master-planned 
neighborhood at Mueller is a microcosm of 
the city of Austin’s own larger struggle with 
keeping the affordability factor in the local 
housing stock. 

Mueller’s development team, like Austin’s 
City Council, is attempting to figure out how 
to squeeze as much affordability - and range 
of prices - into a single community as possi- 
ble. And, like Austin, Mueller is looking at 
ways to go denser and taller without disrupt- 
ing surrounding homes. “One goal of Mueller 
has always been to be a mixed-income com- 
munity,” said Matt Whelan of Catellus, the 
group overseeing the redevelopment of the 
former city airport site, at a Sept. 18 update 
on the implementation plan. “We’ve seen a 
great demand for the housing in Mueller, so 
we decided to go back and look at our hous- 
ing types to see if we can make the housing 


even more affordable, to provide what many 
might call the work-force housing.” 

Where single-family-home communities are 
typically eight to 12 units per acre, these 
new Mueller prototypes could be upward of 
28 units per acre. The trick is to push up the 
density without losing the compatibility with 
existing local neighborhoods. Tentatively, the 
new housing types could add another 800 
units to Mueller’s planned 4,600 housing 
units in this Central East Austin community. 

Theoretically, that’s intended to push down 
Mueller’s home prices, which right now run 
roughly $250,000 for condominiums and 
between $160,000 and $430,000 for homes. 
It’s the belief of Mueller’s redevelopment advi- 
sory committee that a wider range of housing 
stock could attract even more buyers; buyers 
are willing to exchange the large suburban lot 
for top-end amenities and a close-in drive. 


Mueller is a community built on a plan. 
Certainly, it’s no utopia. Like any community, 
it’s facing some of the day-to-day realities of 
an Austin neighborhood. In the development’s 
fairly new retail section, the Shoe Pavilion 
store has gone into foreclosure. There’s been 
some hand-wringing over the crowds of day 
laborers expected to arrive in the parking lot 
of the new Home Depot when it opens at 
the end of October. And of course there’s the 
rising cost of Austin housing, even as the 
housing industry goes into free fall. 

Four years into the Mueller plan - and with 
250 houses on the ground and occupied and 
another 150 under construction - Catellus 
and consultant ROMA have returned to the 
master blueprint once again to look at what 
needs to be tweaked, especially when it 
comes to housing stock prototypes. 

The most obvious tweak would be ramping

up the density in Mueller neighborhoods, 
especially the neighborhood east of the town 
center, which is intended to cater to the 
younger, hipper set and empty nesters. Row 
houses, yard houses, and the soon-to-be built 
six-plex Mueller houses along the esplanades 
could be joined by prototypes of other hous- 
ing models, including what is being called a 
“tuck under” row house with a parking court- 
yard that can be used as open space. 

Fortunately for planners, residents in the 
Mueller-area neighborhoods are some of the 
most receptive in the city when it comes to 
density in the name of affordability. “The tra- 
dition of Mueller is one of open-minded dis- 
cussion,” said longtime ROMA consultant Jim 
Adams. “People are not afraid of density. 

They just want to ensure the quality of the 
environment. We’ve heard some concerns 
about traffic, but whatever we do will take the 
existing traffic threshold into account.”

CHOCOLATE THAT ISN’T 

Be careful out there. The corporate pow- 
ers are messing with us again. 

Here comes Hershey, the iconic candy 
company that claims to be “committed to 
making the world’s best chocolate.” For exam- 
ple, such brands as Mr. Goodbar, Milk Duds, 
and Take 5 brag right on the label that they’re 
“made with chocolate.” Only ... they’re not. 

Chocolate, as you probably know, is 
made of cocoa butter. It’s yummy stuff. But 
get out your magnifying glass to read the 
labels of the Hershey bars that claim to be 
“made with chocolate,” and you’ll find oils 
from palm kernels, soybeans, sunflower, and 
safflower listed - but no cocoa butter. None. 

How can this be? Trying to find the logic of it 
will cause your brain to explode, but here is 
the essence of the deception. The Food and 
Drug Administration, which regulates candy 
contents, says flatly that cocoa butter is the 
required fat for chocolate. However, under pres- 
sure from most of the industry’s big players, 
the FDA allows the use of such tricky phrases 
as “made with chocolate,” “chocolatey,” and 
“chocolate candy” to label products that actu- 
ally have zero of the good stuff in them. 

It is, in other words, a government-sanc- 
tioned consumer fraud. But the industry 
wants to deepen the fraud by getting FDA 
regulators to alter the very definition of 
chocolate so that it no longer mentions 
cocoa butter. It would be like saying that 
wineries could eliminate grapes and still 
label their products “wine.” A spokesman for 
the big candy-makers’ lobbying group says 
that their attempt to pervert plain language 
is necessary in order to “modernize” FDA’s 
rules and “accommodate innovation.” 

It’s more like accommodating a blatant 
consumer rip-off. The good news is that 
independent chocolatiers and consumers 
are in rebellion against this sneaky push for 
nonchocolate chocolate. To learn what’s 
going on with your own favorite chocolates, 
check out www.candyblog.org. 


BUSH’S FAREWELL GIFT TO 
CHEMICAL BOSSES 

For nearly eight years, George W.’s Labor 
Department has been a do-nothing agency, 
viewing the safety needs of America’s work- 
ers with benign neglect. Thank goodness 
for small favors. 

In the 11th hour of the Bushites’ reign, 
this comatose agency has suddenly jumped 
from benign neglect to malevolent aggres- 
siveness. At issue is the protection of labor- 
ers from exposure to deadly workplace poi- 
sons. With no public warning, no consulta- 
tion with labor groups, no discussion with 
key lawmakers, and no compliance with the 
normal rule-making procedure, the political 
office of the Labor Department is engaged 
in a regulatory sneak attack, quietly issuing 
a proposal that drastically weakens protec- 
tions for America’s work force. In response 
to industry lobbyists, the new rule under- 
mines the cautious assumption that a work- 
er’s risk of harm must be based on very 
long, accumulated exposure to the toxins. 
Corporations complained to the White 
House that this precautionary principle over- 
states the workplace dangers posed by 
asbestos, lead, and other lethal chemicals. 

The department’s risk assessment experts 
were not even shown the proposed change 
until April. They opposed it - and assumed 
that it was dead. On July 7, however, a cryp- 
tic, nine-word item on a White House website 
revealed that the politicos had gone around 
them and were determined to sneak it 
through. Exposed, Bush appointees asserted 
that administration policy prevented them 
from revealing the details of the proposal, 
much less explaining who wrote it and why it 
was being pushed in a rush of secrecy. 

Actually, I would let the industry have its 
weakened exposure limits - as long as the 
corporate CEOs agreed to have the same dos- 
ages of the same toxins placed in all of their 
executive suites. I’ll bet personal danger would 
enhance their zeal for safety protections.

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The Man in the 

Larry Joe Doherty rides into the battle for CD 10

It wasn’t supposed to be this way. 

The strategy was supposed to solidify power 
for Tom DeLay. It was supposed to create safe 
seats for the GOP It was supposed to establish 
a Republican congressional majority: a perma- 
nent Republican majority 

Now, here we are five years down the road 
fro m Tom DeLay ’s infamous re-redistricting 
of Texas. DeLay is gone from Congress, dis- 
graced. Nationally, voters swept the Republican 
“permanence” away in 2006. Even DeLay’s 
seat is now held by a Democrat, one of the 
very politicians whose career he tried to end. 

And here in Austin, another of those sup- 
posedly safe seats is under serious threat. 

That’s the optimistic hope of Texas Demo- 
crats, anyway. They want to win back the 10th 
Congressional District of Texas. Just one elec- 
tion cycle ago, such a goal was at best a pipe 
dream. In a district drawn for the specific pur- 
pose of electing a Republican, DeLay’s hand- 
picked choice, incumbent Rep. Michael 
McCaul, appeared settled into a lifetime seat 
on Capitol Hill. 

Now, into town comes riding a hero: a 
champion in a white hat, with guns blazing 
and saddle bags full of money. He’s ready to 
run the outlaw out of town and dispense some 
Texas justice. ... 

It’s Judge Larry Joe. 

Sorry about that. I briefly slipped into a 
Western movie dream, with a touch of daytime 
TV courtroom, as conceived by Democratic 
chairmen Boyd Richie and Howard Dean. 

Overwrought melodrama aside, however, 
the race for Texas’ 10th appears to be more 
than a fantasy. For the first time since DeLay 
radically reshaped the district’s boundaries in 
2003, two-term Rep. McCaul appears to have 
a serious challenger who has Democrats excit- 
ed. His name is Larry Joe Doherty. He’s not 
actually a judge - although he played one on 
TV - nor is he a gunslinger. But he is a boots- 
wearing, Texas-drawling trial lawyer who has 
the financial resources and apparent political 
savvy missing from previous Democratic con- 
tenders for this seat. He’s not in this race to 
make a statement or be a martyr. He’s in it to 
win it. And when you talk to him, it’s easy to 
believe he just might. 

Money and Staff 

Doherty actually has a campaign office, in 
a strip mall in Northwest Austin, with an 
actual, paid staff. Inside, experienced cam- 
paign professionals and consultants are pro- 
ducing slick mailers, doing opposition 
research, raising funds, conducting polls, and 
doing the other work essential for a serious 
congressional campaign. “Well, duh,” you 
might say, but it’s a big step up from the pre- 
vious two CD 10 Democratic challengers, Ted 
Ankrum and Lorenzo Sadun, political novices 


who fought their hearts out on shoestring 
budgets with volunteers. 

Those polls put confidence in Doherty’s 
voice. “Our polling shows that 45 percent of 
the people in the district say they’re 
Republican,” Doherty says; “41 percent say 
they’re Democrat. And 14 percent are ‘per- 
suadables,’ or independent voters. But 69 
percent of them, regardless of party affiliation, 
say this country is heading in the wrong direc- 
tion. And on those issues that we tested on, 
the two polls track very closely - people want 
to see a cleanup in Congress. That is a funda- 
mental baseline.” 

Another thing that puts some swagger in 
any candidate is campaign cash. Doherty kick- 
started his campaign last year with $100,000 
from his own pocket, but since then, he’s 
actually matched McCaul in donations 
received. That doesn’t mean he’s in the clear 
in the money battle - McCaul, the son-in-law 
of Clear Channel Communications Board 
Chairman Lowry Mays, is the llth-richest 
member of Congress (fifth-riches t in the 
House), worth $24 million, and can tap a

huge cash reserve if he decides he needs it. 
Indeed, just in the past year, Clear Channel 
has been McCaul’s biggest single contributor, 
giving $26,000. Still, the playing field is more 
level than ever - Doherty’s legal and television 
careers have brought him a smaller personal 
fortune, somewhere between $4 million and 
$8 million. 

“I married for love, not for money,” Doherty 
jokes. Asked how he’s managed to fundraise 
so successfully, he says: “My diligent, daily 
routine with a professional finance director 
and a system that works is the difference 
[from Ankrum and Sadun]. Because I’m not 
sure that it’s substance. I would like to flatter 
my own ego by saying, ‘Obviously, the candi- 
date is the magnet that draws the money, and 
I’m the better candidate,’ but I can’t really say 
that. The system of fundraising that’s been 


implemented by [finance director] Jim Cun- 
ningham simply works. To me, that’s counter- 
intuitive to a career that’s spent on being more 
concerned about substance than form, but 
here in fundraising, the disciplined approach 
to calling, soliciting, and calling back; mailing; 
pursuing the object diligently works.” 

By now, good Austin liberals are yelling: “Fund- 
raising? I don’t care about the money. Where 
does Doherty stand on the issues?!?” We’ll get to 
that - but first, let’s back up a minute. 

How We Got Here 

If you’ve moved to Austin recently - and 
there are quite a few of you - you may need a 
history lesson. Perhaps you don’t know the 
sordid history of Texas’ 10th or the name 
Michael McCaul, but if you follow politics at 
all, you surely know the name Tom “the 
Hammer” DeLay. 

In 2003, the then-U.S. House Majority 
Leader decided he was unhappy with the 
fact that, despite being the solidly conserva- 
tive state that produced George W Bush’s 
presidency, Texas’ congressional delegation 
leaned Democrat by a 17-15 count. He tack- 
led this perceived inconsistency with a pow- 


erful act of chutzpah: He strong-armed the 
new Republican majority in the Texas 
Legislature into executing an unprecedented 
mid-decade redistricting. Ignoring two cen- 
turies of American tradition dictating that 
redrawing of political boundaries should 
occur just once every decade, after each U.S. 
census, he convinced his fellow Republicans 
to scrap the maps approved only two years 
earlier and personally prepared new ones 
drawn to favor the GOP After a bitter politi- 
cal and parliamentary battle that saw 
Democrats twice flee the state to prevent a 
quorum, the maps were finally approved, 
and in 2004, Republicans took a 21-11 edge 
in the delegation. 

Austin and its Democratic Congressman 
Lloyd Doggett were particular targets of DeLay. 
At the time, District 10 comprised only the 
bulk of Travis County, unifying almost all of 
Austin under one representative. The seat had 
a long history of institutional liberalism - 
Doggett’s immediate predecessors in the seat 
were no less than Lyndon Johnson, Homer 
Thornberry, and Jake Pickle. DeLay wanted 
Doggett and other white Democrats out of 
Congress, and he carved the city up into three 
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districts. One was a radically redrawn 
District 10 that now stretches from West 
Lake Hills through Northwest Austin 
(including the exclusive, gated neighbor- 
hood where McCaul lives) and Pflugerville, 
all the way to the suburbs of Houston. 
Doggett survived by moving to and win- 
ning District 25, which now reached from 
the Rio Grande Valley into Austin, but 
District 10 turned hard GOP The 2004 
Republican primary featured eight candi- 
dates trying to out-right-wing one another 
while on the Democratic side, no one both- 
ered to file. 

From the GOP stew emerged former 
federal prosecutor McCaul, and he won 
79% of the vote, crushing Libertarian 
Robert Fritsche and write-in Democrat 
Lorenzo Sadun. In 2006, Democrats actu- 
ally got a candidate on the ballot, but 
political amateur Ted Ankrum - with a 
budget of only $65,000 - never really had 
a chance. Even so, in a year that saw the 
Republicans become the minority party in 
Congress, Ankrum’s 40% of the vote - and 
McCauFs relatively weak 55% - raised eye- 
brows as, perhaps, a sign of things to come. 
(Libertarian Michael Badnarik took 4.3%.) 
As the Bush administration and the nation- 
al GOP continued to lose popular support, 
and DeLay exited Congress under indict- 
ment for alleged violations of Texas cam- 
paign finance laws, the stage was set for a 
real challenge to McCaul. 

Enter Doherty. He made his living and 
fortune as a Houston trial lawyer specializ- 
ing in legal malpractice - in short, he’s a 
lawyer who sues other lawyers. He says he 
became a pioneer in the field after feeling 
guilty when he had to turn away a potential 
client who he was certain had received 
poor legal representation. When he asked 
his employer at the time if the firm could 
sue another lawyer, the request was reject- 
ed because “we’ll get a bad reputation.” 
After about a quarter-century in that field, 
he decided he wasn’t going to save the 
world one lawyer at a time and took a col- 
orful career detour into television as “Judge 
Larry Joe” on the Texas Justice series, a 
Judge Wapner-style daytime courtroom 
show. (For a more complete biography, see 
“Capturing the Dragon,” Nov. 9, 2007.) 

Doherty moved last year from his 
Washington County ranch to Austin, know- 
ing he’d have to get to know this end of the 
district to win the Democratic nomination. 
It paid off, as he handily defeated native 
Austinite Dan Grant, also an impressive 
candidate, in the primary. Now, he says his 
professional campaign machinery is “on 
track to peak on Nov. 4.” 

A Clean House and Planet 

Congressman McCaul has been, just as 
Tom DeLay hoped, a firm GOP vote during 
his almost four years in office. (After intial- 
ly agreeing to an interview, a McCaul 
spokesman said Tuesday the congressman

The heaviest source of 
votes in this district is Travis 
County, although Harris and 
the rural counties have 
enough to dominate. 

Almost half of McCaul’s 
support came from Harris, 
with the rest more or less split 
between Travis and the rurals. 
Democrat Ankrum, on the 
other hand, was heavily 
dependent on Travis, which 
accounted for 58% of his sup- 
port. (Interestingly, Libertarian 
Badnarik’s support broke 
along almost the exact same 
county lines as Ankrum.) 

If a Democratic candidate 
chooses to focus his cam- 
paign geographically, this 
leaves two strategies: work 
Harris and the rurals, or 
mine Travis for more? Larry 
Joe Doherty, confident of his 
reputation in Houston and 
the country, has chosen the 
latter, hoping to knock down 
McCaul’s percentage here. 


declined to talk because the Chronicle had not 
“treated [McCaul] fairly.”) In Congress, he’s 
been a staunch supporter of the Bush admin- 
istration and his party. Seeing little reason to 
reach across the aisle from his heretofore safe 
seat, he has, according to The Washington Post, 
voted with a majority of his Republican col- 
leagues 94% of the time, a figure that Doherty 
loves to stress on the campaign trail. 

McCaul has tried to project himself as a 
friend of the environment, sponsoring bills 
encouraging green practices in public schools 
and promoting what he calls an “all of the 
above approach” to energy, including support 
for renewables. But he is held in low esteem 
by environmentalist groups such as the League 
of Conservation Voters, which grades his vot- 
ing record, on 50 major votes, as only 8% 
pro-environment. And Doherty emphasizes 
another figure, the $107,000 in campaign 
contributions McCaul has received from “Big 
Oil” - citing campaign finance watchdog 
Center for Responsive Politics’ (www.open 
secrets.org) monitoring of McCaul’s contribu- 
tions from the oil and gas industry (a total 
since updated to $117,684). 

Elsewhere, McCaul has a hard-line con- 
servative record. He voted against expansion 


of the State Children’s Health Insurance 
Program; in favor of the Foreign Intelligence 
Surveillance Act (as did, unfortunately, 
enough Democrats to carry it), which allows 
warrantless wiretapping of U.S. citizens; 
against the repeal of tax cuts to oil compa- 
nies and for the extension of the Bush tax 
cuts; against allowing the government to 
negotiate with drug manufacturers for vol- 
ume pricing on behalf of Medicare recipi- 
ents; and against raising the minimum 
wage. Having campaigned originally on his 
credentials as a federal prosecutor, includ- 
ing a stint as counterterrorism chief in the 
Texas branch of the U.S. Attorney’s Office, 
he has steadfastly supported the invasion 
and occupation of Iraq. And if that weren’t 
enough, next month a McCaul fundraiser in 
San Antonio will be headlined by none 
other than Rush Limbaugh. 

Among McCaul’s few breaks with the GOP: 
Last year, insisting with a few House col- 
leagues that there is a third way between par- 
tisan extremes, he voted to implement the 
remaining recommendations of the 9/11 
Commission; and in 2005, he supported a 
ban on cruel, inhuman, or degrading treat- 
ment of detainees held by U.S. forces. 


Overall, it’s a record that gives Doherty 
plenty of rhetorical ammunition when speak- 
ing to voters who may have soured on 
Republican rule. “The current administration 
is sustained ineptitude,” Doherty says. 
“Michael McCaul is a career politician. He’s a 
professional yes-man.” 

Asked to list his congressional priorities, 
Doherty responds without hesitation: “End 
the war.” And he’s not afraid to criticize fellow 
Democrats already in Congress for their failure 
to do so in their year and a half in the major- 
ity. “Stop the money,” he says. “We’ve got 
enough money to bring [the troops] home. 
Bring them home. ... In 2006, the public sent 
the message: ‘End the war.’ You’re fixing to see 
it again in 2008, because Congress didn’t get 
the message straight and didn’t act on it 
straight. The public is still not in favor of this 
war. They want it ended. You may see some 
incumbent Democrats pay the penalty for it. I 
think Hillary has already paid the penalty. She 
might not have been in second place had she 
voted differently on the war in the first place. 

“You don’t have to sell that message. The 
public’s fed up with this war. They’re still fed 
up with this war.” Even though the media has 
focused on economic issues of late, Doherty 


says: “I don’t really think the economic hem- 
orrhage ever totally eclipses 4,000 deaths and 
[30,000] to 40,000 maimed or hundreds of 
thousands of dead Iraqis. We have to face the 
fact, and Greenspan was the first to blow the 
whistle on this; we’re in that war for oil. We’ve 
killed children for oil.” 

Austin Democrats, who trend deep blue, 
shouldn’t worry that they’re settling for a con- 
servative DINO (Dem in Name Only). Though 
Doherty is a self-described “Second Amend- 
ment Democrat” and has conceded some 
ground to the Republicans’ “Drill Here, Drill 
Now!” campaign (“We need drillin’ but not 
spillin’,” he quips), he jokes that the only 
“conservative” thing he’s ever done is to turn 
his ranch into a wildlife conservation area. He 
goes on to dismiss Republican arguments that 
a rash of drilling would bring sudden price 
relief at the pump and says he’s committed to 
“reversing 200 years of using the earth to 
develop our resources by focusing instead on 
the prudent use of our resources to keep the 
planet clean. We need to clean House, and 
then clean the planet. The House being the 
U.S. House.” 

Doherty also supports single-payer, univer- 
sal health care - something that other Texas 
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Democrat Larry Joe Doherty (in cowboy hat) pitches his candidacy to union members at 
this year's AFL-CIO Labor Day Fish Fry in Austin. 


Democrats, notably U.S. Senate candidate 
Rick Noriega, decline to do. Increasingly, he 
sounds like an old-style Texas populist. 
Responding to the recent and growing list of 
finance industry bailouts, he wants to re- 
regulate financial markets. “Re-regulation . . . 
will put the economy back on track, with an 
emphasis on fairness. Obviously, the free- 
market economy that the Republicans have 
foisted upon us is not working. The unregu- 
lated capitalism that is the engine of that 
enterprise is no more interested in democ- 
racy than it is in any other form of govern- 
ment. It’s only interested in greed: Winner 
take all. The strongest survive. It’s in that 
bundle of economic fairness that we’ve got 
to re-establish the democratic principles, 
because our country should operate better 
than a Third World dictatorship.” 

One of Doherty’s most radical proposals is 
also tech-sawy: He says that any lobbyists 
who wish to meet with him will have to do 
so not hidden away in an exclusive D.C. club 
but in front of a webcam. “Transparency!” he 
exclaims. “That’s what we want, isn’t it? 
Let’s quit talking about it and do it.” 
Wouldn’t this basically guarantee that he 
would never meet a lobbyist, ever? “I don’t 
think that’s a necessary conclusion. It’s just 
that if the lobbyist wants to lobby me, 
they’re going to have to realize the people I 
represent will have an equal opportunity to 
see what they’re saying. They shouldn’t be 
afraid to tell the truth. No one should be. 
And if they’re [going] to come into my office 
and lie to me, I don’t want them in my office. 
That might be a great filtering device.” 

winning the Barbell 

Are Democratic hopes for CD 10 realis- 
tic? After all, this is a district gerryman- 
dered specifically to elect a Republican. But 
then, so was DeLay’s own District 22 - 
now held by Democrat Nick Lampson, one 
of the Dem incumbents DeLay targeted to 
begin with. 


A look at the numbers raises almost as 
many questions as answers. Since 2003, a 
sea change has occurred that DeLay never 
envisioned given the “permanent Republican 
majority” rhetoric of the time. First, the 
George W Bush regime has turned out to be 
a full-blown political disaster - who would 
have predicted, when war fever was at its 
highest pitch, that five years later Bush’s 
approval ratings would have sagged to under 
30% nationally and even down to 41% here 
in his home state? Or that the dispirited 
Democrats would produce not one but two 
presidential candidates capable of whipping 
fervor for change into record turnout totals? 
Or that Democrats - a party that doesn’t 
hold a single statewide elected office in the 
Lone Star State - would be within five seats 
of retaking the Texas House? 

All of these factors give Democrats reason 
for optimism. Even the Democratic Con- 
gressional Campaign Committee, which 
wouldn’t have given it a passing mention two 
years ago, added this seat to its “Emerging 
Races” list, which might encourage some 
Dems to send money Doherty’s way. 

The standard Democratic line is this: 
Despite CD 10 being specifically crafted to 
keep him in Washington, McCaul attracted 
only 55% of the vote in 2004 against Ted 
Ankrum, who had no experience and even less 
money. At least on the surface, the current 
threat to McCaul is more formidable: Doherty, 
a charismatic country boy bordering on a 
Texas stereotype, in combination with political 
savvy, personal wealth, and strong fundraising 
ability. With public distaste for the Republicans 
even higher than in 2006, voter registration 
up, and the Obama candidacy driving more 
voters to the D side of the ticket, the tide 
would seem to be against the incumbent. 

That’s one way to look at it. Here’s 
another: Given that public sentiment had 
swung solidly against the Republicans in 
2006 - enough that they could be swept 
from power in Congress - perhaps that

55% is about as low as Dems can hope to 
drag McCaul. And let’s be frank: No matter 
the circumstances, any objective observer 
would regard his 15% margin against Ankrum 
as a butt-whipping. 

History is a confusing guide. Texas Dems 
make much of the fact that their 2008 primary 
turnout was about double that of the GOP’s 
-but that quietly ignores the fact that the 
presidential race, the major driver of turnout, 
was all but settled on the Republican side. 
Comparisons of this year’s primary to 
McCaul’s previous general elections also pro- 
vide limited illumination: Doherty and Dan 
Grant combined for 85,049 votes, a primary 
total that looks good compared to McCaul’s 
97,726 general election votes in 2006. But 


then, 2006 was a nonpresidential year, when 
turnout is lower. The 2004 numbers are 
hardly more helpful: with no Democrat actu- 
ally on the ballot, McCaul took 182,1 13 votes, 
and Dem write-in Sadun placed third behind 
the Libertarian candidate. 

Where will the votes be in 2008? In popula- 
tion terms, the district is often described as a 
barbell: The bulk of the voters are at either 
end. In 2006, Travis County produced 42% of 
the votes (74,352 ballots), followed by Harris 
at 37% (65,514). The other six counties split 
the remaining 36,889. Ankrum won Travis 
easily and barely took Bastrop; the rest went 
to McCaul. One might assume that a Democrat 
would take Travis for granted and focus his 
energies on persuading Harris County and the

The Spoiler? Libertarian Matt Finkel 

The third candidate in the race for CD 10 is 29-year-old Libertarian 
Matt Finkel, a finish-trim carpenter living in North Austin. It’s not 
Finkel’s first foray into electoral politics - he previously ran for Travis 
Co. justice of the peace, Precinct 2, against Republican Barbara 
Bembry. With no Democrat in the race, Finkel captured 34% of the vote 
and actually won three precincts and tied another. 

Asked why he’s running, Finkel said: “Mostly to have an effect on poli- 
tics. I believe the only way for people to make a statement to politicians 
and to the media that we want smaller government and lower taxes is to 
vote Libertarian.” As for Michael McCaul, the incumbent he’d like to 
unseat, “I’m not happy with his support of the war, with him being the 
big-government Republican.” And of Democrat Larry Joe Doherty: “I never met the man, nothing 
personal against him, but his ideas for solutions as far as I can tell are for more government 
programs and higher taxes, and that’s not good for Texas District 10 or our country.” 

GOP officials have called Libertarian candidates in some close races, trying to dissuade 
them from running, based on the theory that Libertarians tend to pull more votes away from 
GOP politicians than Democrats. Finkel, Travis County’s representative on the Texas State 
Libertarian Executive Committee, said he hasn’t received such a call but that the calls “make 
me happy, because it lets me know they’re a little bit scared and being held to account for 
what they’ve done, and that we’re growing, and that they know we’re a real force.” 

Libertarian Michael Badnariktook 4.3% of the vote in 2006; if Finkel can match or top that, 
and this race is as close as Democrats expect, it could be a fatal margin for McCaul. - LA/. 



rural areas to turn blue. Doherty says he’s 
doing exactly the opposite. 

“The Democrat planet in this district is 
centered in Austin,” Doherty says. “I would be 
concerned that taking Austin for granted 
would be a good way to lose the election. We 
are going to do well with the organization in 
the rural counties, but they only make up 20 
percent of the overall population. . . . There’s 
been no cake sale, no charity auction, no fire- 
man’s fundraising benefit too small for ‘Judge 
Larry Joe’ in the last seven years to volunteer 
to emcee.” (As if to confirm that dedication - 
or obsession - Doherty has even turned up on 
Austin cable access TV as a guest on The 
Trailer Park Show.) “Consequently, I’ve estab- 
lished a relationship in the rural communities

that transcends my coming to Austin,” he con- 
tinues. “My hardest work has been introduc- 
ing myself to Democrats in Austin, because 
part of Tom DeLay’s scheme was to make it 
easy for Austin to control who would be the 
candidate. And if they go for the homegrown 
tomato, they lose the rest of the barbell and 
the handle. 

“Bear in mind, I’ve lived in Harris County, 
until I moved to Washington County, for nearly 
50 years. My television show was the first 
nationally syndicated show ever produced in 
Houston. I don’t need to introduce myself to the 
people of Harris County like I needed to intro- 
duce myself to the voters in Travis County.” 

Perhaps he’s right. McCaul’s 2006 support 
here in Travis was not insubstantial. The dis- 
trict includes Pflugerville, West Austin, and 
West Lake Hills, areas where some precincts 
lean heavily Republican, and 29% of McCaul’s 
total votes came from our supposedly solid- 
blue county. Perhaps there are votes to be 
mined here from disaffected Republicans and 
independents. 

One possible advantage for Doherty is the 
“Obama effect” - although the Illinois senator 
has little hope of actually winning Texas, the 
wave of new voters he’s expected to bring out 
(especially in urban counties such as Harris 
and Travis) could lift Doherty’s boat. But 
Doherty says he won’t be relying on that. “An 
Obama tsunami is not needed to win this elec- 
tion. I have not tailored my campaign to need 
the coattails of a presidential success. And 
logically, politically, constitutionally, you 
shouldn’t. This is an independent seat.” 

Larry Joe Doherty gives the impression that 
he’s left nothing to chance and that he’s 
planned his campaign down to the last detail 
and the last precinct. Nonetheless, out of 
courtesy, I wish him luck as we end our inter- 
view. “If the Republicans just keep doing 
what they’re doing,” he grins, “we won’t need 
any luck.” ■

tion, location: That’s a particular challenge for 
a business that, between starting construction 
and shuttering the doors after Halloween, 
may only be there four months. “That’s where 
a lot of people who want to move into the 
haunted house industry fail,” McCullough 
says, “because you’re not going to get many 
people who want to rent prime real estate for a 
short-term lease.” It took him eight months to 
find the first house, and in 2004, he took the 
next big step - taking out a year-round lease 
at the current site in the old laser tag building 
at Highland Mall. 

Having that permanent base changes the 
year for Team Torment, giving them more 
time to design and build a world-class haunt. 
Combined with this year’s decision to make 
the build Team Torment’s full-time job, their 
artistic and technical vision took flight on a 
scale that had never been possible previously. 
“Last November we said, ‘Let’s do the event 
we’ve always wanted to do,”’ says Love. 
The result is bigger, more elaborate, and 
more complicated than anything they ever 
attempted before, from running water to 
overhead zip lines. It also made business 
sense: With the extra time, the team could 
design and build everything themselves, 
rather than depend on contractors. Love 
explains, “It’s interesting to see what you 
can do in four or eight weeks, and then 
when you’re given 50 weeks, how much you 
can exceed your own expectations.” 

The result is more than people in masks 
leaping out of cabinets (“I don’t want to 
hear someone say something generic like 
‘Welcome to hell,”’ Mike Garcia warns audi- 
tioning actors). It’s really two attractions: 
Illusion Manner, with its twisted fun-house 
CONTINUED ON P.40 


For 46 weeks a year, it’s a nondescript con- 
crete box in the Highland Mall parking lot. For 
the six weeks leading up to Halloween, the 
House of Torment is a gore-drenched charnel 
house, an apocalyptic hellscape draped with 
shattered corpses and patrolled by twisted 
creatures that has become a must-see for 
horror fans and scare seekers. Every year, the 
local business sets new standards in artistry 
and technical complexity, and the national 
Halloween industry is paying attention. 

The four chambers of its blackened, beat- 
ing heart are the four permanent members 
of Team Torment. Founder, chief mechanic, 
and all-around head of the household Dan 
McCullough welds and solders the brute 
machinery that makes the haunt wail and 
lunge at customers. Jon Love, the business 
manager, runs the front of the house while bal- 
ancing the budget. Then there are the brothers 
Garcia: Mike, the operations manager, wran- 
gles the actors and runs the behind-the-scenes 
crew, while Matt - often to be found sur- 
rounded by piles of sketches or latex-covered 
creations - is the artistic director who designs 
the props and costumes, down to each groove 
on each fang of each lurking beast. “It’s like 
having an all-star team,” explains Matt. 

After massive success during Halloween 
2007, the team took the dramatic step of sink- 
ing everything into the project, quitting their 
day jobs, and taking the entire year to work 
on the house. Even before opening for 2008, 
there was a good omen: The house was named 
the nation’s sixth best professional haunt by 
Halloween industry bible Hauntworld. “Every 
year they do a national ranking list, and every 
year we look at it and think, ‘Wow, it would 
be nice to be recognized,”’ says McCullough. 


“This was our first year to be nominated, and 
to be up there at number six, above some 
of the best haunted houses we’d ever seen, 
really makes us proud of what we’ve done 
here.” Not bad for something that started in 
McCullough’s yard 13 years ago. 

“As a kid growing up in Austin,” he explains, 
“Halloween was a big event. I liked going 
’round and seeing yard setups, a werewolf 
in a cage in a garage - anything that gives a 
little show for trick- or- treaters.” That first year, 
about 30 people turned 
up. After a few years, the 
hundreds of visitors he 
attracted were tearing 
up his lawn. So in 2002, 
armed with a $10,000 loan 
and what McCullough calls 
“a bunch of brother-in-law 
deals,” the house went pro- 
fessional. “We didn’t have 
much of a clue what we 
were doing, but we knew 
that we had the determi- 
nation to get it done,” he 
says. Now, on a good night, 
anywhere between 2,000 
and 4,000 customers visit 
the house. 

Under all the prosthetic scars and 
movie-level effects, it’s a business. In 
fact, Halloween is an industry, and 
sometimes it’s cutthroat (that’s why 
some staff must sign nondisclosure 
agreements - to protect proprietary 
designs from rivals). In revenue terms, 
it’s the No. 2 holiday, behind only 
Christmas, with trade shows, conferenc- 
es, and a cadre of prop and costume com- 


panies. The International Association of 
Haunted Attractions, the haunted house 
industry’s trade body, expects national spend- 
ing to top $5 billion. It’s a complex business 
model, which is where Jon Love - a graduate 
of the University of Texas’ McCombs School 
of Business - comes into his own. Love 
did his student corporate finance intern- 
ship under McCullough (his first sales job 
- explaining to his professors that the house 
is a real business). After graduating and briefly 
enduring a soul-crushing 
corporate job, which he 
calls his real house of 
torment, he returned to 
manage the house, where 
10 months of building 
and design pay off in six 
weeks of tickets sales. Part 
of his job is ramping the 
house up to speed from 
the development stages 
to opened doors, hiring 
additional production and 
sales staff, enforcing the 
drug-testing policy, deal- 
ing with permitting issues, 
buying merchandise, and 
setting up marketing and 
promotional deals. “It’s 
a logistical process,” he 
says. “We’ll have more 
people working here 
than ever before: 100 
on a busy night.” 

Like all business 
owners, McCullough 
learned the cardinal 
rule is location, loca-

theme, and Contagium - an interactive 
horror experience inspired, Matt Garcia 
admits, by a mix of getting tired of see- 
ing New York destroyed in movies and 
the Austin-based conspiracy theories of 
Alex Jones. Initially, Matt found his own 
idea daunting. “I procrastinate, because 
I like to wait until other 
horror ideas inspire me,” he 
explains. “With the idea of 
an apocalyptic city, it cre- 
ated limitations, because 
you can only do buildings 
and stores and city streets, 
so there were no graveyards 
or spook houses. But it reas- 
sured me that this was something that no 
one else had done.” 

Every night is a different challenge. 
Repairs are constant, actors may drop 
out under the strain of a six-hour shift 
of scaring, and then there’s the biggest 
problem - flow. Getting people through a 


haunted house smoothly is a complicat- 
ed balance, maximizing their experience 
while maximizing the number of people 
through the door in any one night. Night- 
vision cameras throughout the building 
mean props are activated from a hidden 
control room at just the right second for 


maximum effect. But the footage also 
allows the team to see choke points where 
people get stuck, allowing them to finesse 
the flow. The same applies for the people 
waiting to get in. “We know there’s a line 
outside,” says McCullough, “but we don’t 
ever have to experience that.” He got 


some insight into his customers’ pain on 
a visit to Las Vegas. “We stood in the cue 
for a buffet for two hours. It was grueling. 
The food was great, but it was overshad- 
owed by having to wait that long.” That 
insight lead to this year’s biggest innova- 
tion: not some new monster but timed 
tickets, sold online, “just like 
when you’d go to the mov- 
ies,” McCullough explains. 

But after a year of living 
in the House of Torment, 
how does the team still know 
what’s scary? “To me, things 
that are scary are things that 
are unknown and that we 
don’t understand,” Matt explains.

CHADDICK DANCE THEATER Heart meets body 


Imagine spending a quarter of a century 
with your heart in one place and your body 
in another. So it was for Cheryl Chaddick, 
whose heart was always in Austin despite 
the fact that her body was having a very 
successful run in San Francisco. As artistic 
director of Company Chaddick, the modern 
dance company which she founded in 
1985, she choreographed 22 successful 
seasons. Her work 
garnered praise from 
the city’s major publi- 
cations. She was a 
celebrated teacher in 
the vibrant dance 
community. Trouble 
was, in Chaddick’s words, “I always felt like 
I was fighting to get back here.” Chaddick 
grew up in Texas. “There’s a certain loyalty 
to Texas. You can’t seem to get it out of 
your system. While I was in San Francisco, 

I must have said every year that I was mov- 
ing back to Texas. [My company] thought it 
was a running joke after a while.” 

Ultimately, a tragic circumstance was the 
catalyst that turned the running joke into a 


reality. Her mother had a bad accident, and 
Chaddick wanted to be by her side. After 
25 years of contemplation, Chaddick finally 
moved back to the place she describes as 
home. “Austin is my favorite place in the 
United States. It’s like God is here. I swear 
there’s something different.” 

Chaddick’s long-awaited dreams are 
coming together. Her new company, 
Chaddick Dance 
Theater, will have its 
premiere performance 
in October. Second 
Wind will comprise five 
pieces. One will be 
performed by guest 
artist Kathy Dunn Hamrick. The other four 
will be performed by Chaddick and her new 
dancers, some of whom she found in the 
classes that she is teaching at Cafe Dance 
and Ballet Austin. “I like a company that 
reflects society. I don’t want a certain body 
type. All of us are in different decades of 
our lives.” Second Wind will blend pure 
dance and dance theatre. One piece was 
inspired by Chaddick’s transition from San 


Francisco to Austin, the experience of let- 
ting everything go and then “trying to live 
with your decision.” Another piece deals 
with the sexual and aesthetic pressures 
applied to women at younger and younger 
ages. Another piece is a staging of an erot- 
ic fiction-fantasy novel which Chaddick 
describes as being “very pirate-y.” Another 
piece celebrates the female body. 

Chaddick’s work looks to speak to peo- 
ple outside of the modern dance communi- 
ty. “I want everything I do to be as clear, 
as truthful, as accessible and real as I can 
make it for other people who aren’t in my 
world. That’s hard with modern dance. 
When you say modern dance, how many 
people go, ‘Oh I’ve been to tons of them!”' 

It is a testament to Chaddick’s passion 
that despite all her successes and acco- 
lades, she is still determined to focus on 
the work. And Austin doesn’t have to worry 
about her leaving anytime soon. She is here 
to stay. “I hope I can be a sound company 
here. Something that is part of the Austin 
community. I would love to be here and die 
here doing dance.” - Hannah Kenah

2008 B* I DEN PAYNE AWARDS Nominees enter stage right 


Not sure if Bevo was a 
member of this year’s B. 

Iden Payne committee, but 
the nominations for the 
2008 Payne Awards 
announced on Sept. 18 
bear something of a burnt- 
orange hue. The University 
of Texas Department of 
Theatre & Dance received 23 
nominations for the Austin 
Circle of Theaters’ annual dramatic awards - by far the most for any 
producing organization this year - with three productions scoring five 
or more nominations each. A new staging of Maria Irene Fornes’ semi- 
nal feminist drama Fefu and Her Friends was honored with eight 
noms, for production of a drama; Leslie Swackhamer’s direction; per- 
formances by Jenny Keto, Kim Adams, and Tiffany Knight; and designs 
by Sarah Davidson (set), Katy Hallee (lighting), and Susan Branch 
(costumes). The other shows were, significantly, written by playwrights 
studying at UT: the eloquent historical work Elephant's Graveyard, by 
George Brant (five nominations, including original script and produc- 
tion of a drama), and the brightly imaginative dark fable Ashes, Ashes, 
by Eve Tulbert (six noms, including production of a play for youth, cos- 
tume design for Sarah Mosher, and set design for Lisa Laratta). 

Also taking top honors in the nominations: Tongue and Groove 
Theatre’s The Red Balloon with eight (including production of a play for 
youth, David Yeakle’s direction, Justin Sherburn’s musical direction 
and original score, and Jennifer Sherburn’s choreography), Second 
Youth Family Theatre’s Wiley and the Hairy Man with seven (among 
them production of a play for youth and the set design and direction 
by Andrea S. Smith), Zilker Theatre Productions’ Disney's Beauty and 
the Beast with seven (with nods for production of a musical, Scott 
Schroeder’s direction, Judy Thompson-Price’s choreography, and 
Michael McKelvey’s musical direction), and Mary Moody Northen 
Theatre’s Full Circle with seven (including musical production; David 


Long’s direction; acting by Jill Blackwood, Greg Holt, and Helyn Rain 
Messenger; and McKelvey’s musical direction). The second most hon- 
ored company was City Theatre, which received 15 nominations for 
seven productions staged during what is only its second season. 

Overall, 59 productions mounted from September 2007 to August 
2008 received nominations, which are made by a committee of volun- 
teers who regularly see productions throughout the year. The awards are 
determined by a vote of the ACoT membership, which receives ballots 
that are tabulated by the accounting firm of KPMG LLP and held in secret 
until the ceremony. This year, that will be held Sunday, Oct. 26, 7pm, in 
the Rollins Studio Theatre of the Long Center for the Performing Arts. In 
addition to the presentation of the regular awards, the ceremony will 
include presentation of the Special Recognition Award, given annually by 
the ACoT board to an individual who has made exceptional contributions 
to Austin theatre, to lighting designer Jason Amato. The public is wel- 
come.

Don’t mind the mess; 
we just moved in 

As of this weekend, Lora Reynolds 
Gallery has a new address: 360 Nueces 
Ste. C. It’s just a few blocks east of the gal- 
lery’s home of four years, but what a dif- 
ference those blocks make. They put the 
cutting-edge contemporary art dealer on 
the ground floor of the skyscraping 360 
Condominiums, across the street from 
Ballet Austin’s new Downtown digs and next 
door to the recently reinvented Austin Music 
Hall. New York-based Stonefox Design has 
given the 1,800 square feet of exhibition 
space a sleek look with poplar, etched 
glass, and blackened steel elements. But 
the first exhibition may suggest that con- 
struction is still underway. Susan Collis will 
be showing new works that wryly mimic 
the tools and residue of the building busi- 
ness. Just look carefully at those screw 
heads and studs protruding from the wall: 
They might be made of onyx or gold. And the 
water stains on that end table? Meticulously 
inlaid mother-of-pearl. A clever way to com- 
ment on a new home for smart art. - R.F

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Theatre people have a saying: There’s the 
show you rehearse, then there’s the show 
you perform. Meaning, the folks putting on 
a play can learn a lot about it while they’re 
putting it together, but they never really 
know what kind of show they have until the 
audience shows up. That’s when the artists 
learn which jokes are really funny, which 
moments are truly moving, which characters 
are credible, which relationships genuine. 
It’s the response of the public that teaches 
you what you’ve made. 

The staff and supporters of the Long Center 
for the Performing Arts spent 16 years working 
out what kind of cultural facility they wanted 
for Austin, carefully crafting it through the 
design and construction and programming of 
the space. But until the center opened to the 
public in March, those people couldn’t know 


if the facility they had “rehearsed” was the 
facility they would be running. 

They’ve been getting a good sense of that 
over these past six months. While the learning 
curve for a new facility like the Long Center 
is properly measured over several seasons, 
the first six months have provided some valu- 
able lessons for the center’s keepers, lessons 
that have already led to changes in the way 
the Long Center operates. While many have 
been positive - certainly, the money spent 
on acoustics and the creation of the grand 
terrace with its expansive view of Downtown 
have paid off - but as often happens in life, 
it’s the painful experiences from which the 
Long Center staff have been learning the most. 
Executive Director Cliff Redd and Director of 
Marketing and Development Jack Bunning 
discussed some of them with the Chronicle. 


Parking Perils 

“The first 30 days of operations had things 
neither Jack nor I nor the most important sooth- 
sayer you could name could have foreseen,” Redd 
notes. “We learned a lot about the public’s reac- 
tions to things beyond our control, like parking.” 

No kidding. The business of motor-vehicle 
storage for the Long Center was a source 
of contentious debate during its construction 
(neighborhood groups fought for a smaller 
garage than center supporters wanted), but 
that turned out to be a tea party compared 
to the firestorm ignited by a massive traffic 
jam on April 20, when thousands converged 
on the area for Austin Lyric Opera’s Carmen 
and Austin Community College and ProArts 
Collective’s Robert Johnson: Trick the Devil at 
the Long Center, the Gem and Jewelry Show 
at Palmer Events Center, and the Austin Reggae 
Festival at Auditorium Shores. The swarm of 
cars, far more than the 2,500 that the parking 
in the Long Center garage and lots in the area 
could accommodate, left Riverside Drive from 
South First to 1-35 in gridlock for hours. 

While staff for the Long Center and the city 
had anticipated some crowds and traffic snags 
after the new facility opened, the enormity 
of this tie-up shocked everyone. “We didn’t 
know it could happen like that,” says Redd. 

As a result, however, “all the rules changed that 
day,” he says. “Credit to the city, being responsive 
with an interim parking plan, and Jason Maurer, 
who books Auditorium Shores. We all talked. 
Now we have a completely different relationship. 
Every event, large and small, at the Long Center 
has a parking plan. Jason doesn’t book an event 
on Auditorium Shores without talking to us first. 
What do we have? Can we do it? What would the 
parking plan have to look like?” 

The traffic mess cast a dark cloud over the 
center just three weeks after its grand open- 
ing, though Redd sees a silver lining in the 
response of his staff: “I’m so glad I made the 
investment in customer-service training mod- 
els that I did, because in those moments that 
are really dark, in terms of handling a public 
that is very unhappy, you have to know you 
have an A-plus team that’s giving all the right 
answers, all the right responses, and making 
it right as fast as they possibly can. And that’s 
pretty much what people experienced.” 

Unfortunately, the magnitude of the mess 
left many people skittish about a repeat or, 
worse, fearful that parking at the Long Center 
would be a chronic problem. Jack Bunning 
reports that for weeks after the jam, calls to 
the box office routinely included the question, 
“Can I park?” “The weeks that followed were 
about earning back the public trust,” says 
Redd. And though the center has since seen 
numerous sold-out events in Dell Hall - ALO’s 
The Bat , Video Games Live, Kathy Griffin, Lyle 
Lovett, the Verdi Requiem with Conspirare, 
Yo-Yo Ma with the Austin Symphony - and had 
no parking issues, he admits, “It’s still very 
much on the lips of the people of Austin.” 

“We thought we would have a honeymoon, 
and this derailed that,” Redd adds. “But you 
know, we got it over with. So I don’t live in fear 
that it might happen and what would happen 


if it did. It happened, and it’s over, and we got 
to learn. Painfully, but we got to learn.” 

Living With the City 

Friday, July 25: The front page of the Austin 
American-Statesman announces “Long Center 
seeking $2 million in Austin help for upkeep.” 
The story by reporter Tony Plohetski reports on 
an e-mail from Cliff Redd to City Manager Marc 
Ott in which the Long Center director suggests 
that the facility’s costs for utilities, maintenance, 
security, traffic control, and services such as lawn 
care and landscaping be shared with the city. 
The $2 million corresponded to a deficit in the 
Long Center’s annual budget. The article ignited 
a public outcry in the paper’s online comments 
section and letters to the editor in which critics 
railed at the center for being a boondoggle and 
elitist and called for shutting it down. 

Redd says he was blindsided by the reac- 
tion. “I learned what it feels like to be tried 
outside the courtroom before you ever see 
the judge or hire a lawyer,” he says. “I was 
just asking the question that a good executive 
director should ask, which is: What are the 
partnerships that we can evolve for our city 
that can be cost-saving for us and mutually 
beneficial? That was the question. That’s all 
the question ever was. It still is. And I’m going 
to keep asking it. 

“I see us paying the top rate for our utilities 
when we could be paying a lot less. This is [the 
city’s] building. Why not help us? Why not 
pay the [utility] rate that City Hall is paying? 
Is there a good reason we’re not doing that? 
Does it really make sense for the security per- 
son to drive around the Palmer Events Center 
and stop at some imaginary line as opposed to 
driving another 10 feet and being our security 
person, too? Does that make sense to you as a 
taxpayer? Does it make sense to be spending 
money from a donor paying for that service? I 
want the money to go on stage. I want it to be 
spent on a play here. I want that money to go 
into the arts community. Two percent of our 
population are employed in the arts. I want 
them to have secure work here. 

“We’re learning what it means to develop 
what was a completely undeveloped or under- 
developed relationship with the city govern- 
ment. I talk about living in the Long Center 
like it’s your dream home, but the driveway 
and the garage are your neighbors’. And to 
get in and out of your dream house every day, 
you have to navigate with your neighbor. And 
they have 12 cars. And they don’t go to work 
when you do. Was it sobering? Sure. But out of 
that was forged the beginnings of a workable 
relationship with the city.” 

The Programming Challenge 

Obviously, you build a center for the per- 
forming arts to have performances in, but no 
one really knew whether Austinites would 
come to the Long Center to see them. The good 
news for Austin Lyric Opera, Ballet Austin, and 
the Austin Symphony - the founding resident 
companies of the Long Center - has been that

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their performances in their new home have fre- 
quently sold out. Other local companies such 
as Conspirare have done equally well in the 
2,400-seat Dell Hall, and a number of the local 
arts groups that have performed in the 200- 
seat Rollins Studio Theatre - the Rude Mechs, 
Teatro Vivo, and Austin Shakespeare, to name 
a few - have sold out shows there, too. 

The events that the center has programmed 
itself under the Long Center Presents banner 
have not always fared as well. For every Kathy 
Griffin, Lyle Lovett, or Video Games Live that 
sold out, there has been a Kathleen Battle or 
3 Redneck Tenors that filled only half or three- 
quarters of Dell Hall. Under different circum- 
stances, Long Center staff might have been 
able to discern which underperforming shows 
just weren’t popular, but fallout from the 
parking issue has made it hard to determine 
whether people stayed away because they 
didn’t like the show or were anxious about 
parking. Probably a mixture, thinks Bunning. 

In some instances, scheduling played a role 
in the low turnout, Redd believes. The concert 
by opera diva Kathleen Battle was on a Monday. 
“Had it been on a Saturday,” he suggests, “we 
would have had a line around the door.” But that 
isn’t always possible with Long Center Presents, 
since the center gives local companies top prior- 
ity in scheduling dates. “We step completely out 
of the way, because that is our promise,” Redd 
says. “The best dates we methodically give away. 
That’s not a complaint. That’s why we built the 


center.” But it does leave Long Center Presents 
with what Redd calls “this weird jigsaw puzzle”: 
“You’ve got a Tuesday night in the season, and 
you have to find something that somebody will 
come to on a Tuesday night that you can make 
money at, or you don’t want to do it. As we 
learn, we’ll get smarter at that.” 

“The strategy is we’re working much further 
out,” says Bunning. “We’re starting to look at 
’09-’10, ’10-’ll, ’ 1 1-’ 12 already.” 

That comment prompts 
Redd to add: “If I could 
have seen everything the 
way it worked out, I would 
have started programming 
the first year the day the 
foundation cracked on 
the old Palmer. We would 
have had the run time to 
lay in an opening season. 

But we didn’t know that. 

Two years ago, we weren’t 
sure we were going to start the blasted thing.” 

The Broadway Conundrum 

“Dell Hall is wonderful for the symphony, 
opera, and ballet, but it loves the theatre,” 
says Redd. “Every time we put something the- 
atrical in it, I’m reminded how much it loves 
it. So, of course, I want to feed that.” 

But bringing Broadway to Dell Hall requires 
that precious commodity, time. Most touring 
productions need at least a full week of the 


schedule, and “a week is really precious here,” 
Redd notes. They can juggle a few dates on the 
schedule to get something really important. 
“Unfortunately, we can’t pull a week out of the 
schedule so a Broadway show can sit down. 
What is defining us is the calendar.” 

And carving out a week for a theatrical pro- 
duction doesn’t mean it will sell, as the center 
learned with The Drowsy Chaperone. The tour- 
ing version of the acclaimed Broadway musical 
had been scheduled 
for the Long Center 
in August, but weeks 
before its arrival, the 
center canceled the 
booking. Redd was a 
fan of the show and 
still is - “catchy plot, 
great music, I think 
it’s going to be a sen- 
sation when it hits 
the region” - but he 
learned that the tour wasn’t an easy sell across 
the country. The places where it had the most 
success were theatres with large season sub- 
scription bases that booked it for two weeks. “It 
tended to be a little fragile on single-ticket sales,” 
Redd explains, “but on a two-week run, the sea- 
son people came to see it, and they’d go, ‘I had 
the best time,’ and the next week, single-ticket 
sales went way up. I didn’t have any more than 
one week. We don’t have season tickets. I didn’t 
want them to be sitting in a nearly empty house. 


I didn’t want Austin to be the spot that the tour 
company made that was a bummer. So we did 
what was heretical” and canceled. It taught Redd 
that the Austin audience for musical theatre is 
still evolving and that the center has to pay even 
more attention to the road shows it books. 

That doesn’t necessarily bode well for Redd’s 
desire to feed Dell Hall’s love for theatre, but 
the Long Center director is nothing if not tena- 
cious, not to mention adept at finding ways 
to get things done in less than ideal circum- 
stances. That’s how he got the Long Center 
finished and open to begin with. And he’s 
recently acquired a valuable ally in his mission, 
someone with a deep background in theatre 
and programming performing-arts events for 
Austin audiences. That would be Paul Beutel, 
who spent 18 years at the Paramount Theatre, 
much of it as its executive director. His pres- 
ence as the center moves into its second six 
months gives the facility someone skilled at 
building on the kinds of lessons being learned 
about the Long Center’s operations. 

“What worked? What’s broken? I think 
we’re going to be able to tell you that more in 
about a year,” Redd says. In the meantime, he 
will be enjoying his favorite lesson of the Long 
Center’s first six months: If you build it, they 
will come - all of them. “You’d be amazed at 
who you see [walk through here] in a week. 
It’s not who you think. The most delicious, 
diverse cross section of humans. It’s really, truly 
Austin. We get to meet Austin every day. ■

FASHIONING TYLER I have a nephew. 
Actually, I have several nephews, but the 
oldest of them has just turned 20 and has 
come to live with me. Yikes. For all the 
times I’ve wanted a 20-year-old, believe me, 
this was not what I had in mind. But Tyler, 
my nephew, came to me a few weeks ago, 
right before he turned 20, and asked if I’d 
help him with his looks. Hell, yes, I’d help 
him with his looks. I hated the tired, ratty, 
skater-boy look, with its oversized ragged 
clothes, puffy shoes, and unattractively long 
hair. Nothing unusual here - there are 
hordes of teenagers out there who look like 
this. I’m just not related to any of them. 

And Tyler isn’t a teenager anymore, as he 
himself has pointed out. Well, fine. Then 
let’s stop looking like one, shall we? First, 
we were off to Pink Salon for a properly styl- 
ish haircut. Tyler hit it off with the hairdress- 
er and walked out of there with a shiny new 
head of hair, long enough to style but short 
enough to be low maintenance. At home we 
played with a number of hair products - 
gels, waxes, lotions, and sprays - all 
designed to achieve a specific result. We 
tried smooth mod looks, spiky punk looks, 
and Porter Wagoner pompadours, and frank- 
ly, I deeply admired this 6-foot-4-inch 
20-year-old’s ability to sit still while his 
ancient queen uncle subjected him to one 
humiliating ’do after another. I imagined 


myself as looking like a stereotypical 
Hollywood hairdresser from the Fifties - 
someone who calls himself Mr. Leon and 
wears a clipped mustache and a short- 
sleeved smock with pockets in front, while 
flitting about, pausing momentarily with his 
hands on his hips to study the hair before 
busily attacking again with the clink of 
metal combs and a spray bottle while mur- 
muring to himself, “Yes, that’s it,” and “OK, 
here we go.” Inevitably, when left to his own 
devices, Tyler tended to apply too much 
product at first, and the results were disap- 
pointing. But isn’t that exactly how a person 
learns to use a product? Then we hit the 
stores, stocking up on well-fitted jeans, 
slacks, and shorts; T-shirts, button-downs, 
and vests. I showed him how to essentially 
select a uniform of tops and bottoms that 
were easy to throw together and left very lit- 
tle room for error, while working perfectly for 
him for most occasions. Basing the choices 
on black, red, and white, with an occasional 
splash of another color, Tyler has adopted a 
look (at my urging) that is part emo and 
part rockabilly, though it’s been a challenge 
to get him to understand that cowboy boots 
are a reasonable choice for virtually any 
occasion.

But I will 
admit to secretly giggling with delight recent- 
ly when Tyler announced that he had to get 
ready for dinner with his Auntie M (yes, my 
sister Margaret) - three hours beforehand.

An Angel-: 


Detective novelist Michael 
Connelly trolls L.A.’s seedy 
underbelly again in 
‘The Brass Verdicts " 

vm 



Michael Connelly was still working the crime 
beat for the Los Angeles Times when he began 
writing his series of crime novels, set in con- 
temporary L.A. and starring a LAPD homicide 
detective named Harry Bosch. The Black Echo , 
released in 1992, won the Edgar Award and 
sent notice that the bar had been raised on the 
venerable genre of L. A. -based police procedur- 
als. Leaving such great fodder as the Rodney 
King riots and other sensational grist behind, 
Connelly was soon able to quit his day job. 
Ironically, the relationships with lawmen that 
he forged as a reporter only became stronger. 
After publishing 18 crime novels, he’s not only 
a regular with mainstream readers but with 
LAPD personnel, members of the most famous 
and infamous police department in the world. 

His new novel, The Brass Verdict, will be 
published Oct. 14. Pull disclosure: I have 
known Michael since 1991, he has blurbed 
some of my books, and I consider him a 
friend. But the Chronicle doesn’t pay its writ- 
ers enough for me to write about his work if I 
didn’t think it was exceptional. 

Austin Chronicle: The Brass Verdict has two 
of your protagonists, Bosch and Mickey Haller, 
the defense attorney and narrator of The Lincoln 
Lawyer (2005), meeting and interacting. What 
inspired that approach? 


Michael Connelly: It is Haller’s book, and 
Bosch is more of a supporting character. But 
where they are both on the page together is 
where the book was most fun and fulfilling 
to write. Anytime [Bosch] is on the page, we 
see him through Mickey’s eyes. So that was a 
new take on him, and anytime after 13 books 
about the guy that I can get in a new take, 
then I want to do that. Because it keeps me 
interested, and it keeps him alive. 

AC: It was interesting to see Bosch from Haller’s 
point of view. He comes off like a jerk sometimes. 
MC: Yeah, you’re right. I made him a jerk 
like that on purpose, and that to me was the 
refreshing part of the book. In all of the Bosch 
books, we ride inside with him. We know 
what he is thinking and what hurts him and 
heals him; all the while he has this tough 
exterior. But what if you didn’t know what he 
was thinking? You’d only be left with that hard 
edge. Harry is a man on a mission, and that 
is to root out this sort of evil. To do it, he has 
endeavored to make himself bulletproof so no 
one and nothing can get to him. That has left 
him with this hard exterior, and I think that is 
on full display in this book without any of the 
mitigating interior thought you get with the 
other books. 

AC: Another strong vibe is the powerful mutual 
dislike of defense attorneys and cops. 


MC: Yeah, I hope it comes through because it 
is truly there. There are always exceptions, but 
in general, defense attorneys and cops are not 
throwing their arms around one another at the 
end of the day. [Cops and defense attorneys] 
are sort of natural-bom enemies. To get this 
sense into the book, I have spent a lot of time 
with both defense attorneys and cops. And 
sometimes I have arranged to be with both 
sides at once, and those are usually fairly tense 
times. A lot of sniping back and forth, a lot of 
negative stories about the other side. Usually 
these sessions are very fruitful for me. 

AC: As Haller says in the intro, everybody lies. 
Call me naive, but being a criminal lawyer seems 
like a pretty rotten job. 

MC: Without defenders of the accused, what 
kind of society do we have? Would we want 
a society where the accused simply disappear 
into jails and prisons? I don’t think so. We 
need these people, and so I believe there is a 
rightful honor bestowed on the profession. 

I don’t think the lawyers who help me operate 
under any illusions. They know that 99 percent 
of the time, their clients are guilty of something. 
... I don’t know a single defense attorney - and 
I know a lot of them - who has trouble sleeping 
at night or feels they have sold their soul, and 
that’s the way it should be. Now that is the real- 
ity, and I write fiction. So in The Brass Verdict, 
we have Mickey Haller going through a crisis of 
conscience. Physical and emotional trauma in 
his life has brought him to the point of question- 
ing what he does and whether he can still do it. 
AC: I ve always admired your use of big meta- 
phors. Here, the biggest one is the flip side of the 
coin thing with Haller and Bosch; they even live 
on opposite sides of the Hollywood Hills, with 
opposing views of Los Angeles, which is great. 
MC: I knew back when I wrote The Lincoln 
Lawyer that it would be likely that I would bring 
Haller and Bosch together down the road. I 
actually placed Haller in a house I used to live 
in on Lareholm Drive. My thinking was that they 
would have two views of the same place, because 
they have different views and experiences of the 
same justice system. Maybe that wasn’t so subtle 
of a metaphor, but it made the process of writing 
the book a litde more clear. So it works for me, 
and maybe it will for the reader. 

AC: One of my other favorites is in the novel 
Angels Llight. 

MC: To me, Angels Flight is a detective story, 
but it’s really a story about Bosch coming to 
grips with his marriage not working and com- 
ing to an end. The little incline railroad called 
Angels Llight, which goes up the side of Bunker 
Hill in downtown L. A. , is two counterbalanced 
train cars that pass each other while one goes 


up and one goes down. I thought that was very 
symbolic of two people coming to the end of a 
relationship. They pass by each other. 

AC: What music have you been listening to lately? 
MC: One is the jazz bassist Ron Carter’s latest 
Japanese import. The other thing is the latest 
CD from Ry Cooder called I, Flathead. At the 
time his Chavez Ravine CD was released, I was 
writing a book called Echo Park, and it had 
storylines that crossed over Chavez Ravine - 
both the real place and the Cooder recording. 
So I had Harry Bosch listening to the CD, and 
I wanted to quote lyrics from it in my book. 
AC: Tell me about your favorites, Frank Morgan 
and Ron Carter. I was just thinking about Ron 
Carter when you mentioned him in the book. 

MC: I also take inspiration from the stories 
behind the music. Lrank Morgan had to struggle 
to make his sound. He fought addiction and 
spent years and years in prison. But somehow he 
survived to make a difference. One of the most 
fulfilling things I ever did was take part in a joint 
lecture with him at the Berklee College of Music 
in Boston. He played his saxophone, and we 
spoke to students about the creative correlation 
between music and writing. It was immensely 
satisfying and wonderful to spend a couple 
of days with him. He was a good storyteller. 
Unfortunately, he passed away in December. The 
Brass Verdict is dedicated to him. 

AC: What’s your next book? 

MC: I pulled the reporter Jack McEvoy, from 
The Poet, off the shelf and am currently writing 
a book about him and his last days as a jour- 
nalist. He gets downsized by the L.A. Times, 
and it’s about the last story he writes. The 
working title is The Scarecrow. 

AC: The Brass Verdict really zips along. Did you 
ratchet up the speed because that’s what people 
expect in a legal thriller? 

MC: 1 wasn’t conscious about any particular 
legal- thriller style, but I am always conscious 
of velocity. Momentum - gotta have it. I really 
wanted it to build momentum outside of the 
courtroom, [so] I tried to place as little of 
the stories as possible in actual courtroom 
settings. I thought it was safer that way since 
I was not a lawyer and these books would 
undoubtedly be compared to all the legal 
thrillers written by lawyers who have actually 
done the real work. 

AC: Will Bosch ever have to come to Austin to 
solve a murder? If so, he would surely have to 
go to a club and see a band or two. Who would 
he go see? 

MC: I think the only thing that could draw Bosch 
to Austin would be a reunion of the Skunks. ■

Remembering James Crumley

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DOWNTOWN OWL: A NOVEL 

by Chuck Klosterman 
Scribner, 275 pp., $24 

In an interview with the Chronicle 
two years ago (see “Truth and 
Inconsequences,” Sept. 22, 2006), Chuck 
Klosterman revealed his next book would 
be a piece of fiction, stating, “I often 
use my life as a literary device, and the 
problem with that is as my life changes, 
what I want to write about has to change.” 
Klosterman’s best known as a critic with 
a healthy number of pop-culture-obsessed 
books and magazine columns under his 
belt. He’s a tireless fan of lists and para- 
graph-long footnotes, though he can usual- 
ly navigate a witty detour via obscure fac- 
toids to keep you from noticing. That style 
of narration is the main obstacle in his 
first novel, set in the sleepy North Dakota 
town of Owl over the span of 1983 to ’84: 
It’s hard to tell how much is fiction and 
how much might be Klosterman’s life. His 
first book, Fargo Rock City: A Heavy Metal 
Odyssey in Rural North Dakota, detailed his 
metal upbringing 
in the gray sub- 
urbs of his home 
state, and Owl’s 
three main char- 
acters reside in 
a similar cultural 
vacuum. Julia’s 
a frazzled young 
teacher relocated 
from Minneapolis; 

Horace is a retired 
farmer and wid- 
ower; Mitch is 
your average apa- 
thetic high school 
football player 
with torture fan- 
tasies about his 
coach. And Owl 
is a place where 
“everyone knows 
everyone.” Instead 
of really fleshing out 
these characters, Klosterman, perhaps 
out of habit, drops musical and cultural 
references throughout the book and folds 
in even more bizarre characters, such 
as the nicknamed drunkards at the local 
bar (“Bull Calf,” “Little Stevie Horse ’n’ 
Phone”) and the lecherous football coach, 
John Laidlaw. He does try to connect the 
characters’ dots, with varying degrees of 
success, and every once in a while, he 
pulls out a nice whip of a sentence that 
sort of nails them: “His stomach started 
to feel strange. It felt the way stomachs 
feel when your wife dies, or when you 
reach your hand back to get your wallet 
and realize it is no longer there.” When 
they are all brought together in the final, 
sudden, symbolic force of nature, we’re 
still no closer to knowing or really car- 
ing about them, because ultimately, it’s 
Klosterman’s voice driving them along the 
surface, and it never really goes deeper 
than that. - Audra Schroeder

THE ENDLESS SEARCH 

Searching for great wines under $10 feels 
like Indiana Jones searching for the Ark of the 
Covenant. No, there are no boulders or 
snakes, but the ratio of good to mediocre wine 
would make the batting average of most Major 
League Baseball pitchers look pretty strong. 
But, I’ve just found two that fit the bill. 

Sebeka Cabernet Pinotage 
is from South Africa’s West 
Cape. The Pinotage grape is a 
cross between Pinot Noir and 
Cinsault that tastes like neither. 

It has a pungent and sweet 
aroma that blends nicely with 
the Cabernet’s more traditional 
flavors. Sebeka’s winemakers 
are aiming their wines at people 
who normally like wines from 
California and Australia. It’s an 
easy drinking wine for an aperi- 
tif, but it will also go very nicely 
with grilled pork or lamb chops, 
especially for just $7. 

Pietra Santa Winery is 25 
miles straight east of 
California’s Monterey Bay, a dry 
area with hot days and cool 
nights ideal for growing lots of 
ripe grapes. Its main collection 
of wines runs about $20, but it 
has succeeded in beating the 
$10 boundary by 50 cents with 
Sacred Stone Master’s Red 
Blend (more holy-search met- 
aphors). This red wine is a 
blend of grapes from all over 
California. They don’t list 
them, but I would guess it has 
Zinfandel and Sangiovese with 
maybe some Ruby Cabernet and a few others. 
Happily, the wine has good acidity, making it 
perfect for hamburgers or Italian food. By the 
way, pay no attention to the groaner of a back 
label (“Behold our Master’s blend - It makes 
every meal magical!”). It’s what’s in the bottle 
that counts. 

The Sebeka Cabernet Pinotage is available 
at the Randalls on Bee Caves Road, and you 
can get both the Sebeka and Sacred Stone at 
Spec’s on Airport. - Wes Marshall 


Emerald City Press doesn’t just have 
what it takes to be one of Austin’s top cof- 
fee shops; it’s also the unique purveyor of 
two items sure to uplift any downhearted 
soul: espresso soft-serve and fresh flow- 
ers. Located near the corner of Ninth and 
Lamar, Emerald City opened in March after 
stylishly repurposing an ungainly former 
photo-lab building into a sleek walk-up and 
drive-through cafe. 

Animated owner Emily Fleming-Nash, a 

native of the nearby Clarksville neighbor- 
hood and veteran of local caffeine institu- 
tions Austin Java and Jo’s, 
said she wanted to open a 
place that was walkable 
and bikeable from the 
neighborhood. Pending 
some zoning hurdles, she 
plans to add a seating 
area out back along Shoal Creek. 

On the hot afternoon I first dropped by, 
the espresso-drenched, low-fat, organic 
soft-serve was probably the most satisfy- 
ing pick-me-up to be had legally. Beverage 
highlights include Katz organic coffee and 
espresso, agave lemonade, an assortment 
of teas (hot and iced), and 12-hour cold- 
brewed iced toddy coffee. The food menu 
reads like a tour of Austin’s local culinary 
delights: Tacodeli breakfast tacos, 
Boomerang’s veggie pies, pastries from 
Upper Crust Bakery, Lone Star Kolaches, 
Ken’s Donuts and spicy samosas, and sand-

wiches from Sweetish Hill Bakery. Gluten- 
free sweets from local dipDunk Cookies are 
also around, as are sinful snacks such as 
Mary Louise Butters Brownies. 

Not to be outdone by other environmen- 
tally progressive coffee dealers, Emerald 
City offers only compostable, corn-based 
disposable cups and cutlery, explained 
barista Johnny Walker. In addition, it 
donates all its coffee grounds to a nearby 
school’s veggie garden and diverts most of 
its refuse from the trash at an on-site recy- 
cling center. Emerald City even offers a 
discount to operators of 
fuel-efficient autos at the 
drive-through. 

On one afternoon visit, 
customer Steve Sides - 
who presented a nearly 
filled frequent customer 
punch card - told me he returned for the 
always fun staff, quality morning coffee, 
and, of course, the espresso soft-serve. 
Sides’ son Grant was thoroughly enjoying a 
soft-serve slathered with chocolate syrup. I 
got crunchy coconut flakes on mine. 

Also notable is Emerald City’s expan- 
sive selection of magazines and newspa- 
pers from Austin and worldwide. Where 
else can you snag a copy of Dr. Andrew 
Weil’s Self Healing; get jazzed on a 
healthy, coffee-laden desert; and walk 
away with a bunch of flowers with which 
to woo your lover? - Daniel Mottola

Our recent feature on local dining landmarks 
generated some responses that made me real- 
ize I had not clearly delineated all of our param- 
eters. For the landmark list itself, we included 
Austin restaurants or artisan food companies 
that had been in business for 50 years or more 
as of the date of the article, Sept. 12. As a 
result of our research, we also ended up with a 
long list of eateries and a few artisan-food 
companies that had been in business for 25 to 
49 years, and we used a few more criteria to 
limit inclusion in that list: no regional or nation- 
al fast-food chains, only chains founded in 
Austin (so yes to Schlotzsky’s, Thundercloud 
Subs, the County Line Bar-B-Q, Delaware 
Sub Shop, and Texadelphia, but no to 
Golden Chick, Bill Miller Bai^B-Q, and 
Burger House); no restaurants that were 
closed as of the date of the issue, which 
excluded the revered Las Manitas; and no res- 
taurants/bakeries/artisan-food companies from 
surrounding towns such as San Marcos, Round 
Rock, Pflugerville, etc., with the exception of 
the Salt Lick and a couple of places in the 
Lake Travis area, which in our minds is part of 
Austin - sort of an arbitrary “our game, our 
rules” explanation, I realize. The best I can tell 
at this point, here are the places we missed, 
with our sincere apologies. 

1972: Anderson’s Coffee Company 
1973: El Galindo Tortillas, 

Rosie’s Tamale House 
1979: Sandy’s Hamburger Hut (Lakeway) 
1980: White Mountain Foods, 

Wally’s Burger Express 
1981: Red River Cafe 

If we’ve still managed to miss something, 
please let us know... Austin beer lovers will 
be pleased to note that the owners of the 
Ginger Man (304 W. Fourth, 473-8801) have 
found a place to relocate Downtown. They 
expect to be in residence at 301 Lavaca by 
January 2009... The Maldonado family of Hill- 
Berts Burgers (1503 W. 35th, 452-3287;

Good food, good work, good citizens

Urban Roots is a local nonprofit that com- 
bines sustainable agriculture with youth devel- 
opment, and it works. Not just for the teenag- 
ers involved but for the entire Austin commu- 
nity. This afterschool program addresses real 
problems of food insecurity and parity and 
deftly forges new solutions by combining 
energy, idealism, and elbow grease. 

Access to fresh, high-quality, organic pro- 
duce is scarce in our poorer neighborhoods 
and nonexistent for the truly needy: the 
elderly, the homebound, and the homeless. 
Childhood obesity has risen as fewer families 
have time for home-cooked meals, and to 
make things worse, most Americans have a 
serious disconnect regarding where their food 
comes from and how much nutrition it actu- 
ally contains. As parents struggle to work 
increasingly long hours for paychecks with less 
buying power, our communities have become 
fractured as well: Very few have time or energy 
to get to know, let alone help, their neighbors. 
And every year, a new crop of high school 
graduates is dumped on the job market lack- 
ing many of the life skills necessary to thrive. 

The Urban Roots program tackles this 
whole range of issues in a seamless and syner- 
gistic way. In a nutshell, local teens from all 
over Austin work an acre of land as an after- 
school job, acquiring life-changing skills in 
cooperation, commitment, entrepreneurship, 
public speaking, self-confidence, and nutrition. 

A full 40% of what they grow is donated to 
local relief organizations, providing high-qual- 
ity, vitamin-rich food to populations who des- 
perately need it, as well as introducing the 
young people to the rewards of community 
service. The remaining 60% of what they grow 
is sold by the teens at area farmers’ markets, 
providing local, affordable, organic produce to 
the city at large. And the money made on sales 
goes to pay the teenagers a fair hourly wage for 
their hard work, and in the process, the kids 
learn about handling money, customer service, 
and small business. 


Most important of all, these kids get to 
make a dramatic and positive impact on prob- 
lems of access and nutrition that more than a 
few adults have given up on as “unsolvable” and 
“just the way it is.” To feel that you have the 
power to address big problems in meaningful 
ways, especially at that age, is transformative. 

The Urban Roots program is the brainchild 
of Max Elliot and Mike Evans. Evans came to 
Austin four years ago with a degree in African- 
American studies and a boatload of experience 
working with urban youth, primarily with 
Boston’s renowned Food Project (www.thefood 
project.org), which he ran for five years. Elliot 
hails from Shreveport, La., and his resume 
contains most of the farming know-how, espe- 
cially concerning farming in our blisteringly 
hot (and largely arid) climate. The two met 
while Evans was doing some volunteer work at 
a local organic farm, and their mutual interest 
in both sustainable agriculture and social 
work drew them together. 

“Some people have a choice and can buy 
the fresh, organic produce,” says Evans. “But 
many don’t have that choice for various rea- 
sons: low income, lots of kids, or lack of 
access. You are cut out of that healthy, nutri- 
tious food, or else you have to make a very 
tough decision, like not having a phone versus 
buying food that is better for your family. 
That’s a crazy decision to have to make.” 

The two men discussed solutions to this 
and other challenges and kept in touch. Two 
or three years later, Elliot was hired by local 
umbrella organization Youthlaunch to oversee 
Webb Middle School’s gardening program. 
Elliot felt that the program didn’t allow the 
students enough investment in the outcome 
of their efforts, so he invited Evans to brain- 
storm with him. Elliot thought that 
Youthlaunch might be convinced to sponsor a 
program similar to the Food Project, where 
working with urban teens could be combined 
with teaching sustainable-farming practices. 
For months the two men hashed out their 


ideas, and they came up with the Urban Roots 
concept. Eventually, Youthlaunch hired Evans 
on as a temporary advisor, and the nonprofit 
project was given the green light. 

Evans and Elliot were able to lease an acre 
of good farmland from Hands of the Earth, a 
farm close to Eastside Memorial High School 
at the Johnston Campus. They began accept- 
ing applications from teenagers all over Austin 
for the afterschool and weekend jobs Urban 
Roots was offering and got about 50 applica- 
tions for the 15 positions. 

“I wish we could have hired 
all of them,” rues Evans. 
“But we hadn’t even had a 
harvest yet, and we couldn’t 
overcommit ourselves.” 
Because Urban Roots is a 
bona fide job, the program 
can serve a more diverse 
group of kids. “The fact that 
we pay people, it levels the 
playing field,” explains 
Evans. “Kids who need to 
spend their time at a paying 
job aren’t pushed out. Some 
kids come for one reason 
and some for other reasons, 
but over time, their goals 
become similar.” 


The first day of work was a Saturday in 
February, when Elliot, Evans, and the crew of 
teens broke ground for planting. Christopher 
Matthews, a sophomore at LBJ, reminisces: “I 
will never forget that first day! It was freezing 
and raining ... I knew we were going to get 
dirty, but man! We had, like, piles of mud stuck 
to our feet!” No one had rain gear, so the kids 
wore black garbage bags as ponchos. When 
asked if that first day gave him second thoughts, 
the soft-spoken linebacker looks confused. “No 
. . . not at all,” he smiles. “Actually, it was fun!” 

Along with learning to work together to get 
all the tomato seedlings planted, all the spin- 
ach harvested, and other specific, time-sensi- 
tive goals, the Urban Roots kids attend work- 
shops aimed at education and personal 
growth. Because Urban Roots is usually a 
teen’s first job, there’s a workshop on money 
management, as well as a necessary workshop 
on insect management. Taking time to sit in 
silence and solitude, to connect with the 
forces and cycles of nature, is the focus of one 
lesson; to connect with the meaning and 
rhythms of music is the focus of another. 

Public speaking has turned out to be an 
essential workshop, as many of the Urban 
Roots kids have been called on to appear on 
television or speak at gatherings about the

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program. “I used to be the shyest, quietest 
person in the class,” says Veronica Garcia, a 
sophomore at LBJ. “But now I speak up all the 
time. Urban Roots helped me to calm down 
and be more comfortable around people. 
Used to be I would never raise my hand, even 
if I had the answer. After being on TV speaking 
up in class ... no problem!” 

During the six-month pilot phase of the 
program, the 15 Urban Roots kids grew a 
whopping 18,000 pounds of organic produce 
- on 1 acre. All in all, they raised beans, beets, 
cabbage, carrots, collard greens, cucumbers, 
eggplant, basil, cilan- 
tro, melons, lettuce, 
okra, onions (bulb and 
bunching), black-eyed 
peas, sweet peppers, 
hot peppers, potatoes, 
spinach, summer 
squash, tomatillos, 
turnips, and tomatoes 
(slicing and cherry) ; 

7,200 pounds of their 
fresh produce was 
donated to local relief 
organizations Caritas, 

Capital Area Food Bank, Meals on Wheels and 
More, Spring Terrace, Manos de Cristo, Casa 
Marianella, and SafePlace. The remaining 
10,650 pounds were sold at farmers’ markets 
and to local community-supported agriculture 
services and restaurants. The Urban Roots 
teens manned tables at both the Downtown 
Austin Farmers’ Market and the Montopolis 
WIC Clinic. “People really loved our toma- 
toes,” Christopher beams. “I was happy when 
people told us, ‘Your vegetables are great!’ It 
makes you really proud.” 

There is no substitute for the pride and self- 
reliance that comes from growing your own 
food; the vegetables you pull from the ground 
or off the vine yourself have a savor unlike any 
other. The teenagers get to take home as much 
produce as they want, and a lot of kids dis- 
cover that they now enjoy vegetables more 
than they thought possible. 


“The organic carrots we grew, they were so 
sweet; you could just eat them right out of the 
ground,” remembers Vivian Alston, a junior at 
LBJ. “I didn’t used to eat raw spinach, but I 
look forward to it now. ” 

Local chefs including Jack Gilmore, Angela 
Shelf Medearis, Howard Kells, and Brian Hay 
volunteered to teach cooking workshops, mak- 
ing unfamiliar vegetables less intimidating. “I 
had never tasted squash or beets before Urban 
Roots,” laughs Veronica. “You know how when 
you go to taste something new, you hesitate, like, 
am I going to like it? You hesitate. It was like that 
for me at the cooking 
workshop, with beets. 
But then I just fell in 
love with them! And 
then I thought, what 
else do you have?” 

The nutrition work- 
shop had a big impact 
on all the kids, and 
they took what they 
learned there home to 
their families. “They 
showed us how much 
fat is in a Big Mac, and 
I thought, ‘Oh my god, that is so nasty V” con- 
tinues Veronica. “I went home and told my 
family everything, especially about how much 
sugar is in one can of soda.” 

For Vivian Alston, the money-management 
workshop proved the most helpful. “I already 
knew a lot about eating healthy,” she says. 
“But I didn’t know anything about handling 
money. We earned over $2,500 over the 
course of the program, so they had a woman 
from the bank come out and show us how to 
budget, how to save, and how to open a 
checking account. She taught us about taxes, 
and we discussed what we wanted to do with 
our money; it was really informative. I just got 
my driver’s license, and now I’ve started sav- 
ing up for a car - and for gas and insurance.” 
Evans stresses that while the kids learn 
about farming, they also learn much more. 
“What we are trying to do in our program, we

are teaching kids, yes, how to farm, but we are 
also teaching how to work hard. How to be 
responsible, and what does commitment mean? 
Our kids have to commit to work from February 
to July. That’s a long time in a kid’s life!” 

Evans’ eyes grow serious and earnest as he 
explains. “They get a chance to learn entrepre- 
neurial skills and overcome learned helpless- 
ness. We don’t expect them to become farmers; if 
they learn about farming and can become advo- 
cates for the environment and for farming later 
on, that’s great. We want them to say: ‘I am 
going to learn about all of this and keep it in my 
mind, but also learn these interpersonal skills so 
I have convincing skills when I apply for a job. I’ll 
have convincing skills when I go to college.’ If 
you are able to present yourself confidently, it 
makes a huge difference.” 

Both Vivian and Christopher are hoping to 
come back and work at Urban Roots next year, 
but only three of the 15 current students are 
eligible to come back. The program needs to 
benefit as many teens as possible, and there are 
only 15 spots, total. Evans and Elliot have man- 
aged to budget for three returning “assistant 
crew leaders,” but the remaining positions must 
be filled with newcomers. 

“If we only had more land,” says Evans, “we 
could rehire every kid from last year and expand, 
as well. The program has been such a huge suc- 
cess. We would love to hire all the teenagers who 
are interested. If we could get an inexpensive 
lease on a few more acres of arable land, we 
wouldn’t have to disappoint any of these kids.” 

“If only we could all come back next year,” 
Vivian sighs. “My job at Urban Roots was better 
than my mom’s job, even! I mean, I was happier 
going to and coming from work than my mom ever 
is. I don’t want to have to get a job in fast food or 
anything like that. I want to work on the farm.” 

“I learned so much,” inteijects Christopher, “that 
my cousin, who really is a farmer - well, he has a 
really big garden - he’s started asking me questions. 
I turned in my application today; I’m really hoping 
to come back for the second year.” ■

HUMAN TRAFFIC 


A new rockumentary aims to do 
something about the modern slave trade

Often, the causes that call us are the culmination of coincidence, 
an awareness brought to action by the aligning of circumstance. The 
seeds of Justin Dillon’s fight to bring attention to the plight of mod- 
ern-day slavery were planted while recording with his band in L.A. in 
2004, when the songwriter came across Peter Landesman’s New York 
Times Magazine article “The Girls Next Door.” 

“That story was just in my head, and then the 
band got asked to go play music in Russia,” 
relates Dillon. “We were playing shows there for a 
week, and we met all these girls that were just 
telling us about these opportunities to come to 
the States or to Italy to be waitresses or all this 
other stuff. And these are smart girls, they’re edu- 
cated, but they’re 17 and 18 and so desirous to 
get out of there that even when we told them that 
they were prime victims for trafficking, they did not 
want to hear it. They’d show me some of their offers, and it was all 
bogus. It wasn’t a business deal; no one would do a deal like that. 
And they just didn’t want to believe it. When I experienced that, the 
fact that this is happening in the open, that’s when I came back and 
began contacting organizations to see how I could help.” 

The result is Dillon’s Call + Response, a harrowing and important 
documentary on the contemporary slave trade that attempts to engage 
an audience that he recognizes is largely unaware that the problem 
even exists. The worldwide statistics are staggering, but in the United 
States alone, an estimated 200,000 people are living in slavery. 


Dillon’s approach is emotionally effective, even if narratively digres- 
sive, juxtaposing interviews with journalists and politicians and brutally 
horrific testimonials from survivors and activists with immaculately shot 
performances from musicians such as Imogen Fleap, Rocco DeLuca, 
Talib Kweli, Cold War Kids, and Matisyahu (whose segment was filmed 
in Austin), as well as a fascinating history of the relationship between 
music and slavery delivered by Cornel West. Most moving is Emmanuel 
Jal’s witness with his autobiographical anthem “Warchild.” 

“My hunch was that the music was going to pull information past 
firewalls that just information alone won’t hit,” offers Dillon. “It’s not 

really a bait and switch, but it’s more 
about a marriage between the infor- 
mation and music that can maybe 
take the information a little bit further. 
The whole idea is just getting a 
response out of people, and music 
can bring that information further into 
the heart and the soul and the mind.” 
As its title suggests, Call + Response 
attempts to offset the overwhelming 
paralysis in audiences made suddenly 
aware of the extreme reach of the injustices by inciting a simple yet 
necessary response. In the globalized market, we all are unwittingly cul- 
pable in sustaining slave labor through consumption of goods as innoc- 
uous as cell phones and coffee; only in a demand for and creation of a 
viable market for slave-free products will corporations ultimately audit 
their supply chains. 

As Dillon points out, slavery operates in the open, but because we 
don’t recognize it as a 21st century problem, we simply don’t see it. 
Call + Response is at the very least an attempt to open our eyes. ■

SPAGHETTI WESTERN TAKES AIM 
AT INCENTIVES BATTLE 

Set decorator Jeanette Scott may be 
the perfect example of the impact of inef- 
fective Texas film incentives, and thus it’s 
no surprise to see her artistic hand in an 
event aimed at turning the tide. It’s called 
Spaghetti Western and planned for Nov. 7 
at Star Hill Ranch, an Old West set that 
has been used in a few films in its time. 
Scenes from Italian Westerns will screen 
in the background on the Alamo 
Drafthouse’s inflatable screen during the 
seated dinner for 500 as local film celebs 
wander about. Gary Clark Jr.’s band will 
play. A silent auction will be conducted. 

Most important, Scott hopes it will raise 
$20,000 for the Central Texas region of 
the Texas Motion Picture Alliance, a 
film lobbying group working to convince 
the Legislature in 2009 to increase the 
current 5% financial incentives offered to 
somewhere in the 15% range, so Texas 
can regain the Flollywood films that now 
bypass the Lone Star State in favor of 
more incentive-rich states such as 
Louisiana and New Mexico at 25% and 
Michigan, which is offering up to 42%. “If 
we’re not successful, nothing is going to 
be shooting,” Scott says. “Our feature film 
industry is gasping for breath. We have to 
make this happen this [legislative] ses- 
sion, or it’s too late.” 

As we said, Scott could well be the 
Texas film industry’s poster child: She’s 
been hard at work for 20 years on such 
films as Selena, Richard Linklater’s 
The Newton Boys, most of Robert 
Rodriguez’s films, and, most recently, 
Terrence Malick’s Tree of Life. “I’ve man- 
aged to stay right here at home and work 
continuously in Austin,” she says. “Two 
years ago, that just disappeared.” She’s 
been offered two film projects out of 
state recently, one in Louisiana and the 
other in Puerto Rico, which just began 
offering 40% incentives. Her commitment 
to the Texas incentives battle and the 
Spaghetti Western fundraising event con- 
vinced her to say no. See more at 
www.centraltxmpa.org.

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Trial and Error, Rewarded 

The days- and nights- and years-long journey to make 'August Evening’

“Life can be disappointing even in the best 
of times,” one character tells another in August 
Evening, and it’s one of the many moments 
of understated resonance in Chris Eska’s 
contemplative first feature. Though he and 
his producers joke about how poorly it might 
serve as a poster tagline, there’s a bittersweet 
truth to it: The best of times are fleeting for 
all of us, of course, but at least they seem to 
come and go and come back again. For fifty- 
something widower Jaime (Pedro Castaneda) 
and twentysomething widow Lupe (Veronica 
Loren), his daughter-in-law, those times are 
literally buried in the ground. As the unlikely 
duo staggers around Texas with no docu- 
mentation and no work, their hope erodes 
along with the audience’s. The hurt in this 
family drama (its leads heretofore nonactors, 
its language Spanish) is so relentless that you 
half expect the screen to go black in mourning 
- the ambient cicadas, San Antonio buses, and 
soundtrack from Jonathan Hughes and Windy 
& Carl to fade away; cinematographer Yasu 
Tanida’s battered piers, roadside carnivals, and 
shotgun shacks to cave in on themselves; our 
protagonists and their underdogged senses of 
humor to vaporize - and you half wish it would. 
But by the closing credits, you’re glad and 
grateful that it hasn’t; the ultimate heartbreak 
happens when the experience has ended. 

For Eska, a soft-spoken encyclopedia of mid- 
century world cinema, the experience of mak- 
ing August Evening - much of it in and around 
where he was raised in Gonzales County - was 
a trying time itself. One example that comes 
to mind is two people helping him, including 
production designer Elysia Van Deusen, were 
more than mildly electrocuted. On the first 
day. “A disaster,” he says. “I wanted to quit. 
I wanted to go home.” One problem: He was 
home, having moved back to Texas after finish- 
ing the short “Doki-Doki” in Japan and gradu- 
ating from UCLA’s Master of Fine Arts program. 
He wanted to do this. He had to. So, like his 
characters, the writer-director and his crew 
persevered. Following a brief hospital stint, Van 
Deusen was back for the 18-hour, 105-degree 
days. Eska rented a house to accommodate 
20 people living co-op style and sleeping on 
air mattresses. With support from the locals 
(home-cooked meals and full borrowing rights 
at thrift stores), everyone got over the dust, 
chicken shit, and dwindling budget. If it wasn’t 
exactly Herzog, it at least sounds like an inter- 
esting shoot. Upon the film’s arrival on the 
festival circuit, things got more interesting: 
It was embraced across the board, capturing 
the Target Filmmaker Award for Best Narrative 
Feature in the wake of its Los Angeles Film 
Festival premiere and later the John Cassavetes 
Award at Film Independent’s Spirit Awards, 
where Castaneda was nominated along with 
Don Cheadle, Frank Langella, Tony Leung, 
and Philip Seymour Hoffman for Best Male 


Lead. Loren won Best Actress at the Zimbabwe 
(!) International Film Festival. Leading up to 
its opening here, proclamations in support of 
August Evening are being issued statewide. 

Heady times, maybe even the best of them, 
but the 32-year-old Eska - now living in Austin 
- knows things could get disappointing if 
people don’t actually go see the film. (It opens 
in Austin on Oct. 10.) He doesn’t feel pressure 
from his distributor, the legendary Moctesuma 
Esparza and Maya Pictures, or even par- 
ticularly care about the money. He started 
with little more than a Texas Filmmakers’ 
Production Fund grant and doesn’t expect to 
get rich. He just believes that, on some level, 
August Evening will mean as much to viewers 
as it does to him. Which is why he and co- 
producer Jason Wehling sat down at Progress 
Coffee a couple of weeks ago to talk about it. 

Chris Eska: I graduated from film school in 
2003. “Doki-Doki” ... it had about as much 
success as a short film could have had, but that 
doesn’t really mean anything in Hollywood. 
So I crashed on my then-girlfriend’s futon for 
about a year and a half and just watched about 
three or four DVDs every single day. Broke 
them down, tried to figure out exactly why 
they worked, what I liked about the characters. 
I started to get really frustrated that I wasn’t 
being productive, and it finally boiled over. I 
decided I was going to sell my car, move back 
to Texas, and get this feature going. People put 
a lot of pressure on their first film, their first fea- 
ture, and a lot of people think that you should 
do something that’s going to be a calling card, 
something slick that’s going to impress every- 
body and make sure you can get your big 15- to 
20-million-dollar film made. But I thought, you 
know, I may never get another chance, because 
it takes so many people, so much time, so 
much money to make a film, that I wanted to 
do something that was important to me even if 
it was just played in my parents’ living room. 
And then, if it never made it, I don’t know, at 
least I said what I had to say. 

Austin Chronicle: What were you trying to say 
with August Evening? 

CE: I was thinking about family issues. 
Generational senses of duty. I was thinking 
about things that had happened in my family, 
the emotions I go through, that I feel like we 
all go through, regardless of our backgrounds, 
that almost nobody ever shows in films. 
Mainstream, arthouse, even foreign. I felt like 
there wasn’t anything out there right now sim- 
ilar to what I had in mind. I wanted to try and 
give an audience a place to go and experience 
those emotions. [Pauses] Jason actually quit 
his job at PBS to come and do this. That’s how 
everything was done. Just so you know, Jason 
is sort of the silly one, and I’m the serious one. 
I like Ozu; he likes zombie films. But he keeps 
me from being too pretentious, and I keep

him from going off the deep end. But he’s the 
kind of guy I need on the set, because I’m so 
focused. He really held everything together. 
Jason Wehling: I’ve known Chris for a 
long time. We were in undergraduate school 
together [at Rice] . 

CE: We met at Liberty Lunch. We kept going 
to the same shows all of the time. 

JW: We realized, “I’ve seen you at school 
before,” and then we started being in the same 
classes. There weren’t many people; there 
weren’t very many classes for film. I helped 
him on some of his shorts. I acted in one 
of them. And then, over the years, we both 
ended up in L.A. He went to graduate school 
at UCLA, and I went to D.C., to work for PBS 
in their programming department. We stayed 
connected, and one of his films came through, 
so I helped him find the right people, and they 
loved it. I didn’t really have to do anything: I 
just pushed it in the right direction. And later 
on, he’s like, “I want to do a feature,” and I 
said, “Well, all right.” [Laughs] From seeing 
his shorts develop, I saw him turn a comer at 
“Doki-Doki.” I wanted to help. I was tired of 
sitting behind a desk; I wanted to come back 
[to Texas]. And I knew this was a project I 
could get behind. 

CE: I wanted to come back to Austin. Jason 
wanted to come back to Austin. He was with 
his fiancee, now his wife. It was about sort 
of coming home and staying home. “I don’t 
want to leave anymore.” . . . When I made the 
Japanese film, it was really about my isolation 
in the modern metropolis of Los Angeles. I 


wasn’t connecting with people. That’s what 
film’s all about: How to connect with people. 
Then I came back to Austin, and within two 
months, I had more friends than I’ve ever 
had in my life. I had a huge network here, 
instantly, because it attracts a certain kind of 
people. 

JW: So, then, I got back. He showed me a 
treatment. We wrote out a TFPF grant applica- 
tion that helped get our minds around exactly 
what was going to go on. Went into prepro- 
duction off of a 16-page treatment. Cast the 
film off of the treatment, did everything. Chris 
started working on the script, and we started 
finding locations, putting things together, 
gathering up the props. A lot of students from 
UT came down to Gonzales. 

CE: I’d say half the crew was from UT. 

AC: There are moments when the script, this time 
frame in the film, seems plucked from the strata 
of these characters’ lives. You can totally imagine 
their pasts and their futures with very little expo- 
sition. Whenever I describe August Evening, its 
subject matter or whatever, to friends, they ask if 
it’s a documentary. 

CE: In terms of it feeling like a documentary, 
some of my heroes, they started out making 
documentary films and then moved into fic- 
tion. I thought it was important to have a hand- 
held camera; not an annoying shaky cam for no 
reason but to make it feel as though the camera 
- and the audience, hopefully - is another fam- 
ily member sitting in the room. ■

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Democracy’s Feet of Clay 

AFS Documentary Tour presents ‘Can Mr. Smith Get to Washington Anymore?’

Herewith the second of three pre-election 
docs presented this fall by the Austin Film 
Society that examine how the political pro- 
cess can subvert the democratic ideal. In 
his first feature doc, the terrifically titled 
Can Mr. Smith Get to Washington Anymore?, 
filmmaker Frank Popper shows us in how 
many ways the decks are stacked against 
a political rookie who, for the very best of 
reasons, decides to run for office. Jeff Smith, 
a 29-year-old Wesleyan graduate and instruc- 
tor at Washington University in St. Louis, 
was just one of 10 who threw his hat into the 
ring for the 2004 Democratic primary for the 
U.S. House seat vacated by Dick Gephardt. 
The most formidable of his opponents, who 
included state legislators (and, just to up 
the name confusion quotient, yet another 
“Smith,” also a Washington U prof), was 
Russ Carnahan, a ho-hum state legislator 
who also happened to be the son of popular 
late Governor Mel Carnahan (who died in 
a plane crash during a 2000 run for U.S. 
Senate and was elected posthumously; his 
wife, Jean, was subsequently appointed to 
take his place). What candidate Jeff Smith 
was up against was the fact that in politics, 
name recognition is huge; in Missouri, the 
Carnahan name was analogous to Kennedy. 

Smith was just the kind of guy - smart, 
articulate, energetic, and a hardworking 
advocate for the disenfranchised, who made 
up the majority of his district - we’d like to 
see more of in politics. Alas, with no war 
chest and an enthusiastic, altruistic, but 
inexperienced campaign team, not to men- 
tion a skeptical mom and grandma who 
believed that his time would be far better 
spent getting his doctorate, he had some 
obstacles. Popper follows Smith’s grassroots, 
hard-on-the-shoe-leather-and-cell-phone- 
minutes campaign and keeps us on the edge 
of our seats for the duration of the film. 
Along the way, everyone learns a thing or two 
about the pragmatics of the politics game. I 
won’t ruin the ending for you. 


Austin Chronicle: How did you get interested in 
this project? Did you know Jeff Smith beforehand? 
Frank Popper: I was sickened by Bush’s reck- 
less foreign policy and his rush into war, and 
one day I had a phone call with my father 
about it, and he could hear the steam coming 
out of my ears, and he said: “You’re a film- 
maker. Why don’t you get it off your chest and 
make a documentary?” ... One day I was at 
a booksigning event in downtown St. Louis, 
and there was this guy, Jeff Smith, working 
the crowd of a couple hundred people, and he 
came up to me and said: “Hi, I’m Jeff Smith. 
I’m running for Congress.” I had heard of 
this Smith, who seemed to be capturing some 
attention, but since there were two Smiths and 
both were teaching at Washington University, 
I wasn’t sure which Smith this was, so I said, 
“I think I’ve heard of you.” Jeff said, “Yeah, 
you and about 35 other 
people.” Total conversa- 
tion was 20 seconds long, 
but I immediately liked 
his demeanor, and he had 
a sparkle in his eye, and 
I sat down and said to 
the woman sitting next to 
me, “I think I’m going to make a documentary 
about that guy.” One of the reasons Jeff got 
into the race was that he, too, was profoundly 
disturbed by the way Bush went into war, 
and one of the central points of his campaign 
was to attack Bush on the war and his foreign 
policy. I knew I had found my subject. 

AC: Your first-time doc experience, filming 
Smith’s campaign, sort of parallels his maiden 
run for office. Did it go as you expected? 

FP: There was only me with a camera, so I 
couldn’t be everywhere at the same time. I had 
to make choices on the fly - do I stay with Jeff 
or do I hang back at campaign headquarters, 
or do I go to a staff meeting or to a political 
forum? - lots of stuff to shoot, but I could only 
be in one place at a time. I was flying by the 
seat of my pants. After a while, I began to real- 
ize that Jeff was usually in or near the eye of the 


storm, so I chose to spend the 
majority of my time with him. 

I didn’t know what to expect. 

I had never been behind the 
scenes of a political campaign 
before, so, like most of my 
work, it was really a journey of 
discovery. I just had to make 
sure that while I was discov- 
ering stuff, I was keeping the 
shots in focus, getting good sound, and hop- 
ing to be where the action was as much as 
possible. I was holding up as my model D.A. 
Pennebaker’s The War Room, and I remember 
telling my wife at the end of the day, “My 
god, I can’t believe the footage I’m getting.” 
It seemed to me at the time that from a story 
standpoint, what I was getting appeared to be 
more of an emotional roller coaster than what 
I had recalled seeing in 
The War Room. 

Surprises? Witnessing 
Jeff Smith’s campaign 
from the inside was an 
emotional roller coaster 
unlike anything I had 
experienced before. And 
I think the surprises unfold pretty readily in 
the movie as you watch it. Artie Harris, Jeff’s 
communications director, told me once when I 
lowered the camera after some drama that had 
just unfolded, “We have bigger ups and downs 
in one day than most people have in a year.” 
And I think that’s true. I remember thinking 
that my challenge as a filmmaker was to make 
sure that those surprises that I was witnessing 
made it to the screen in a way that would be 
as powerful for the audience as it was for me. 
AC: What would you like the viewer to take away 
from your film? 

FP: This film is really a microcosm, in many 
ways, of what is happening right now on the 
national level. It’s the story of how our American 
political election system is broken. The majority 
of voters don’t pay attention, and if they do, 
most wait until the closing weeks of a campaign 


to tune in. Most of the corporate media don’t 
do a very good job of covering the issues that 
will have a profound effect on the voters. Our 
country faces some of the most difficult and 
complex problems: Our foreign policy, econo- 
my, and our health-care system are in shambles, 
and yet it is possible to spend tons of time and 
column inches on dumb stuff about who said 
what about “lipstick on a pig.” It’s a sad state 
of affairs that it takes doomsday on Wall Street 
to put this kind of political conversation in 
perspective. It’s the way that campaigns game 
the system, and much of the corporate media 
are willing to play along. The political establish- 
ment makes it nearly impossible for fresh voices 
to be heard. The money that’s needed to be 
raised and spent to run a campaign is off the 
charts. Political dynasties and name recognition 
are worth so much more than talent. If you’ve 
got name recognition, you’ve automatically got 
a huge advantage over your lesser-known rivals, 
whether you’re even qualified to run. 

AC: Any surprising reactions to the film? 

FP: I am amazed at the number of conserva- 
tives and Republicans who send Jeff Smith, a 
liberal Democrat, letters and e-mails saying 
that they don’t agree with many of his posi- 
tions but who go on to praise him for his 
strength and courage and to offer their sup- 
port the next time he runs for office. I think 
this says something about how people can 
be attracted to a candidate in spite of his or 
her positions on the issues and might offer 
some insight into why so many Democrats 
supported McCain in 2000 and why so many 
Republicans support Obama in 2008. ■

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‘Masterpiece’ 
Loosens the Corset

If you’re tired of those silly women on 
Wisteria Lane, can’t stomach the creepy goings 
on in Bon Temps, don’t like football, and have 
had it with solving crimes or animated dads on 
Sunday night, PBS is launching a new addition 
to its Masterpiece Theatre franchise, one that’s 
well worth checking out. Hosted by British 
actor Matthew Goode ( Brideshead Revisited), 
Masterpiece Contemporary premieres this 
Sunday with the five-part thriller, The Last 
Enemy. It will make you forget what else is on, 
as it sucks you into a world in the not-so-distant 
future, where anyone can be tracked down and 
monitored through a national ID system and a 
network of cameras with lightning-fast speed. 
Of course, the idea is to protect the innocent 
and keep those with nefarious goals under 
scrutiny. “The innocent have nothing to hide,” 
series creator Peter Berry ( Prime Suspect 6: The 
Last Witness) posits in press materials. But what 
happens when “the innocent have to prove 
they are, in fact, innocent?” Or when “ordinary 
citizens become the enemy?” 

The series centers on Stephen Ezard 
(Benedict Cumberbatch), a brilliant math- 
ematician who is summoned to London 
for his activist brother’s funeral. Totally 
immersed in his work for four years, Stephen 
has lost touch with his brother and how the 
city has evolved in his absence. So when 
he returns to the apartment he kept in 
London, he’s deeply disturbed 
find there a dying woman being 
nursed by his brother’s widow, a 
doctor named Yasim (Anamaria 
Marinca). Things get more dis- 
tressing when he’s made an 
offer he can’t refuse to continue 
his research - if only he will be a 
public advocate for a new surveil- 
lance system called Total Information 
Awareness. In the meantime, an enigmatic 
government agent has gone rogue and has 
Ezard in his sights for his own personal 
needs. 

The Last Enemy has the excitement of 24 
with down-to-earth performances. A love 
story is a clunky addition to the mix, and 
only in the last episode does it make dramatic 
sense. But even this is easily forgiven once the 
series careens to its hair-raising conclusion. 

The Last Enemy airs Sundays at 8pm on 
PBS through Nov. 2. 

First Blush 

Many new series have already hit the air- 
waves. Here’s a gunshot view of what’s new 
and what’s worth watching: 

True Blood (HBO): Sexual energy and the 
dangerously erotic have long been staples of the 
vampire myth, but in this Southern Gothic spin 
from Alan Ball (Six Feet Under), the sexuality 
leans heavily toward the sleazy. I want to like 
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Anna Paquin as Sookie, the “just a waitress” 
protagonist who, in this rendition of the TV 
vampire series, has a low-wattage super power 
in her ability to hear what people are thinking, 
but her wide-eyed innocence is a touch too 
precious. The subplot of the vampires coming 
out in the open and seeking their rights is inter- 
esting, but with bodies dropping all over town, 
the series has turned into a murder-mystery 
that happens to have vampires attached. The 
verdict: still watching. Airs Sundays at 8pm. 

Fringe (Fox): This X-Files wannabe from 
J.J. Abrams and company had a stylish sea- 
son opener. Now it’s down to business as 
another police procedural with a paranormal 
twist. John Noble steals the show as the mad 
scientist, Dr. Walter Bishop. How he manages 
to be sad, kooky, and a little creepy all at once 
is fascinating. And I’m always happy to see 
e Wire’s Lance Reddick, here as a 
Homeland Security agent who seeks 
to find out what unexplained phe- 
nomena known as the pattern 
all add up to - catastrophe or 
merely an enormous pain in the 
backside? The verdict: still watch- 
ing. Airs Tuesdays at 8pm. 

Gary Unmarried (CBS): Jay 
Mohr stars as recently divorced Gary 
Brooks, trying to navigate single life (i.e., get- 
ting some) while still dealing with his ex-wife 
and their preteen kids. Full of gotcha zingers, 
which the network apparently thinks are the 
heart and soul of comedy, as they’ve devoted 
a whole page of the series’ website to them. 
The verdict: One episode was more than 
enough. Airs Wednesdays at 7:30pm. 

Worst Week (CBS): Kyle Bornheimer 
stars as a young fiance who can’t help doing 
or saying the wrong thing at the wrong time. 
Kind of like a younger, more frenetic Larry 
David {Curb Your Enthusiasm), only a lot 
cuddlier. The verdict: might watch again. 
Airs Mondays at 7:30pm. 

The Mentalist (CBS): Simon Baker’s 
charm is wasted in this new procedural fea- 
turing another quirky character who can solve 
crimes. The verdict: I like Baker, but I think 
I’ve seen enough. Airs Tuesdays at 8pm.

Both the 2008 Austin City Limits Music Festival and 

the triumphant homecoming of the Butthole Surfers at 
Stubb’s on Saturday opened with the theme from Chariots 
of Fire. Thankfully, that’s where the similarities ended. 

The Surfers’ sold-out reunion felt like electroshock 
therapy, a 90-minute curative calamity of glorious noise 
and plangent psychedelia, triggered by opener “22 
Going on 23” and set against a backdrop of strobe 
lights and depraved film projections. Performing togeth- 
er locally in this incarnation for the first time since 
1989, the band appeared in fine form, particularly gui- 
tarist Paul Leary and frontman Gibby Haynes, who 
contorted his vocal lacerations and stripped out of cus- 
tomized T-shirts bearing slogans such as “Hockey 
Cunt.” Vintage cuts “Creep in the Cellar” and “Moving 
to Florida” burned like acid flashbacks, powered by the 
plunging rhythms of drummers Teresa Nervosa (stand- 
ing) and King Coffey (sitting) and bassist Jeff Pinkus. 

As The New York Times noted on Tuesday, the sev- 
enth annual ACL Music Festival “deserves recognition 
as a first-tier rock test, with a regional twist.” Weather 
throughout the weekend was the finest to date, and 
while some were treated on site for what OTR calls 
“Zilker Lung,” the grounds held up surprisingly well, 
thanks in part to increased recycling. Hand sanitizers 
and upgrades to the media area didn’t go without notice 
(though quicker access to the latter is necessary), and 
the general hospitality in the VIP Grove and throughout 
the entire park was impressive to say the least. 

Personal highlights included the echoes of Pink Floyd 
rippling through Spiritualized s transcendence, the Drive- 
By Truckers’ epic “18 Wheels of Love,” and, in what 
promised to be their final show for some time, headliner 
Foo Fighters’ gargantuan Austin City Limits taping on

Monday night.

Welch and David Rawlings sat in with M. Ward, Jenny 
Lewis, and Conor Oberst later that evening at La Zona 

Rosa. Speaking of collaborations, Austin’s Tosca String 
Quartet assisted the Ivy League pop of Vampire 
Weekend but not collaborator David Byrne, who exor- 
cized a few ghosts from the bushes at his festival set, 
including the Talking Heads’ “Once in a Lifetime” and 
“Houses in Motion,” with help from interpretive dancers. “I 
think there should be more of them,” quipped VW’s 
Rostam Batmanglij between numbers. 

On the local front, White Denim’s compact funk solidi- 
fied the figurative meeting point between Gnarls Barkley 
and the Raconteurs. Local soul shouter Nakia held his 
own onstage with Sharon Jones & the Dap-Kings, 
while Bavu Blakes, donning a Barack Obama mask, 
waxed political following an introduction from Mayor Will 
Wynn. The Strange Boys and Sound and Jury 
Competition winners the Steps both covered classics 
twice their ages, blues staple “Baby Please Don’t Go” 


and the Rolling Stones’ “Dead Flowers,” respectively, 
and the Octopus Project’s electronic symphony swelled 
with the addition of a 20-piece horn section borrowed 
from the Austin High School Band. “I thought I was 
going to cry,” Octo’s Yvonne Lambert remarked later. 

Considering the precedent set by artists such as 
Mavis Staples, Charlie Musselwhite, and the late 
Andy Palacio, the only sticking point this year was the 
lack of resounding world and soul music in the WaMu 
tent (soon to be J.P. Morgan tent?), with the noted 
exception of the Nachito Herrera All Stars, 

Antibalas’ Afrobeat explosion, and the Senegalese chill 
of Les Freres Guisse. Our suggestions include round- 
ing up the likes of Youssou N’Dour, Salif Keita, 

Vieux Farka Toure, Os Mutantes, Tinariwen, the 
reunited Los Fabulosos Cadillacs, and Martha 
Reeves, some of which are obviously too big to play 
the tent, but then consider that no one reigned more 
supreme or played a bigger stage last week than the 
King of Bongo, Manu Chao. 

“To come here and spend four days, [Austin’s] one of 
those cities you say, ‘What a shame I can’t stay longer,”’ 
enthused the original gypsy punk in Spanish to the 
Chronicle on Saturday, lounging poolside at the Radisson 
before departing for Mexico City. “We will return.”

God bless David Byrne for stepping onstage 
Friday night in white orthopedic shoes. From 
set opener “Strange Overtones,” the best 
song on his new collaboration with Brian Eno, 
the venerable eklektiko led an all-white affair 
from head to toe (save for his eyebrows) to 
the backup dancers in his stage ensemble. 
Everything That Happens Will Happen Today's 
“One Fine Day” sounded glazed and medi- 
cated on the big stage, setting the tone for an 
hourlong set that included a half-dozen danc- 
ers flitting about behind him free-form. Then 
Byrne threw the crowd some Talking Fleads 
with “Once in a Lifetime,” appropriate “Life 
During Wartime,” and “Crosseyed & Painless.” 
Closer “I Feel My Stuff” featured Byrne and 
his dancers opening on a choreographed set- 
piece, and for a moment it looked like they 
might start snapping into a song from West 
Side Story . Thankfully, it only lasted several 
minutes, but he managed to take one of 
Everything's biggest duds and make some- 
thing funky and new out of it. It was a very 
“adult” live experience, but Byrne’s paid his 
dues and can wear whatever shoes he’s most 
comfortable dancing in.

THE MARS VOLTA 

Friday, Sept. 26, Zilker Park 

Ninety minutes and seven songs: That just 
about sums up the new Mars Volta, same as 
the old Mars Volta. When doomsday music led 
the band onstage for its Friday night headlining 
spot, core members and At the Drive-In expats 
Omar Rodriguez-Lopez and Cedric Bixler-Zavala 


entered on a cloud of self-dedicated hero 
worship. With his pants ever tighter and hair 
down to here, Bixler-Zavala emulated Robert 
Plant more than he would probably admit to, 
wailing bansheelike over Rodriguez-Lopez’s 
mind-numbing guitar solos. As those solos con- 
tinued, songs lengthened. Sticking primarily to 
this year’s The Bedlam in Goliath, the El Paso 
natives slurred through “Goliath,” “Viscera 
Eyes,” and “Wax Simulacra” before the curi- 
ous began filing either out or across the park 
to visit Manu Chao. It was a hot mess, mixing 
Zeppelin with Spinal Tap’s “Jazz Odyssey.” The 
Mars Volta has become an insanely loud (not 
bad), wanky (really bad), jam band (detestable) 
without the patchouli oil, its sound imitating a 
cat expelling a hair ball on a helicopter going 
south. Time to stop proving technicality and 
find the center once again.

RYAN BINGHAM 

Friday, Sept. 26, Zilker Park 

While West Texas legends Joe Ely and Terry 
Allen sing praise for Austin’s Ryan Bingham, 
his 2007 Lost Highway debut, Mescalito, 
offered only a smidgen to distinguish him from 
others in the Red Dirt scene. Forty minutes 
in front of an ample crowd made up for it, 
Bingham and his trio of Dead Horses impress- 
ing with a set that leaned heavily on Scorchers 
roar and Southern rock stomp. The singer- 
songwriter’s straw hat and beard added years 
to his youth, while his scratchy vocals veered 
closer to Waitsian than on disc. Mid-set, Doug 
Moreland joined in with his fiddle, bringing the 
music closer to traditional country, though it 
wasn’t until closing twofer “Sunshine” and 
radio hit “Bread and Water” that Bingham 
pulled out his slide guitar chops. Matching 
those of guitarist Corby Schaub, Bingham 
fueled the band into overdrive, a move that left 
the assembled howling for more. - Jim Caligiuri 

ANTIBALAS 

Friday, Sept. 26, Zilker Park 

Afrobeat is deeply political music, and the 
current political climate has lit a fire under 
Antibalas. The 12-man Brooklyn army relished 
the irony of playing the WaMu tent the same 
day the banking giant went belly up, crafting a 
cover of Bob Marley’s “Rat Race” for the occa- 
sion and dedicating “War Hero” to all defunct 
financial institutions. “We need to get our priori- 



ACL often seems like an endless mass of shirtless white dudes, but the crowd in front 
of the AT&T stage waiting for Manu Chao’s headlining performance had a distinctly inter- 
national feel. Preceded by soccer stadium chants of “Ole, ole, ole” and punctuated by 
an encore tribute to Argentine futbolista Diego Maradona, the 90-minute pachanga wed 
punk rock and reggae in a blissful union not seen since rude boys ran roughshod over 
London. The spastic paranoia of last year’s La Radiolina sparked another rare stateside 
appearance by the Parisian-born Spaniard and his sixpiece guerilla unit, with punk grunts 
of “Oi, oi, oi” bumping into the distinctly Marley woe-yo-yo-yo’s of “Mr. Bobby.” Immigrant 
anthems “Clandestine” and “Welcome to Tijuana” boiled over with flamenco guitar, the 
nylon strings of the tattered acoustic axe damn near snapping on “Desaparecido” before 
a single mariachi trumpet tempered the blaze. Holding court at the exact moment of the 
presidential debate, Manu Chao aimed the scathing “Politik Kills” at George Bush while 
his shouts of “Next station is hope!” rang like a prediction. By the time it was “Rainin 
in Paradize,” clenched fists dotted the sky from Lamar to MoPac. The band was genu- 
inely moved by the warm reception during its four-day, three-show stint in Austin. “We 
will always come back to Austin,” promised the tiny trilingual troubadour. “Thank you so 
much for the hospitality.” - Thomas Fawcett

ROBERT PLANT & ALISON KRAUSS 

Saturday, Sept. 27, Zilker Park 

Rock stars don’t come much bigger than Robert Plant. So, it was little wonder that 
a thousand graying fanboys held their breath in the hopes that a little Zeppelin magic 
might hold sway after the sun went down Saturday. Beneath the blue stage lights, the 
old lion, locks a-flowing to match those of golden-haired bluegrass chanteuse Alison 
Krauss, kicked the Raising Sand revue into gear for a whole new demographic. It only 
took three songs to reach the first Zep hit, “Black Dog.” Between the banjo lead-in and 
Krauss’ atmospheric vocals, it was clear this pair digs a new vernacular based in old 
Appalachian traditions. Plant held his histrionics in check until he let loose later with 
his old band’s “Black Country Woman.” Krauss demonstrated herself a fine match for 
Plant with the two alternating on backing harmonies, her virtuosity sparking a little more 
steel at times than the old man’s rusty pipes. They dug into Plant’s solo catalog for a 
mesmerizing version of “In the Mood.” The band sounded great with T Bone Burnett 
and Buddy Miller offering sizzling guitar work, the headliners disappearing long enough 
for the former to bust out a head-scratcher: the droning “Earlier Bagdhad (the Bounce)” 
off his The True False Identity. Plant and Krauss returned, finishing out the set with a 
dynamite triple, “Nothin’” by Townes Van Zandt, a gorgeous “Battle of Evermore,” and a 
revved up, knowing version of the Everly Brothers’ “Gone, Gone, Gone” off Raising Sand.

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JOHN FOGERTY 

Saturday, Sept. 27, Zilker Park 

With his songs ingrained in anyone lis- 
tening to pop music over the last 40 years, 
John Fogerty could easily play his tunes the 
way they’re remembered. Instead, his set 
list made it apparent he’s trying to reinvent 
himself to keep things interesting for all 
involved. One thing’s for sure: Creedence 
Clearwater Revival never sounded as big 
as what Fogerty brought to Saturday’s 
stage. Drummer Kenny Aronoff was par- 
tially responsible for that, as were the four 
guitars out in front of him. While heavy 
on Creedence, the set featured a couple 
of tunes from Fogerty’s recent Revival, 
while throwing in a couple of deep cuts, 
including “Midnight Special” and “Keep 
on Chooglin’.” By closing the night with 
abbreviated takes on “Fortunate Son” and 
“Proud Mary,” the performance felt rushed, 
and though it would have been nice if he’d 
gone on for another hour or two, no one 
left feeling cheated.

FLEET FOXES 

Saturday, Sept. 27, Zilker Park 

“We’re not really a festival band,” offered 
Fleet Foxes frontman Robin Pecknold from 
the stage, but the Seattle quintet aptly dem- 
onstrated it was, in fact, worthy of the label. 
The group’s beatific harmonies rose simul- 
taneously haunting and spiritually dazzling 
in the early afternoon sun, “Sun It Rises” 
and “Sun Giant” bursting forth in a dulcet 
glow. With Skyler Skjelset bowing his gui- 
tar through “Drops in the River,” Pecknold 
unleashed his gentle, high, lonesome wail, 
the familiar touches of My Morning Jacket 


(“English Flouse”) and even Band 
of Florses (“Ragged Wood”) sug- 
gesting the promise behind Fleet 
Foxes’ sound, while “Mykonos” 
tilted toward Neil Young. The 
band’s banter with the crowd 
was amusingly informal, as was 
Pecknold’s flannel commitment to 
their Northwest image despite the 
heat, but the harmonies of “Quiet 
Flouses,” Pecknold’s solo turn on 
“Oliver James,” and closer “Blue 
Ridge Mountains” were as sub- 
lime as they are on album.

BECK Saturday, Sept. 27, Zilker Park 

As the UT Tower glowed orange in the distance, Beck delivered a solid, if not 
spectacular, set Saturday night with all the well-paced underpinnings of a Vegas 
showroom revue. Armed with a chameleon’s lair of hits, he took the unorthodox 
step of opening with “Loser.” The tombstone inscription curried energy that carried 
forward into the tribal groove of “Nausea” and the New Wave vibe of “Timebomb.” 
Reimagined versions of “Nicotine & Gravy” and “Mixed Bizness” from 1999’s Midnite 
Vultures were intriguing but lacked the left-handed, party-up flavor of their studio pre- 
decessors. By contrast, the title track from this year’s Modern Guilt packed nervous 
urgency buried on the album. At midset, Beck and his fourpiece band grabbed hand- 
held synth implements to deconstruct “Black Tambourine” and “Hell Yes” house- 
party style. Following elegiac readings of “The Golden Age” and “Lost Cause” from 
2002’s Sea Change, Beck headed for the garage with Bob Dylan’s “Leopard-Skin 
Pill-Box Flat.” “Where It’s At” and “E-Pro” ended the 70-minute set strong but left the 
torqued-up audience wanting for an encore that never came. - Greg Beets

Second chance is one phrase that came 
to mind watching Jason Pierce as the sun set 
Saturday evening. When he walked onstage 
and began strumming the first couple of bars 
of “Amazing Grace,” there was a warm, fuzzy 
feeling this wasn’t going to be the orchestral, 
graceful Spiritualized that characterizes his lat- 
est, Songs in A&E. This was Pierce resurrected, 
back from near-death, and he used that 
renewed energy and faith to channel his entire 
catalog. Backed by a quartet and two backup 
singers, A&E’ s “Soul on Fire” and “You Lie You 
Cheat” were reverent and clean, as opposed 
to the more fervent psych tracks in the set: He 
went all the way back to 1992’s Spiritualized 
debut Lazer Guided Melodies and even further 
back with a choice rendition of Spacemen 3’s 
“Walking With Jesus.” As the dust settled in a 
purple-orange haze across the park, the band 
tore into a sublime “Come Together,” from 
Spiritualized’s 1997 LP Ladies and Gentlemen 
We Are Floating in Space, and it was the per- 
fect closer for those in the crowd who were 
still conscious. The sound guy did Pierce right, 
and it was a perfect early-evening communion 
for true fans.

LES FRERES GUISSE

It’s a shame that three brothers from 
Senegal should travel so far to be sidelined 
in a tent while ubiquitous indie rock kids held 
the main stage, but for Les Freres Guisse, 
there was no issue that could not be over- 


come - not even the brief blare of feedback 
- with sweet harmonies, acoustic guitars, 
and a faith that music and hope go hand in 
hand.

Tom Gabel of Against Me! is a self-made 
star with a singular, recognizable songwriting 
style and a commanding performer by any 
standard.

The former Nirvana drummer wears it on 
his sleeve, all the joy and excitement that accompanies 13 years on the road as the 
Foos. He loves playing in a band - needs it almost - and with drummer Taylor Hawkins, 
bassist Nate Mendel, guitarist Chris Shiflett, and company following suit, Virginia’s 
shag-haired rock revivalist captained a ship built to bring a tired, beaten, but never 
broken crowd home after three days spent at full tilt. Not all the attention shot directly 
toward the dark-haired wielder of that Gibson DG-335. Violinist Jessy Greene (once of 
the Geraldine Fibbers) led a country rock shuffle, and Drew Hester, the “best triangle 
soloist in the history of the world,” lived up to the title. Hawkins handled vox duties on 
“Cold Day in the Sun” as Grohl, ever the enthusiast, stepped aside in power stance, 
head banging and hair flying before remaining alone on stage for an improbable cut of 
“Everlong.” Two high-octane set closers, a stretched out “Monkey Wrench” and tight 
counterpart “The Pretender,” finished up early, leaving time for three-part encore “Big 
Me,” “Aurora,” and “Best of You.” Grohl thanked Austin mercilessly, but thanks go to 
the Foo Fighters. It’s they who swept through town like a firestorm, intent on shutting 
down ACL 2008 and leaving no doubt the deed was done by a group of screamin’, spit- 
tin’, cussin’ rock stars.

FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

Joey Bergamine, 19, who is preparing for 
a retrial in Fayetteville, N.C., on a DUI charge 
stemming from a July 2007 incident, will 
argue that he should have been advised of 
his right to have a lawyer present when his 
father kicked open his bedroom door hours 
after the incident to help police officers who 
had come to question him. Joey’s father is 
the police chief of Fayetteville, and Joey’s 
lawyer said entering a locked room, as well 
as the subsequent interrogation, constituted 
“police” action and not “parental” action, 
and since his dad failed to “Mirandize” him, 
the charge should be dismissed. 


CULTURAL DIVERSITY 

“In many ways,” reported the Los Angeles 
Times in August, the Torajans of Indonesia’s 
Sulawesi Island “spend a lifetime preparing 
for their demise,” in that the most glorious 
highlight of their existence appears to be 
planning the elaborate celebration of the 
end of it. In fact, taking one’s last breath is 
only the beginning of a lengthy tribute, such 
as the one for Toraja’s last king, who died 
in 2003 but has not been put away yet, 
pending completion of the necessary ritual 
animal sacrifices. (In the interim, the 
deceased is considered more “sick” than 
“dead.”) Said one local (“cheerfully,” 
according to the Times), “Torajans! [We] live 
to die!” 

About 250,000 women in the southern 
India states of Karnataka and Maharashtra 
are self-described “elite” sex workers whose 
impoverished or devoutly pious parents 
“dedicated” them as children to the Hindu 
goddess Yellamma, according to an August 
dispatch in The New Yorker. Despite the 
state’s outlawing the practice in 1982, the 
women’s fate as “devadasis” remains an 
attractive alternative to ordinary marriage 
(which would usually be to poor and abusive 
men) and provides a degree of status, in 
that they dress nicely and can inherit family 
property, while street prostitutes cannot. 
However, devadasis still fall victim to the 
region’s rampant HIV rate. 


Castrillo de Murcia, Spain, lacks a “run- 
ning of the bulls” tradition, but since 1620, 
it has included in its annual El Colacho festi- 
val a “leaping over the babies.” In late May, 
the town’s infants are laid on mattresses in 
the village square, and people in red-and-yel- 
low devil costumes jump over them and keep 
running, to symbolize the vanquishing of 
demons from their lives. 

LATEST RELIGIOUS MESSAGES 

Toward a More Accessible Anglican 
Church: 1) In August, Birmingham Cathedral 
announced plans to open a series of wine 
bars in London, as (according to an official) 
one of the “alternative ways” of engaging 
nonchurchgoers. 2) The new church curate 
in Dursley, Gloucestershire, is the Rev. Skye 
Denno, 29, a married mother of two, whose 
downtime is spent in biker boots, hot 
pants, a dog collar, and her six piercings, 
listening to the Sex Pistols. Said she: “I 
don’t do it to be difficult. [I] think it makes 
me more approachable.” 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

The Nebraska Legislature’s new “safe 
haven” law for unwanted babies, like other 
states’ laws, allows them to be dropped off 
anonymously at hospitals to discourage abor- 
tions (and neglect by unfit parents). However, 
unlike other states’ laws, Nebraska’s applies 
not just to infants but “minors,” because, 
said Sen. Tom White, “All children deserve 
our protection.” In September, the first two 
noninfants were abandoned, as exasperated 
parents gave up on rebellious sons aged 11 
and 15, and critics say the law could apply 
to those up to age 19. 

In August, the U.S. Department of 
Transportation unveiled new rules for train and 
bus drivers returning to work from drug-use 
suspensions. They must now be tested first by 
a strip search to detect devices for cheating 
(such as artificial penises), and if none is 
found, they may redress themselves, but a 
monitor must still “directly watch the urine as 
it goes from the employee’s body into the col- 
lection container.” Not surprisingly, several 
unions have challenged the rule in court.

Lane Gosnay started supplying music to the Fayette County area several years ago by 
hosting the Bear Creek Concerts series. The house concerts led to the opening of a 
venue that presents music in a relaxed, family setting on the northern outskirts of town. 

In January 2005, Gosnay purchased the former Sons of Hermann Hall. The building 
has the feel of a church activity hall. Audience members sit on couches, around small 
tables, and with their feet up on empty chairs within a few feet of the stage. There isn’t 
a bad seat in the house. 

“A lot of performers are a little uncomfortable at first with how quiet the audiences 
tend to be,” Gosnay says. “Sometimes it takes a couple of songs before they can feel 
the audience, but after that, they’ll really connect. It’s a great thing to watch.” 

With her reputation for providing artists with an appreciative audience, Gosnay attracts 
many Central Texas favorites such as Shake Russell, Eliza Gilkyson, Sara Hickman, and 
Ruthie Foster to her stage. She also takes pride in giving up-and-coming artists a chance 
to hone their skills. 

“People trust the level of talent that we bring to town, even if they don’t recognize the 
name,” Gosnay says. On any given Friday or Saturday night, the audience will include all 
ages, from retirees to young children. 

Besides a loyal group of locals, the club draws fans from Houston and Austin, many of 
whom have weekend homes in the area. She once had a couple drive from West Texas 
just because they wanted to enjoy live music without being in a loud barroom. 

You never know who will sign up to play at Showcase Sundays, held the first and third 
Sundays of each month. Gosnay has tried to elevate the afternoons to more than just a reg- 
ular open mic. A panel of judges picks one artist to be invited back for biannual “best of” 
showcases, and then the winners of those rounds play at the Bugle Boy’s anniversary party. 

The Bugle Boy is about 60 miles east of Austin off of Highway 71 at 1051 N. 

Jefferson (U.S. 77). The canteen offers a selection of wine, beer, smoothies, and coffee 
drinks.

Before he took up boxing, Robert D’Lorm was 
a sweet, shy, baby-faced boy who avoided physi- 
cal altercations at all costs. After three years of 


training at Richard Lord’s boxing 
gym on North Lamar, Robert is 
still that gentle, sloe-eyed boy. 

I’m tempted to punctuate that 
last sentence with an “except.” 
Something like: He's just the 
same - except that any kid who 
messes with him on the play- 
ground is looking for trouble. 
Except there is no “except.” 
Robert, 10, still has no 
interest in fighting any- 
one. That’s not why 
he got into boxing. “I 
don’t like beating guys 
up,” he told me. 

“You don’t like being 
a tough guy?” 

“No, sir.” 

Richard Lord was pleased. He 
knew that he’d trained his pupil 
well. Learning to throw a sharp 
jab has been a crucial part of 
Robert’s training, of course, but 
in Lord’s view, the boxing is just 
a means to an end. He doesn’t 
care who you are - a judge or a 
drug dealer, a 5-year-old boy or a 
45-year-old single mom - the goal 
is to cultivate self-confidence. 
“And that may have nothing to 
do with boxing,” Lord said. “For 
me, it’s about watching the whole 
personality develop. When Robert 
came in here three years ago, he 
was overweight and out of shape. 
He got picked on at school. 

Well, he doesn’t get picked on 
anymore, and that’s not because 
he’s getting in fights. We teach 
all of our fighters to walk away 


from a fight. But they carry them- 
selves differently. They’re secure 
in themselves, so they don’t have 
to fight.” 

That’s where Lord likes to 
think his majoring in psychology 
at UT comes in handy. Growing 
up in Dallas, he started boxing 
when he was 5 years old, weigh- 
ing in at 36 pounds, and liked 
the sport for one simple 
reason: He won more often 
than he lost. Turning 
professional, he was 
once ranked No. 10 in 
his weight class. But it 
has been as a trainer that 
he has had his most suc- 
cess, particularly in working with 
Jesus “El Matador” Chavez, 
the World Boxing Council super 
flyweight champion, who six years 
ago showed up at Lord’s Gym 
broke and homeless - and then 
spent the next two years living 
there. Lord also trains Anissa 
Zamarron, a female world cham- 
pion, and Richard Garriott, 
the gazillionaire computer-game 
developer slash space tourist. A 
quarter century ago, he whipped 
David Bowie into shape for his 
Let's Dance album and tour. 

“But you know what?” Lord 
said. “I probably get as much sat- 
isfaction out of working with kids 
like Robert, watching how they 
take what they learn here out into 
their everyday world. It makes me 
feel young. I feel like I’m combat- 
ing all the bad things out there.”

What makes a 
man a man? Or a 
woman a woman 
or a servant a 
servant or anyone 
anything? The 
roles we take on 
in life, the rules 
we abide by, we 
are as much their 



creators as their followers. In Mary Moody 
Northen Theatre’s production of Cloud 9, 
the first under new Artistic Director David 
Long, the search for self-fulfillment comes 
into direct conflict with the roles society 
dictates for us. 

Yes, Cloud 9 is a mixed-up, muddled-up, 
shook-up world where boys will be girls (a 
man plays wife Betty) and girls will be boys 
(a woman plays son Edward), an African ser- 
vant is played by a white man, and the 25 
years that pass for the characters are more 
like a century in historical terms. Playwright 
Caryl Churchill was looking to color outside 
the lines from the get-go. 

Like Death and the King's Horseman, 
staged at the MMNT earlier this year, Cloud 
9 deals with colonial Africa, and some of the 
same stock characters appear in both plays 
(the cocksure commander, the converted 
servant). But the subject matter and tone 
veer in sharply different directions. Cloud 
9 satirizes the colonizing mindset of the 
British Empire, as well as its oppressive 
social structure. 

Tracking the characters’ desires is like 
following a soap opera: The governess is 
in love with the lady of the house, who is 
in love with the visiting explorer, who says 
he’s in love with her but is screwing her son, 
who loves him but can’t show it because he 
must look manly in front of his father, who’s 
having an affair with another woman. 

Everyone’s a secret sinner in this colonial 
Africa setting, hindered by hidden yearnings 
but unable to act on them because of their 
places in society (save dominant white male 
Clive). Much of this is played for laughs, 


with many knee-slapping, absurd moments, 
but the knowledge that these characters are 
stuck in unhappy marriages or full of unre- 
quited love dampens that satirical swagger. 

You say you want a revolution? In Act II, 
set in 1979 but with the characters having 
aged only 25 years, they get the liberation 
they yearn for, only freedom doesn’t bring 
them happiness. Instead of being defined 
by their social roles, they’re defined by their 
desires. Everything’s out in the open, such 
as the single mother who explicitly asks her 
female friend for sex. But giving into their 
desires leads them no closer to fulfillment, 
only naughty, gratuitous sex. 

If this seems to paint a meager picture, 
well, Churchill wants to challenge her soci- 
ety’s concepts of gender, power, oppression, 
and desire. Director David Long does not 
get lost in the conceptual challenges of the 
script, though: His Cloud 9 is entertaining, 
quite funny, impeccably acted, and full of 
beautiful moments. As in Long’s staging 
of Full Circle at the MMNT last year, Cloud 
9 has a strong ensemble element that is 
brought out wonderfully when paired with 
Michael McKelvey’s compositions. 

You can’t choose your family. But how 
long you let your background and soci- 
ety determine who you are is, Churchill 
implies, ultimately up to you. As an old, 
independent-for-the-first-time Betty theoriz- 
es, it’s a question of who to love and who 
to live with. Answers may be hard to come 
by, but there aren’t many more elegant, 
entertaining ways to question your perspec- 
tives than Mary Moody Northen Theatre’s 
Cloud 9. - Avimaan Syam

Blackbird

A lot of the pub- 
licity for Blackbird 
has said very little 
about the plot for 
fear of giving away 
the surprise. That 
surprise shows up 
only 10 minutes into 
the play, however. 

Nobody in the audi- 
ence left early on 
the night I attended, 
so here goes. 

As the lights come up, we see that Una 
has just shown up at Ray’s workplace. He’s 
shocked to see her. They had an affair 15 
years ago, and they haven’t seen each 
other since. Catch: There’s an obvious age 
discrepancy between the two actors. Una 
(Xochitl Romero) looks about 25. Ray (Hyde 
Park Theatre Artistic Director Ken Webster) 
is something like 40 or 50. That would 
mean ... mid-20s minus 15 ... mental math 
... uh oh. Miscasting? 

Nope. Great casting. Ray committed 
statutory rape of a minor when Una was 12. 
Surprise! 

Well, Ray is surprised, anyway. We now 
have 70 minutes to go in which Una shall 
dig, dig, dig at Ray to learn why he did what 
he did and what went wrong to ruin her life. 
Ray will dig back at her, then dig deep inside 
himself to come up with an answer for any 
of it. If you believe him, he doesn’t really 
know what happened, even after all this 
time. He attempts to answer Una’s ques- 
tions, but satisfaction is hard to come by. 

Audience members can decide for them- 
selves how they feel about the humanizing 
of a child molester. Critically speaking, 
though, the script just doesn’t hold water. 
Why would a victim hear about her abuser 
15 years later, then track him down so she 
can spend time alone in a room with him? 
Why would she wear some very sexy high 
heels to do it? Every person processes 
trauma in his or her own way, but the script 
doesn’t show how or why Una became 
the sort of person who would put herself 
through hell a second time just to get a 
few answers. 

Furthermore, the script has some struc- 
tural faults. The aforementioned surprise 
arrives so soon that there is little momen- 


tum to get through the rest of the show. 

The damage has already been done, and it’s 
hard to feel strongly about the human con- 
sequences of blowing Ray’s cover in his new 
life. Playwright David Harrower also writes 
himself into a corner more than once, with 
nothing to do but lurch to another subject or 
else end the play. 

This isn’t to say that the production team 
doesn’t do some fine work. Hyde Park 
Theatre and Capital T Theatre Company 
joined forces for this show, with Capital T 
Artistic Director Mark Pickell directing and 
Hyde Park lending its considerable experi- 
ence and muscle to the effort. Webster is 
one of the strongest and most consistent 
performers in Austin, and he does just fine 
here. But for all that an affordable, two-char- 
acter, one-set play with a complex situation 
is supposed to be a formula for an actor- 
producer’s victory dance, the script isn’t a 
sufficient vehicle for his talents. His co-star, 
Romero, is a Master of Fine Arts acting 
student at the University of Texas, and while 
she shows promise, at present she hangs 
on to every “s" and “f” sound with a death 
grip that distracts from the depth of feeling 
of which she’s capable. 

The two struggle a bit with Harrower’s 
style, a Mamet-esque rush of stops and 
starts interspersed with long, graphic mono- 
logues. It’s fun to see characters interrupt- 
ing each other on stage, but it works better 
when an actor knows what he or she was 
about to say next and doesn’t just stop talk- 
ing because the cue happened. 

Both of the companies involved in 
Blackbird are strong groups capable of 
great work. The major element lacking 
this time was a good script deserving of 
their talents. - Elizabeth Cobbe

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Blindness 

D: Fernando Meireilles; with Julianne Moore, Mark 
Ruffalo, Alice Braga, Danny Glover, Gael Garcia 
Bernal, Yusuke Iseya, Don McKellar, Yoshino 
Kimura, Maury Chaykin. (R, 120 min.) 



Blindness opened Cannes this year, and it didn’t do well 
there. The print included a supposedly disastrous voiceover by 
Glover (since stripped from the final cut), and it was perhaps 


undone by expectations that it might be a 
different kind of movie - a Big Idea kind of 
movie. It’s an adaptation of the 1995 novel 
by Nobel Prize winner Jose Saramago, and 
at first blush it seems to fall into the same 
mold as Children of Men: a serious film 
that uses the sci-fi premise of a near-future 
dystopia to comment on the modern-day dys- 
topia already upon us. But the trouble with 
expectations is that they tend to numb one 
to what’s really at hand. Blindness, the film, 
pushes the Big Ideas aside for a brutalizing 
exploration into the hard fact that humans, 
in the right circumstances, will turn des- 
perate and even barbarous. The catalyst is 
an outbreak of blindness in a city that is 
intentionally vague, its citizens casually mul- 
tinational (as is its terrific cast, which does 
a lot within the restrictions of limited screen 
time). Ruffalo plays an ophthalmologist who 
unknowingly spreads the infectious disease 
from its first case to a waiting room full 
of patients and on to concentric circles of 
panicky outbreak. None of the characters 
are named; they are listed in the credits, 
as in the source novel, with identifiers like 
the Doctor and the Doctor’s Wife. The latter 
(played by Moore) is introduced whipping 
into submission a tiramisu for her distracted 
husband. When he wakes in the morning 
with the “white sickness” (the blindness is 
unique in that the infected see white, rather 
than black), she makes a rash decision to 
feign blindness, too, in order to join him 
in the government-issued quarantine. (One 
senses the decision was borne as much 
from helplessness as self-sacrifice.) The sick 
are shipped off to an abandoned insane asy- 
lum and more or less left to fend for them- 


selves (impossible to watch without thinking 
of the Superdome), and there the secretly 
sighted Doctor’s Wife becomes witness to 
unending awfulness as conditions dete- 
riorate and a turf war ensues. We become 
witness, too, and it’s a long, hard slough: 
Meireilles - no stranger to harsh climes, hav- 
ing previously touched down in the favelas 
of Rio de Janeiro ( City of God) and a Kenya 
ravaged by disease and Big Pharma ( The 
Constant Gardener) - unflinchingly charts 
every slipped rung down to the bottomest 
depths of human degradation. Frequent 
cuts to white screen aside, there is very 
little lightness here. Meireilles plays on 
that whiteness, in one instance using it to 
soft-shoe a morally complicated sex scene, 
then abruptly cutting to full-color to expose 
it for what it really is, which is the desperate 
rutting of the doomed. There are no pulled 
punches here, and within that same mor- 
ally complicated universe, Meireilles and 
screenwriter Don McKellar (who co-stars) 
demonstrate a scope and a sensibility 
expansive enough to meet every devil with 
some sympathy and every joy with commen- 
surate sorrow. All this, I think, would be 
unbearable without Moore, who masterfully 
characterizes the devoted wife’s metamor- 
phosis into a heroicism both unwanted 
and unheralded. It’s a rattling, heartrending 
performance in, yes, a long, hard slough of 
a film - one that is well worth the journey, if 
not a repeat trip. - Kimberley Jones

We’ve heard tell about the rebirth of the 
Western at least since Clint Eastwood’s 
vicious Unforgiven 16 years ago, but since 
the genre never truly died in the first place 
there’s no need to flog that horse here. 
(Maybe it’s best to look at the Western as 
something undead, or occasionally reani- 
mated, like Sam Raimi’s hyperactive The 
Quick and the Dead or this year’s comic- 
epic South Korean import The Good , the 
Bad , and the Weird.) Every generation gets 
the Western it deserves, and Appaloosa is 
a suitable slow burn punctuated by sud- 
den acts of violence; it fairly oozes off the 
screen like bloodied molasses, and then, 
heated, bubbles up and over, all smoke and 
fire and endless clouds of New Mexico dust. 
It’s 1882, and lawmen-for-hire Virgil Cole 
(Harris) and Everett Hitch (Mortensen) arrive 
in the titular township, a barely conceived 
place of wood and dirt and whiskey stuck to 
the arid hills and gullies like a bloodstain in 
a feedlot. They come at the town council’s 
request: A scheming, would-be cattle baron 
by the name of Bragg (Irons, resplendent in 
his villain’s finery and subtexting the inher- 
ent dangers of a nascent capitalist system 
on the range) has murdered the sheriff and 
his deputies and must be brought to justice, 
which, for Cole and Hitch, means finding 
a witness to testify against him, and then 
keeping both witness and Bragg alive long 
enough for the traveling jurisprudence to 
arrive in town to deliver the rule of law. No 
easy task, that, and it’s complicated by the 
arrival in town of a comely, piano-playing 
widow, Allie French (Zellweger, wearing a 
permanent aw-shucks smile), who plays 
Virgil’s heart like a seasoned pro. She’s an 
opportunist in a place with few opportuni- 
ties (for ladies it’s love or death, take your 
pick). Harris, directing from an adaptation of 
Robert Parker’s novel, cuts a leathery, desic- 
cated figure as the love-blinded Virgil, lacon- 
ically eloquent, forever groping for the right 
word (which his partner often supplies, a 
comic grace note in a serious film) but whis- 
pering his gun out of its holster with the 
blunt plain speaking of a born shootist. All 
three men look like graven images, but only 


Harris’ eyes twinkle with anything approach- 
ing mischief. He enjoys his work maybe one 
bullet too much, and so when a chance at 
a real life appears to arrive, he reaches for 
it with his gun hand. He’s got to get the 
lead out to get the lead into someone else, 
but his heart gets in the way. Even Shane, 
who is subtlely mirrored here by Mortensen, 
knew that spelled trouble. - Marc Savlov

Let’s just come out and admit already 
that Hollywood is a steaming cesspool of 
deviance, hedonism, and casual amoral- 
ity. Every year it pumps our minds full 
of the most degrading kinds of filth and 
sinful indulgence - men with guns, men 
with knives, men with dirty mouths, men 
with men - and passes it off as entertain- 
ment, secure in the knowledge that the 
lower it stoops, the more money it’ll make. 
So what a surprise it must have been 
this past Monday when, all over that god- 
less town, industry insiders opened their 
trade papers to discover that a low-budget 
Christian film about the spiritual perils of 
divorce and the power of prayer, produced 
by a Baptist church in Georgia, written by 
two associate pastors, starring a bunch of 
nonactors (with the exception of former- 
Tiger Beat-heartthrob-turned-televangelist 
Cameron), and totally free of sex, violence, 
or curse words, was the No. 4 movie at the 
box office. Of course, the time was ripe for 
such a triumph - it’s been years since Mel 
Gibson’s The Passion of the Christ proved 
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that the religious dollar is as green as 
the secular one - but it took Fireproof to 
prove that you don’t need good acting, 
good writing, or good directing to make an 
evangelical movie that catches Tinseltown 
off guard. In fact, the writing and direct- 
ing Kendrick brothers, Alex and Stephen 
(who also made Facing the Giants), have 
raised blandness and narrative predictabil- 
ity to the level of high art. Their script for 
Fireproof is almost sublime in its devotion 
to artless, unambiguous sentimentality 
and wide-eyed, tear-filled, gauzy, suburban 
spiritual wonder. Their hero is Caleb Holt 
(Cameron), a firefighter who has lost the 
love connection with his wife. As soon as 
he walks in the door after a long day of 
pulling children from burning buildings, he 
and Catherine (Bethea) are at each other’s 
throats, over his selfishness, over her hen- 
pecking, over his apparent fascination with 
pornography (“apparent” only because 
the script carefully avoids confronting the 
topic head-on, choosing instead to use the 
word “Internet” as a stand-in for all things 
too-icky-to-mention). When Caleb turns 
to his family for help, father (Malcom), a 
newly born-again Christian, convinces son 
to try the Love Dare, a 40-day experiment 
in altered behavior designed to retighten 
the bonds of marriage through selfless 
devotion, faith in God, washed dishes, 
and a deep appreciation of Bible quotes 
that are short enough to fit on a refrigera- 
tor magnet. Fireproof, in other words, is 
American Evangelical Christian storytell- 
ing at its finest, storytelling for a world 
entirely devoid of gray areas or ethical 
hierarchies, a world where hatred is tan- 
tamount to murder and lust is equivalent 
to adultery and all of the above equal 
damnable sin: a world free of pesky moral 
malleability - which makes for fruitful soul- 
fishing but lousy drama. - Josh Rosenblatt

FLASH OF GENIUS

Flash of Genius, the directorial debut of 
producer Abraham ( Children of Men, Spy 
Game ) has all the ingredients of a great 
American drama. Based on the true story 
of engineer Robert Kearns - who, in 1963, 


invented the intermittent windshield wiper, 
only to see his idea stolen by the Ford 
Motor Co. - it’s real David and Goliath 
stuff, a battle between the forces of corpo- 
rate greed and chicanery on one side and 
an extremely stubborn individual human 
spirit on the other. Like Tucker: The Man 
and His Dream and Erin Brockovich before 
it, Flash of Genius should have been one 
of those movies that makes all of us feel 
better about ourselves by fooling us into 
believing that, under the same circum- 
stances, we would have been the ones 
standing up to those titans of industry. So 
why, exactly, does it feel so bland? Could it 
be its hero? For all his engineering prowess 
and persistence, Kinnear’s Kearns is an 
idealized and rather bloodless Hollywood 
vision of the early-1960s Midwestern 
American male: decent, hard-working, guile- 
less, loyal, patriotic, and fertile. In other 
words, despite an obsessiveness bordering 
on (and occasionally toppling over into) 
mania, Kearns just doesn’t have the kind of 
larger-than-life personality we look for in our 
cinematic little-guy heroes. He is, on the 
contrary, quite dull, and 100 scenes of him 
slaving away in his basement or a library 
or in a courtroom don’t make him any less 
so. Then again, maybe the problem with 
the movie is the way it’s shot. Conspiracy 
films, by definition, have to be built slowly 
and meticulously, brick by brick, until a 
sense of overwhelming, asphyxiating odds 
becomes palpable. But for all his years in 
Hollywood, Abraham is at a loss when it 
comes to pacing, and where his film should 
revel in the minutiae of a slowly unraveling 
mystery and a slowly unraveling mind, he 
instead leaps forward in time by months 
and years every chance he gets, jarring 
audiences as he goes, leaving them always 
a few steps removed from his hero’s pain. 
Or maybe, in the end analysis, the problem 
is simply a matter of identification. Kearns, 
who was so of his time and so not of ours 
as to be almost a different species, walked 
hands down/chin out into a classic con job 
- what kind of fool hands over profitable 
blueprints to potential competitors without 
getting something in writing? - but he did 
so in the early 1960s, a time when not 
all Americans looked at big business with 
cynicism and suspicion, when a man like 
Kearns could still believe in Ford as a para- 
gon of American corporate virtue. Maybe 
he was a sucker, but it was his belief in the

Nick and Norah’s Infinite 
Playlist, based on Rachel Cohn 
and David Levithan’s infinitely 
readable he said/she said 
young-adult novel, wants to be 
loved at least as much as the 
soulful and ingrown indie hip- 
sters of its title. But all I can 
seem to muster, post-screening, 
is a modicum of fondness and 
a probably impermanent relief 
that the film isn’t anywhere 
near as awful as it might have 
been in less capable hands. 
Director Sollett, who helmed 
the fine Raising Victor Vargas 
back in 2002, keeps things real 
almost to the point of emotional 
withdrawal, which was surely 
his intent: emo kids are, if any- 
thing, emotionally constipated, 
which makes for terrifically 
engaging bands but precious 
little dialogue. Nick (Cera) and 
Norah (Dennings) are a pair of 
bridge-and-tunnel teens (they 
both hail from Englewood, N.J.) 
who meet cute while out on the 
town searching the East Village 
and Brooklyn for a supersecret 
show by too-cool-for-school band 
Where’s Fluffy? (a faux band 
moniker that rivals Reality Bites’ 
Hey, That’s My Bike for sheer 
cultural inscrutability). Nick, 
mourning the fact that he’s been 
dumped by sexy, shallow ex Tris 
(Dziena) by burning endless 
mix CDs for his departed, is 
dragged out of his self-pity party 
and thrust into the gorgeous 
neon of the New York night by 
his gay bandmates, who vow 
to hook him up with someone 
new by the end of the night. 
Enter Norah, a velvet-roper born 
of music-business royalty who 
convolutedly ends up sharing 
Nick’s bedraggled Yugo as the 
new pair-to-be search for Fluffy 
and Norah’s wasted best friend, 
Caroline (Graynor). Comparing 
iPods, Norah recognizes a kin- 
dred spirit in the woeful Nick 
and immediately the big ques- 
tion isn’t Will they? but When 
will they? (and where the hell 
is Fluffy?). Cera builds slightly 
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on his Superbad template of sensitive 
geek, and Dennings is darkly luminous 
as the already jaded Norah, and the 
film certainly captures the magic of that 
perfect night out during which anything 
can happen and, of course, does. But 
the spark at the heart of Cohn and 
Levithan’s novel seems damponed here, 
and between Nick’s endless dithering 
over his scheming ex and Norah’s super- 
cool pout, the film never quite reaches 
the heartfelt heartache heights of, say, 
the many, many indie darlings (Vampire 
Weekend, Devendra Banhart, We Are 
Scientists) that litter the soundtrack like 
so many skinny jeans at a Spoon show. 
There’s love in the air, sure, but it’s so 
slight and ephemeral it might as well 
be the Strokes’ career, and, as far as 
NYC nights go, it’s got nothing on either 
John Hughes’ teen-angstgasms or, espe- 
cially, Martin Scorsese’s far juicier, often 
overlooked, midnight masterpiece After 
Hours. It’s like looking through a dreamy, 
indiemope kaleidoscope at a party you’re 
not invited to, and, frankly, not even sure 
you’d want to attend.

As Hollywood increasingly relies on 
ever less entertaining parodies of whole 
cinematic genres to sate an apparently 
insatiable public appetite for seriously 
dumb humor, the comparatively sophis- 
ticated yuks of Airplane! and The Naked 
Gun have devolved into the lowest- 
common-denominator yucks of the 
Scary Movie franchise and the viciously 
unfunny gurgles of Not Another Teen 
Movie, et al. Truly great parody relies in 
equal measure on both finely calibrated 
nuance and audience familiarity with 
the object of comic ridicule and not on 
how many fart jokes you can jam into an 
already bloated 90-minute running time. 
Austin Powers, for example, succeeded 
as much on the merits of its hyper- 
detailed production and art design as it 
did on Mike Myers’ groovy, hirsute mug- 
ging. Its swinging, Bond-esque London 
looked, or at least felt, as real as its 
modern-day counterpart, and its subject 
of parody, the 007 films, was universally 
known.

Hallelujah. Bill Maher walks with the 
angels in his documentary Religulous 
(rhymes with ridiculous). Though fashioned 
as popular entertainment with laughs, light 
moments, and mostly humorous segments, 
Religulous is as serious as a disapprov- 
ing Jehovah about its mission to upend 
our rote allegiance to blind religious faith. 
Maher hosts this globe-hopping whirlwind of 
interviews with various representatives of 
the Western religious faiths of Christianity, 
Judaism, Islam, and Mormonism (Eastern 
and African religions are paid no mind here, 
which is one of the film’s stumbling points). 
He goes to the Vatican and the Holy Land, 
the Mormon Tabernacle and a truckers’ 
church in the Bible Belt, a congressional 
office and the church he attended as a 


child. As always, Maher carries with him his 
sharp wit as he engages his interviewees 
on the subject of faith without proof. He 
is in every scene as the interviewer, but 
rather than using Michael Moore gotcha 
tactics, he participates in what seem to 
be real conversations with his subjects. 

He poses provocative questions to which 


the respondents’ answers often form the 
unintended punch lines. More restrained 
here than he is on his TV show Real Time 
With Bill Maher, Maher frequently responds 
to an interviewee with controlled silence. 
The best example of this is his conversa- 
tion with Sen. Mark Pryor of Arkansas dur- 
ing which the creationist senator defends

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his beliefs against Maher’s ridicule of 
this legislator who believes in Bible “fairy 
tales,” and Pryor concludes by saying, “you 
don’t have to pass an IQ test to be in the 
Senate.” Instead of responding to the gift 
of a fabulous straight line, Maher remains 
silent while the camera lingers on Pryor’s 
face. The scene is also a testament to the 
contributions of director Charles ( Borat , 
Curb Your Enthusiasm), who needs no 
more than this film’s simple two-camera 
setup to demonstrate an unfailing sense 
of what needs to be in the frame at any 
time. Maher and Charles can be faulted 
for playing it somewhat safe in Religulous, 
never going toe-to-toe with sophisticated 
thinkers or experienced theologians and 
instead depending for their interviews 
on those who might be considered easy 
marks. Neither do they delve too deeply 


into the more indecipherable sense of 
spirituality that seems to infuse the major- 
ity of people even if they don’t consider 
themselves members of an organized 
religion or faith. A closing monologue by 
Maher about the dangers of mixing religion 
and politics also uncomfortably shifts the 
film’s tone from barbed humor to zeal- 
ous rant. Until that point, however, Maher 
dances on the head of a pin, pirouetting 
onscreen as he preaches the gospel of 
doubt. If, as Maher states, 16% of the U.S. 
population identifies as secular human- 
ists who don’t believe in God, then that’s 
a large cross section of the country whose 
voices are muffled by the status quo. It is 
to them, more than the believers, Maher 
speaks. To the keepers of the faith, Maher 
and Charles in essence proclaim, “Let my 
people go.” - Marjorie Baumgarten

BURN AFTER READING D: Joel Coen, 

Ethan Coen; with George Clooney, Frances McDormand, 
Brad Pitt, John Malkovich, Tilda Swinton, Richard Jenkins, 
David Rasche, J.K. Simmons. (R, 95 min.) 

Burn After Reading is a convoluted yet light-as-air 
farce about the dangers of misguided ambition and 
the contagiousness of paranoia. When a newly fired 
CIA analyst (Malkovich) decides to write a memoir 
about his time with the agency, he ends up instead 
on the wrong end of a blackmail scheme orches- 
trated by a bumbling duo, Linda Litzke (McDormand) 
and Chad Feldheimer (Pitt), two likable middle-aged 
losers who think they’ve stumbled upon classified 
government documents. They’re a classic ditzy 
comedy pair, and their pathological dopiness allows 
the Coens to mock the conventions of spy movies. 
But they’re also the movie’s Achilles’ heel: heroes 
whose bulging-eyed broadness descends quickly into 
burlesque. Say what you will about the cinematic 
joys of extortion, infidelity, espionage, paranoia, and 


random acts of graphic violence; if they’re performed 
by cartoons and not people, it’s going to be hard 
to get the people sitting in the theatre to care. The 
Coen brothers may be masters of black comedy, but 
there are times when there’s no point in taking them 
seriously.

Choke is a forgettable adaptation of Chuck 
Palahniuk’s 2001 novel. Veteran character actor 
and first-time writer/director Gregg directs, while 
Rockwell plays Victor Mancini, a man of many hats, 
all of them off-putting. He’s a sex addict who goes 
to a recovery group mostly to score fresh meat; 
a medical-school dropout who pays the bills as a 
colonial America re-enactor, with a sideline scam as 
a choking victim in restaurants; and an unloved, oft- 
abandoned son who’s trying to lay the cute doctor 
(Macdonald) attending his Alzheimer’s-addled mother 
(Huston). Mancini’s character boils down to a lot of 


self-loathing and unresolved mommy issues - which 
is as tedious as it sounds - and the film, shot by 
Tim Orr with the wanness of a porno flick, is only half 
as blackly comic as it should be. Bright spots include 
the bearlike Henke as Victor’s best friend, a chronic 
masturbator with a sunny disposition, and the terrific 
Macdonald.

Like most acts of cruel mediocrity committed in 
the name of entertaining children, Igor presumably 
seemed like a good idea at the time.

Based extremely loosely 
on the now-generic title character, this PG-rated (for 
“thematic elements, scary images, action, and mild

Sadly, Lee’s new movie is a major disappointment, 
especially as it comes on the heels of the film- 
maker’s greatest commercial success, Inside Man. 
Miracle at St. Anna is a bloated, muddled, indistinct, 
and ill-paced movie (adapted by James McBride from 
his novel) that makes its 160 minutes seem like a 
tour of duty for the viewer. It’s a war movie and a 
murder mystery, a history lesson and a sentimental 
melodrama all jumbled together episodically and 
glancingly. The bulk of the movie is one long flash- 
back about four Buffalo Soldiers from the Army’s

TRYING TO AVOID JURY DUTY? 

I recently got a notice to report for jury duty. My 
work and home life are really busy and stressful. 
Spending several days on a jury is the last thing I need 
right now. Is there a way to get out of jury duty? 

Not under the circumstances you’ve described. 
The Texas Government Code addresses jury duty, 
including the general qualifications needed for jury 
service as well as reasons that will allow a potential 
juror to be exempted from jury service. 

The first step in jury service is to determine 
whether you qualify to serve. According to the Texas 
Government Code, you cannot serve as a juror 
unless you are at least 18 years old, a citizen of Texas 
and the county where you’ll serve as juror, and qual- 
ified to vote in the county. The law also requires that 
you be of “sound mind and good moral character,” 
be able to read and write, have not been convicted 
of a felony, and are not under indictment or legal 
accusation of theft or any felony. 

Assuming you qualify as a juror, the next step 
is to determine whether any legal exemptions 
apply that would exempt you from service. The 
list of exemptions is fairly extensive. Examples of 
commonly used exemptions include being over 70 
years of age, having child care responsibilities for 
a child younger than 10 years old, being a high 
school or college student, being on active military 
duty, or having had previous jury service within the 
last two years. 

Judges also have the discretion to hear any rea- 
sonable sworn excuse of a prospective juror and to 
release that person from jury service entirely. But 
before you start thinking about your best excuse 
for getting out of jury duty, you should know that 
judges do not like to release potential jurors from 
jury duty and often only do so very sparingly. 

Put simply, if you want out of jury service 
because you are busy, it is highly unlikely that a 
judge will exercise his or her discretion by releasing 
you for that reason. Read next week’s column for 
nuts-and-bolts information about jury service.

Do I need to get something with just a sunroof 
for safety and peace of mind? Do I need to suc- 
cumb to my husband’s insistence that I get an 
(ack!) minivan? - Margaret 

TOM: Tell your husband to go jump 
in a lake, Margaret. Just not during a 
lightning storm. 

RAY: You don’t need a minivan. Your 
Cabrio is fine in a thunderstorm. From the 
little we understand about lightning, when 
it hits a car, it stays on the exterior metal 
surface and goes to the ground through the 
tires. 

TOM: We’ve heard of all four tires explod- 
ing. And we’ve heard of electrical systems 
being fried after a bad lightning strike. But 
we’ve never heard of injuries to people 
inside the car. 

RAY: Airplanes presumably get hit by 
lightning far more often than cars do, and 
people inside them are safe for the same 
reason. The electricity stays on the outside 
of the fuselage, even though the guy in 9B 
might wish that enough of it had leaked 
in to blow up the seat in front of him and 
give him some more leg room on the way 
to Newark.
